Sesolved:  That  a  Joint-Committee,  to  consist  of  seven 
Bishops,  seven  Presbyters,  and  seven  Laymen,  be  appointed, 
to  consider  and  to  report  to  the  next  General  Convention, 
whether,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  this  Church  is  soon  to 
enter  upon  the  second  century  of  its  organized  existence 
in  this  country,  the  changed  conditions  of  the  national  life 
do  not  demand  certain  alterations  in  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer  in  the  direction  of  liturgical  enrichment  and  increased 
flexibility  of  use. 


REPORT. 


To  the  General  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States  of  America. 
The  Joint  Committee  of  Twenty-one  appointed  by 
the  General  Convention  of  1880  to  consider  and  to 
report,  Whether  the  changed  conditions  of  the  national 
life  do'liot  demand  "certain  alterations  in  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  in  the  direction  of  liturgical  enrich- 
ment and  increased  flexibility  of  use,"  respectfully  ask 
leave  to  report  as  follows. 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  General  Con- 
vention which  recommends  all  committees  appointed 
to  sit  during  the  recess  to  meet,  for  the  purpose  of 
organizing,  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  session ; 
the  Committee  came  together  on  the  evening  of 
Wednesday,  the  twenty-seventh  day  of  October,  1880, 
and  was  organized  by  the  appointment  of  the  Bishop 
of  Connecticut  as  Chairman,  and  of  Dr.  Himtington  of 
Massachusetts  as  Secretary.  Later,  it  was  agreed  that 
the  official  title  of  the  Committee  should  be.  The  Joint 
Committee  on  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer. 
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In  addition  to  the  first  meeting  for  organization, 
three  groups  of  sessions  have  been  held  during  the 
recess,  one  of  them  in  January,  1881,  another  in 
October,  1882,  and  another  in  April,  1883.  All  of 
these  were  convened  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and 
were  very  fully  attended. 

In  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Dalrymple  of  Mary- 
land, which  occurred  in  October,  1881,  the  Committee 
lost  the  services  of  an  accomplished  member,  whose 
active  participation  in  the  work  of  the  first  meeting 
had  given  promise  of  much  usefulness.  His  place  has 
remained  unfilled. 

Early  in  1881  the  work  of  review  was  distributed 
among  three  Sub-committees,  and  at  the  same  time 
the  following  resolutions  were  adopted:  — 

(a)  ^^  Resolved  J  That  this  Committee  asserts,  at  the 
outset,  its  conviction  that  no  alteration  should  be 
made  touching  either  statements  or  standards  of  doc- 
trine in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer." 

(6)  ^^  Resolved,  That  this  Committee,  in  all  its  sug- 
gestions and  acts,  be  guided  by  those  principles  of 
liturgical  construction  and  ritual  use  which  have 
guided  the  compilation  and  amendments  of  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer,  and  have  made  it  what  it  is." 

Mindful  of  the  rule  of  action  laid  down  for  them  in 
the  Resolution  imder  which  they  were  appointed, 
namely,  that  they  were  to  consider  the  desirableness 
"of    certain    alterations    in    the   Book   of    Common

Prayer,  in  the  direction  of  liturgical  enrichment  and 
flexibility  of  use,"  the  Committee  also  governed  them- 
selves by  these  two  resolutions,  believing  that  in  no 
other  way  could  they  hope  to  reach  any  result  that 
would  or  ought  to  be  acceptable  to  this  Church. 

Whether  any  such  result  has,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
been  reached,  remains  of  course  to  be  seen.  The 
Committee  only  claim  for  themselves  that  they  have 
not  spared  time,  labor  or  study  in  prosecuting  the 
work  committed  to  them,  nor  have  they  failed  to  seek 
the  guidance  of  the  heavenly  Wisdom. 

Their  object  has  been  to  search  for  what  seemed 
necessary  or  desirable  in  the  way  of  additions  among 
the  rich  stores  of  devotional  forms  which  are  the 
common  heritage  of  the  Catholic  Church,  rather  than 
to  undertake  new  compositions  of  their  own.  Among 
the  later  sources  which  have  thus  been  drawn  upon, 
they  feel  bound  to  mention,  especially.  Canon  Bright's 
Ancient  Collects^  and  The  Daily  Service  of  our  own 
lamented  Hutton. 

It  should  be  understood  that  no  member  of  the 
Committee  is,  by  his  signature  to  this  Report,  commit- 
ted unreservedly  to  every  addition  or  change  proposed, 
but  each  reserves  to  himself  the  privilege  of  taking 
such  action  in  respect  thereto  in  Convention,  as,  upon 
debate  and  fuller  consideration,  he  may  think  proper. 

Without  further  preface,  then,  and  without  entering 
into  lengthened  details  which  must  all  be  gone  over 
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again  in  the  discussions  of  the  Convention,  the  Com- 
mittee submit  the  following  as  the  additions  and 
changes  which  they  respectfully  propose  for  adoption. 
It  will  be  seen  that  they  are  classified  and  arranged 
with  references,  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  to  the 
Book  which  is  annexed  as  a  schedule  to  this  Report, 
and  which  the  Committee  venture  to  hope  will  not 
only  serve  the  purpose  just  mentioned,  but  will  also 
show  (as  their  long  list  of  alterations  and  additions, 
if  reported  alone,  would  not  do,)  how  little  real  change 
is  proposed  in  the  structure,  arrangement,  appearance, 
or  even  size  of  our  cherished  Book  of  Common 
Prayer. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  changes  embod- 
ied in  the  following  Resolutions  be  approved,  and 
made  known  to  the  various  Dioceses,  in  order  that  they 
may  be  adopted  hereafter,  in  the  manner  provided  by 
the  Constitution.

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THE  RATinCATION  OF 

THE  BOOK  OF  COMMON  PRAYER. 


By  the  BishopSf  the  Clergy,  and  the  Laity  of  the  Protestant  Epitcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  in  Convention,  the  Sixteenth  Day  of  October,  in  the  Year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-^tine, 

THIS  Conyention  haying,  in  their  present  session,  set  forth  A  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  and  Administration  of  the  Sacraments,  and  other  Rites  and  Ceremonies  of 
the  Church,  do  hereby  establish  the  said  Book:  And  they  declare  it  to  be  the  Liturgy  of 
this  Church:  And  require  that  it  be  receiyed  as  such  by  all  the  members  of  the  same: 
And  this  Book  shall  be  in  use  from  and  after  the  First  Day  of  October,  in  the  Year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  seyen  hundred  and  ninety. 


PREFACE. 


IT  is  a  most  inyaluable  part  of  that  blessed  liberty  wherewith  Christ  hath  made  ^ufree, 
that  in  his  worship,  different  forms  and  usages  may  without  offence  be  allowed,  pro- 
vided the  substance  of  the  Faith  be  kept  entire ;  and  that,  in  every  Church,  what  cannot 
be  clearly  determined  to  belong  to  Doctrine  must  be  referred  to  Discipline ;  and  therefore, 
by  common  consent  and  authority,  may  be  altered,  abridged,  enlarged,  amended,  or  other- 
wise disposed  of,  as  may  seem  most  convenient  for  the  edification  of  the  people,  *' accord- 
ing to  the  various  exigencies  of  times  and  occasions." 

The  Church  of  England,  to  which  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these  States 
is  indebted,  under  God,  for  her  first  foundation  and  a  long  continuance  of  nursing  care 
and  protection,  hath,  in  the  Preface  of  her  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  laid  it  down  as  a 
rule,  that  **  The  particular  forms  of  Divine  Worship,  and  the  Rites  and  Ceremonies  ap- 
pointed to  be  used  therein,  being  things  in  their  own  nature  indifferent  and  alterable, 
and  so  acknowledged,  it  is  but  reasonable  that  upon  weighty  and  important  considera- 
tions, according  to  the  various  exigencies  of  times  and  occasions,  such  changes  and  alter- 
ations should  be  made  therein  as  to  those  who  are  in  place  of  authority  should,  from 
time  to  time,  seem  either  necessary  or  expedient." 

The  same  Church  hath  not  only  in  her  Preface,  but  likewise  in  her  Articles  and  Hom- 
ilies, declared  the  necessity  and  expediency  of  occasional  alterations  and  amendments 
in  her  forms  of  Public  Worship;  and  we  find  accordingly,  that,  seeking  to  *'keep  the 
happy  mean  between  too  much  stifihess  in  refusing,  and  too  much  easiness  in  admitting 
variations  in  things  once  advisedly  established,  she  hath,  in  the  reign  of  several  Princes, 
sinee  the  first  compiling  of  her  Liturgy  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Sixth,  upon  just  and 
weighty  considerations  her  thereunto  moving,  yielded  to  make  such  alterations  in  some 
particulars,  as  in  their  respective  times  were  thought  convenient;  yet  so  as  that  the  main 
body  and  essential  parts  of  the  same  (as  well  in  the  chiefest  materials,  as  in  the  frame 
and  order  thereoQ  have  still  been  continued  firm  and  unshaken." 

Her  general  aim  in  these  different  reviews  and  alterations  hath  been,  as  she  further 
declares  in  her  said  Preface,  '*  to  do  that  which,  according  to  her  best  understanding, 
might  most  tend  to  the  preservation  of  peace  and  unity  in  the  Church;  the  procuring  of 
reverence,  and  exciting  of  piety  and  devotion  in  the  worship  of  God;  and,  finally, 
the  cutting  off  occasion,  from  them  that  seek  occasion,  of  cavil  or  quarrel  against  her 
Uturgy."  And  although,  according  to  her  judgment,  there  be  not  'Mn  it  any  thing 
contrary  to  the  Word  of  God,  or  to  sound  doctrine,  or  which  a  godly  man  may  not  with  a 
good  conscience  use  and  submit  unto,  or  which  is  not  fairly  defensible,  if  allowed  such  just 
and  favourable  construction  as  in  common  equity  ought  to  be  allowed  to  all  human  writ- 
ings; "  yet  upon  the  principles  already  laid  down,  it  cannot  but  be  supposed  that  ftirtheC 
alterations  would  in  time  be  found  expedient.    Accordingly,  a  commission  for  a  review 
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WM  iMoed  in  the  jear  1689:  but  this  great  and^ood  work  miscarried  at  that  time;  and 
the  Ciiil  Anthoritj  has  not  since  thought  proper  to  rerive  it  bv  anj  new  oommistion. 

But  when  in  the  conne  of  Dirine  Proridence,  these  American  States  became  inde> 
pendent  with  respect  to  civil  goremment,  their  ecclesiastical  independence  was  neeea- 
•arily  included ;  and  the  different  religions  denominations  of  Christians  in  these  States 
were  left  at  full  and  equal  liberty  to  model  and  organise  their  respectire  Churches,  and 
forms  of  worship,  and  discipline,  in  such  manner  as  thej  might  judge  most  conTenient 
for  their  future  prosperity;  consistently  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  their  country. 

The  attention  of  this  Church  was  in  the  first  place  drawn  to  those  alterations  in  the 
Liturgy  which  became  necessary  in  the  prayers  for  our  ("iril  Rulers,  in  consequence  of 
the  Revolution.  And  the  principal  care  herein  was  to  make  them  conformable  to  what 
ought  to  be  the  proper  end  of  all  such  prayers,  namely,  that  '*  Rulers  may  hare  grace, 
wisdom,  and  understanding  to  execute  justice,  and  to  maintain  truth;"  and  that  the 
people  **  may  lead  quiet  and  peaceable  lives,  in  all  godliness  and  honesty." 

But  while  these  alterations  were  in  reriew  before  the  late  Convention^  they  could  not 
but,  with  gratitude  to  God,  embrace  the  happy  occasion  which  was  o&red  to  them 
(uninfluenced  and  unrestrained  by  any  worldly  authority  whatsoever)  to  take  a  ftuther 
review  of  the  Public  Service,  and  to  establish  such  other  alterations  and  amendments 
therein  as  might  be  deemed  expedient. 

It  seems  unnecessary  to  enumerate  all  the  different  alterations  and  amendments. 
They  will  appear,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped,  the  reasons  of  them  also,  upon  a  comparison  of 
this  with  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  the  Church  of  England.  In  which  it  will  also 
appear  that  this  Church  is  iar  from  intending  to  depart  from  the  Church  of  England  in 
any  essential  point  of  doctrine,  discipline,  or  worship;  or  further  than  local  circum- 
stances require. 

And  now,  this  important  work  being  brought  to  a  conclusion,  it  is  hoped  the  whole 
will  be  received  and  examined  by  every  true  member  of  our  Church,  and  every  sincere 
Christian,  with  a  meek,  candid,  and  charitable  frame  of  mind;  without  prejudice  or 
prepossessions;  seriously  considering  what  Christianity  is,  and  what  the  truths  of  the 
Gospel  are;  and  earnestly  beseeching  Almighty  God  to  accompany  with  his  blessing 
every  endeavour  for  promulgating  them  to  mankind,  in  the  clearest,  plainest,  most  affect- 
ing and  migestic  manner,  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ,  our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour. 
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CONCERNING  THE  SERVICE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

T^HE  Order  for  Morning  Prayer,  the  Litany,  and  the  Order  for  the  Administration  of 
■^  the  Lord's  Supper  or  Holy  Communion,  are  independent  Services,  and  may  be 
used  either  separately  or  together. 

The  Litany  may  be  used  either  in  place  of  the  Prayers  that  follow  the  Collect  for  Grace 
in  the  Order  for  Morning  Prayer,  or  in  place  of  the  Prayers  that  follow  the  Collect  for 
Aid  against  Perils  in  the  Order  for  Evening  Prayer. 

On  any  day  when  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  shall  have  been  said,  or  are  to  be  said 
in  Church,  the  Minister  may,  at  any  other  Service,  with  or  without  a  Sermon  or  Lecture, 
UM  such  devotions  as  he  shall  at  his  discretion  select  from  this  Book,  subject  to  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Ordinary. 

For  days  of  Fasting  and  Thanksgiving,  appointed  by  the  Civil  or  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Authority,  and  for  other  special  occasions  for  which  no  Service  or  Prayer  hath  been  pro- 
vided in  this  Book,  the  Bishop  may  set  forth  such  Form  or  Forms  as  he  shall  think  fit, 
in  which  case  the  same  shall  be  used  and  none  other. 

THE  ORDER. 
HOW  THE  PSALTER  IS  APPOINTED  TO  BE  READ. 
^pEEE  Psalter  shall  be  read  through  once  every  month,  as  it  is  there  appointed,  both 
-'-    for  Morning  and  for  Evening  Prayer.     And  when  a  month  hath  one-and-thirty 
days,  it  is  ordered  that  the  same  Psalms  shall  be  read  on  the  last  day  of  the  said  month 
which  were  read  the  day  before. 

The  Minister  shall,  on  the  days  for  which  they  are  appointed,  use  the  Proper  Psalms, 
as  set  forth  in  the  Table  of  Proper  Psalms.  On  other  days,  instead  of  reading  from 
the  Psalter  as  divided  for  daily  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer,  he  may  read  one  of  the 
Selections  set  out  by  this  Church.

THE  ORDER. 

HOW  THE  REST  OF  THE  HOLY  SCRIPTURE 
IB  APPOINTED  TO  BE  READ. 

THE  Old  Testament  is  appointed  for  the  First  Lessons,  and  the  New  Testament 
for  the  Second  Lessons  at  Morning  and  Evening  Prajer  throughout  the  Year. 

And  to  know  what  Lessons  shall  be  read  every  day,  look  for  the  day  of  the  month  in  the 
Calendar  following,  and  there  ye  shall  find  the  Chapters  that  shall  be  read  for  the  Lessons 
both  at  Morning  and  at  Evening  Prayer;  except  only  the  Moveable  Feasts  and  Fasts, 
which  are  not  in  the  Calendar ;  and  the  Immoveable  where  there  is  a  blank  left  in  the 
column  of  I^essons ;  the  Proper  Lessons  for  all  which  da^'s  are  to  be  found  in  the  Table 
of  Proper  l/cssons. 

If  in  any  Church,  upon  a  Sunday  or  Holy-day,  both  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer  be  not 
said,  the  Minister  may  read  the  l.«8sons  appointed  either  for  Morning  or  for  Evening  Prayer. 

At  Evening  Prayer  on  Sunday,  the  Minister  may  read  the  Lesson  from  the  Grospels 
appointed  for  that  day  of  the  month,  in  place  of  the  Second  Lesson  for  the  Sunday. 

Upon  any  day  for  which  no  Proper  Lessons  are  provided,  the  Lessons  appointed  in  the 
Calendar  for  any  day  in  the  same  week  may  be  read  in  place  of  the  Lessons  for  the  Day. 

On  Days  of  Fasting  and  Thanksgiving,  especially  appointed,  and  on  occasions  of 
Ecclesiastical  Conventions  and  of  Charitable  Collections,  the  Minister  may  appoint 
such  Lessons  as  he  shall  think  fit  in  his  discretion. 
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HYMNS  AND  ANTHEMS. 
YMNS  may  be  sung  before  and  after  every  Office  in  this  Book,  and  also  before  and 
after  Senuons;  but  only  such  Hymns  shall  be  used  in  this  Church  as  have  been 
duly  set  forth  and  allowed  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 

Anthems  in  words  either  of  Holy  Scripture  or  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  may  be 
sung  instead  of  Hymns,  except  in  cases  where  particular  Hymns  are  by  Rubric  prescribed.

TOASTER-DAY,  on  which  the  rent  depend,  in  always  the  First  .VMnc/ay  alter  the  Fall  Moon, 
tij  wUch  happens  upon  or  next  after  the  Twenty-first  Day  of  March;  and  if  the  Full 
Moon  happen  upon  a  Sunday^  EnnUr-day  is  the  Sunday  after. 

But  NoU  that  the  Full  Moon,  for  the  purposes  of  these  Rales  and  Tablea,  is  the  Foarteenth 
Day  of  a  lunar  Month,  reckoned  according  to  an  ancient  Ecclesiastical  computation,  and  not 
the  real  or  Astronomical  Full  Moon. 

Advent  Sunday  is  always  the  nearest  Sunday  to  the  Feast  of  St.  Andrew,  whether  before 
or  after.

Thou  shalt 
not  kill,  Thou  ehalt  not  steal,  Thou  shalt  not  bear 
false  witness,  Thou  shalt  not  covet ;  and  if  there  be 
any  other  commandment,  it  is  briefly  comprehended 
in  this  Haying,  namely,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour 
as  thyself.

knowing  the  time,  that  now  it  is  high  time  to  awiike 
out  of  sleep ;   for  now  is  our  salvation  nearer  than 
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when  we  believed ,  The  night  is  far  speut^  the  day  Ib 
at  hand ;  let  us  therefore  Ciist  off  the  M^orks  of  dark- 
ness, and  let  us  put  on  the  armour  of  liglit.  Let  us 
walk  honestlyj  as  in  the  day ;  not  in  rioting  and 
drunkenness,  not  in  cliamberhig  and  wantuuness,  not 
in  strife  and  envying.  But  put  ye  on  ttie  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  make  not  pru\i8ion  for  the  flesh,  to  fulfil 
the  lusts  thereof.

WHEN  they  drew  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  and  were 
come  to  Bethphage,  unto  the  Mount  of  Olives, 
then  sent  Jesus  two  disciples,  saying  unto  them.

And  a  very 
great  multitude  s|)read  tlieir  ganiients  in  the  way  ; 
others  cut  down  branches  from  the  trees,  and  strawed 
them  in  the  way.  And  the  multitudes  that  went 
before,  and  that  followed,  cried,  saying,  Hosanna  to 
the  Son  of  David !  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  !  Hosanna  m  the  highest !  And 
when  he  was  come  into  Jerusalem,  all  the  city  was 
moved,  sayhig,  Who  is  this  ?  And  the  nuiltitude  said. 
This  is  Jesus,  the  Prophet  of  Nazareth  of  GaUlee, 
And  Jesus  went  infn  the  temple  of  God^  and  cast  out

What 
sayest  thou  of  thyself?  He  said,  I  am  the  voice  of 
one  crying  in  the  wilderness,  Make  straight  the  way 
of  the  Lord,  as  said  the  prophet  Esaias.  And  they 
which  were  sent  were  of  the  Pharisees.  And  they 
asked  hinij  and  said  unto  him.  Why  baptizest  thou 
then,  if  thou  be  not  that  Christ,  nor  Elias,  neither  that 
Prophet?  John  answered  them,  saying,  I  baptize 
with  water :  but  there  standeth  one  among  you,  whom 
ye  know  not ;  He  it  is,  who,  coming  after  me,  is  pre- 
ferred before  me,  whose  shoe's  hitchet  I  am  not  worthy 
to  unloose.  These  things  were  done  in  Bethabara 
beyond  Jordan,  where  John  was  baptizing.

In  him  was  life,  and  the  life 
wa:^  the  light  of  men.  And  the  Hght  shinetli  in  dark- 
nei^s,  and  the  darkness  comprehended  it  not.  There 
was  a  man  sent  from  God,  whose  name  was  John* 
The  .same  came  for  a  witnej^s,  to  bear  witness  of  the 
light,  that  all  men  through  hhn  might  lielieve.  He 
was  not  that  Light,  but  was  sent  to  bear  witness  of  that 
Light.  That  was  the  true  Light,  which  hghteth  every 
man  that  eometh  into  the  world.  He  was  in  the 
world,  and  the  woHd  was  made  by  him,  and  the  world 
knew  him  not.  He  came  unto  his  own,  and  his  own 
received  him  not.  But  as  many  as  received  him,  to 
them  gave  he  power  to  become  the  sons  of  God,  even 
to  them  that  believe  on  his  Name :  which  were  born, 
not  of  Idood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh,  nor  of  the 
will  of  man,  but  of  God.  And  the  Word  was  made 
flesh,  and  dwelt  among  us,  (and  we  beheld  his  glory, 
the  glory  as  uf  the  Only-begotten  of  the  Father,)  fidl 
of  grace  and  truth.

Beholdj  I  see  the  heavens  opened,  and  the  Son  of  Man 
♦standing  on  the  right  hand  of  God.  Then  they  cried

Peter 
seeing  him  saith  to  Jesus,  Lord,  and  what  shall  this 
mau  do?  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  If  I  will  that  he  tarry 
till  I  come,  what  is  that  Vo  thee?

Then  went  this  saying  abroad  among  the  brethren,  that 
that  disciple  should  not  die :  yet  Jesus  said  not  unto 
him.  He  shall  not  die;  but,  If  I  will  tliat  he  tarry  till  1 
come,  what  is  that  to  thee?  This  is  the  disciple  which 
testifieth  of  these  things,  and  wrote  tliese  things :  and 
we  know  that  his  testimony  is  true.  And  there  are 
also  many  other  things  which  Jesus  did,  the  which, 
if  they  should  l>e  written  every  one,  I  suppose  that 
even  the  world  itself  could  not  contain  the  books  that 
should  be  written.

Even  so  we,  when 
we  were  children,  were  in  bondage  under  the  elements 
of  the  world ;  but  when  the  fulness  of  the  time  was 
come,  God  sent  forth  his  Son,  made  of  a  woman,  made 
under  the  Law,  to  redeem  them  that  were  under  the 
Law,  that  we  might  receive  the  adoption  of  sons.

with  us*)  Then  Joseph  being  raised  from  sleep  did  as 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  had  Iddden  him,  and  took  unto 
hira  his  wife ;  and  knew  her  not  till  she  had  brought 
forth  her  firstrbom  son  :  and  he  called  his  name 
JESUS,

also?  For  we  say,  that  faith  was  reckoned  to  Abra- 
ham for  righteoui^ness.  How  was  it  then  reckoned? 
when  he  was  in  circumcision,  or  in  uncircumcLsion? 
Not  in  ch-cumcisiun,  but  in  uncircumcision.  And  he 
received  the  sign  of  circumcision,  a  8eal  of  the  rights 
eousness  of  the  faith  which  he  had  yet  being  uncir- 
cinncised ;  that  he  might  be  the  father  of  all  them  that 
believe,  though  they  be  not  circumcised  ;  that  right- 
eousness might  be  imputed  unto  them  also  :  and  the 
father  of  circumcision  to  them  who  are  not  of  the 
Circumcision  only,  but  who  also  walk  in  the  steps  of 
that  faith  of  our  father  Abraham,  which  he  had  being 
yet  micirciuncised.  For  the  promise,  that  he  should 
be  the  heir  of  the  world,  was  not  to  Abraham,  or  to 
his  seed,  througli  the  Law,  but  through  the  righteous- 
ness of  faith.  For  if  they  which  are  of  the  Law  be 
heirsj  faith  is  made  void,  and  the  promise  made  of  none 
effect. 

The  Gospel     St  Luke  ii.  15. 

AND  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels  were  gone  away 
from  them  into  heaven,  the  shepherds  said  one 
t^  another.  Let  us  now  go  even  unto  Bethlehem,  and 
see  this  thing  wliich  is  come  to  pass,  which  the  Lord 
hath  made  known  unto  us.  And  they  came  with 
haste,  and  found  Mary  and  Joseph,  and  the  babe  lying 
in  a  manger*  And  when  they  had  seen  it,  they  made 
known  abroad  the  saying  which  was  told  them  concern- 
ing this  chikL  And  all  they  that  heard  it  wondered 
at  those  things  which  were  told  them  by  the  shep- 
herds.

The  Epistle.     Eph.  iii.  1. 

FOR  this  cause,  1  Paul,  the  prisoner  of  Jesus  Christ 
for  you  Gentiles ;  if  ye  have  heard  of  the  clii^pen- 
sation  of  the  grace  of  God,  which  is  given  me  to  you- 
ward  :  How  that  by  revelation  lie  made  known  unto 
me  the  mystery  (as  I  wrote  afore  in  few  words,  where- 
by, when  ye  read,  ye  may  understand  my  knowledge 
in  the  mystery  of  Christ)  which  m  other  ages  was  not 
made  known  unto  the  sons  of  men*  as  it  is  now  re- 
vealed unto  his  holy  Apostles  jind  Prophets  by  the 
Spirit ;  that  the  Gentiles  shoukl  be  fellow-heirs,  and 
of  the  same  body,  and  partakers  of  his  promise  in 
Christ  by  the  Gospel :  w^hereof  I  w^as  made  a  min- 
ister, according  to  the  gift  of  the  grace  of  God  given 
unto  me  by  the  effectual  working  of  his  power.  Unto 
me,  w4io  am  less  than  the  least  of  nil  saints,  is  this 
grace  given*  that  I  should  preach  among  the  Gentiles 
the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ :  and  to  make  all 
men  see  what  is  the  fellowship  of  the  mystery,  which 
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from  the  beginning  of  the  world  hath  been  hid  in  God, 
who  created  all  things  by  Jesus  Christ :  to  the  intent 
that  now  unto  the  principalitie.s  and  powers  in  hea- 
venly places  might  be  known  by  the  Church  the  mani- 
fold wisdom  of  God,  accortUng  to  the  eternal  purpose 
which  he  purposed  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord  :  in  whom 
we  have  boldness  and  accesi^  with  confidence  by  the 
faith  of  him. 

The  Gospel    St.  Matt.  ii.  1. 

WHEN  Jesus  was  born  in  Bethlehem  of  Judaea,  in 
the  days  of  Herod  the  king,  behold,  there  came 
wise  men  from  the  East  to  Jerusalem,  saying,  Where 
is  he  that  is  born  King  of  the  Jews  ?  for  we  have  seen 
his  star  in  the  East,  and  are  come  to  worship  him. 
When  Herod  the  king  had  heard  theiSe  things,  he  was 
troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem  with  him.  And  when  he 
had  gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  of  the 
people  together,  he  demanded  of  them  where  Christ 
should  be  born.  And  they  said  unto  him,  In  Bethle- 
hem of  Juda?a :  for  thus  it  is  written  by  the  prophet, 
And  thou  Bethlehem,  in  the  land  of  Juda,  art  not  the 
least  among  the  princes  of  Juda  ;  for  out  of  thee  shall 
come  a  Governor,  that  shall  rule  my  people  Israel* 
Then  Herod,  when  he  had  privily  called  the  wise  men, 
encjuired  of  them  diligently  what  time  the  star  ap- 
peared. And  he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem,  and  said, 
Go,  and  search  diligently  for  the  young  child  ;  and 
w^hen  ye  have  found  him,  bring  me  word  again,  that  I 
may  come  «and  worship  him  also.  When  they  had 
heard  the  king,  they  departed  ;  and,  lo,  the  st^r  which 
they  saw  in  the  East  went  before  them,  till  it  came 
and  stood  over  where  the  young  child  was.  When 
they  saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced  with  exceeding  great 
joy.     And  when  they  were  come  into  the  house,  they 
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saw  the  j^omig  child  with  Mary  his  mother,  and  fell 
down  and  worshipped  hini :  and  when  they  had  opened 
their  treasures,  they  presented  unto  him  gifts  ;  gold, 
and  frankincense,  and  myrrh.  And  being  warned  of 
God  in  a  di-eam  that  they  ^should  not  return  to  Herod, 
they  departed  into  their  own  country  another  way.

NOW  his  parents  went  to  Jerusalem  every  year  at 
the  fea«t  of  the  Pa^^sover,  And  when  he  was 
twelve  years  old,  they  went  up  to  Jerusalem,  after 
the  custom  of  the  fea.st.  And  when  they  had  fulfilled 
the  days,  as  they  returned,  the  child  Jesus  tarried  be- 
hmd  m  Jerusalem  ;  and  Joseph  and  his  mother  knew 
not  of  it*  But  they,  supposing  him  to  have  been  in 
the  company,  went  a  day's  journey,  and  they  sought 
him  among  their  kinsfolk  and  acquamt^nce.  And 
when  they  found  him  not,  they  turned  back  again  to 
Jerusalem,  seeking  him.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
after  three  days  they  found  him  in  the  temple,  sitting 
in  the  midst  of  the  doctors,  Ijoth  hearing  them,  and 
asking  them  questions.  And  all  that  heard  him  were 
ast^jiiished  at  his  understanding  and  answers.  And 
when  they  saw  him,  they  were  amazed ;  and  his 
mother  said  unto  him,  Son,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt 
with  us  ?  behold,  thy  father  and  1  have  sought  thee 
sorrowing;  And  he  said  unto  them,  How  is  it  that  ye 
sought  me  ?  wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be  about  my  Fa- 
ther's busmess  ?  And*  they  understood  not  the  saying 
which  he  spake  unto  them.  And  he  went  down  with 
them,  and  came  to  Nazareth,  and  was  subject  unto 
them ;  but  his  mother  kept  all  these  sayings  in  her 
heart.  And  Jesus  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature, 
and  in  favour  with  God  and  man.

And  they 
bare  it.  When  the  ruler  of  the  feast  had  ta-sted  the 
water  that  was  made  wine,  and  knew  not  whence  it 
was,  (but  the  servants  which  dre^v  the  water  knew,) 
the  governor  of  the  feast  called  the  bridegroom,  and 
saith  unto  him.  Every  man  at  the  beginning  doth  Bet 
forth  good  wine,  and  when  men  have  well  drunk,  then 
that  which  is  worse  ;  but  thou  hiivst  kept  the  good  wine 
until  now.  This  beginning  of  miracles  did  Jesus  in 
Oana  of  Galilee,  and  manifested  forth  his  glory,  and 
his  disciples  believed  on  him.

So  the  devils  besought  him,  saying, 
If  thou  cast  us  out,  suffer  us  to  go  away  into  the  herd 
of  swine.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Go.  And  when 
they  were  come  out,  they  went  into  the  herd  of  swine :

And  every  man  that  ^triveth  for  the 
mastery,  is  temperate  in  all  things.  Now  they  do  it 
to  obt4iin  a  corruptible  crown,  but  we  an  incorruptible. 
I  therefore  so  nni,  not  as  uncertainly ;  so  fight  I,  not 
as  one  that  beateth  the  nir  :  but  I  keep  under  my  body, 
and  bring  it  into  subjection  ;  lest  that  by  any  means, 
when  I  have  preached  to  others,  I  myself  should  be  a 
cast-away. 

The  Gospel     St.  Matt,  xx,  1. 

THE  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  that 
is  an  householder,  which  went  out  early  in  the 
morning  to  hire  labourers  into  his  ^nneyard.  And 
when  he  had  agreed  with  the  labourers  for  a  penny  a 
day^  he  sent  them  into  his  vineyard.  And  he  went 
out  about  the  third  hour*  and  saw  others  standing  idle 
in  the  marketrphice,  and  said  unt^j  tliem.  Go  ye  also 
into  the  vineyard,  and  what.soever  is  right  I  will  give 
you.  And  they  went  their  way.  Again  he  went  out 
about  the  sixth  and  ninth  hour,  and  did  likewise. 
And  about  the  eleventh  hour  he  went  out,  and  found 
others  standing  idle,  and  saith  unto  theni.  Why  stand 
ye  here  all  the  day  idle  ?  They  say  unt^  him.  Be- 
cause no  man  hath  hired  us.  He  saith  unto  them^  Go 
ye  also  into  the  vineyard,  and  whatsoever  is  right,  that 
shall  ye  receive.  So  when  even  wa.s  come,  the  lord 
of  the  vineyard  saith  uiito  his  steward.  Call  the 
labourers,  and  give  them  their  hire,  beginnmg  from 
the  last  unto  the  first.  And  when  they  came  that 
were  hired   about  the  eleventh   hoiur,  they  received 
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every  man  a  penny.  But  when  the  first  camet  they 
supposed  that  they  should  have  received  more  ;  and 
they  likewij^e  received  every  man  a  penny.  And  when 
they  had  received  it,  they  murmured  against  the  good- 
man  of  the  house,  saying.  These  last  have  wrought  but 
one  hour,  and  thou  hast  made  them  equal  unto  us,  which 
have  borne  the  l>urden  and  heat  of  the  day.  But  he 
answered  one  of  them^  and  said,  Friend,  I  do  thee  no 
wrong  ;  didst  not  thou  agree  with  me  for  a  penny  ? 
Take  that  thine  is,  and  go  thy  way  ;  I  will  give  unto 
this  last  even  as  unto  thee.  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to 
do  what  I  mil  with  mine  o\m  ?  Is  thme  eye  evilj 
because  I  am  good  ?  So  the  last  shall  be  firsts  and 
the  first  last :  for  many  be  called,  but  few^  chosen.

YE  suffer  fools  gladly,  seeing  ye  yourselves  are 
wise.  For  ye  suffer,  if  a  man  bring  you  into 
bondage,  if  a  man  devour  you,  if  a  man  take  of  you, 
if  a  man  exalt  himself,  if  a  man  smite  you  on  the  face. 
I  speak  as  concerning  reproach,  as  though  we  had 
been  weak.  Howbeit.  whereinsoever  anv  is  bold,  (I 
speak  foolishly,)  I  am  bold  also.  Are  they  Hebrews? 
80  am  I.  Are  they  Israehtes  ?  so  am  I.  Ai*e  they  the 
seed  of  Abraliam?  so  am  I.     Are  they   ministers   of 
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Christ?  (I  8peak  as  a  fool)  I  am  more;  in  labours 
more  abundant,  in  stripes  above  measure,  in  prisons 
more  frequent,  in  deaths  oft.  Of  the  JewH  five  times 
received  I  forty  stripes  save  one ;  thrice  was  I  beaten 
with  rods,  once  was  I  ntoned,  thrice  I  suffered  f<hii> 
wreck,  a  night  and  a  day  I  have  been  in  the  deep;  in 
joumeyings  often,  in  perils  of  waters,  in  perils  of  rob- 
bers, in  perils  by  mine  own  countrymen,  in  perils  by 
the  heathen,  in  perils  in  tlie  city^  m  perils  in  tlie  wil- 
derness, in  perils  in  the  sea,  in  perils  among  false 
brethren;  in  weariness  and  painfulness,  in  watchings 
often,  in  hunger  and  thirst,  in  fastings  often,  in  cold 
and  nakedness.  Besides  those  things  tliat  are  without^ 
that  which  cometh  upou  me  daily,  the  care  of  all  the 
churches.  Who  is  weak,  and  I  am  not  weak?  who  is 
offended,  and  1  burn  not?  If  1  must  needs  glory,  I 
will  glory  of  the  things  which  concern  mine  infirmi- 
ties. The  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
which  is  blessed  for  evermore,  knoweth  that  I  lie  not. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Lidce  viii.  4. 

WHEN  much  people  were  gathered  together^  and 
were  come  to  him  out  of  every  city,  he  spake 
by  a  parable*  A  sower  went  out  to  sow  his  seed:  and 
as  he  sowed,  some  fell  by  the  way-aide;  and  it  was 
trodden  down,  and  the  fowls  of  the  air  devoured  it. 
And  some  fell  upon  a  rock;  and  as  soon  as  it  was 
sprung  up,  it  withered  away,  because  it  lacked  mois* 
ture.  And  some  fell  among  tbonis;  and  the  thorns 
sprang  up  with  it,  and  choked  it.  And  other  fell  on 
good  gromid,  and  sprang  up,  and  bare  fruit  an  hun- 
dred-fold. And  when  he  had  said  these  things^  he 
cried,  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear.  And 
his  disciples  asked  him,  saymg,  What  might  this  par- 
able be  ?     And  he  said.  Unto  yon  it  is  given  to  know 
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the  myBteriea  of  the  khigdom  of  God:  but  to  others 
in  parables ;  that  seeing  they  might  not  see,  and  hear- 
ing they  might  not  understand*  Now  the  parable  m 
this :  The  seed  is  the  Word  of  God.  Those  by  the 
way-side  are  they  that  hear;  then  conieth  the  de%dl, 
and  taketh  away  the  word  out  of  their  hearts,  lest 
they  should  believe  and  be  saved.  They  on  the  rock 
are  they,  which,  when  they  hear,  receive  the  word 
with  joy;  and  these  have  no  root,  which  for  a  while 
believe,  and  ui  time  of  temptation  fall  away.  And 
that  which  fell  among  thorns  are  they,  which,  when 
they  have  heard,  go  fort]i,  and  are  choked  with  cares 
and  riches  and  pleasures  of  this  life,  and  bring  no 
fruit  to  perfection.  But  that  on  the  good  ground  are 
they,  which  in  an  honest  and  good  heart,  having  heard 
the  word;  keep  it,  and  bring  forth  fruit  with  patience.

And  though  I 
have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  understand  all  myst^e- 
ries,  and  aU  knowledge ;    and  though  I  have  aU  faith, 
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8o  that  I  could  remove  moimtaiiii^,  and  have  not  charity, 

I  am  nothmg.  And  though  I  bestow  all  my  goods  to 
feed  the  poor,  and  though  I  give  my  body  to  be  burned, 
and  have  not  charity,  it  profiteth  me  nothing.  Charity 
suffereth  long,  and  is  kind ;  charity  envieth  not ;  charity 
vamxteth  not  itself,  is  not  puiied  up,  doth  not  behave 
itself  miseenily ;  seeketh  not  her  own,  is  not  easily 
provoked,  thinketh  no  evil ;  rejoiceth  not  in  miquity, 
but  rejoiceth  in  the  truth  ;  beareth  all  things,  belie veth 
all  things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things. 
Charity  never  faileth  :  but  whether  there  be  prophecies, 
they  shall  fail ;  whether  there  be  tongues,  they  shall 
cea&e;  whether  there  be  knowledge,  it  shall  vanish 
away*  For  we  know  in  part,  and  we  prophesy  in  part; 
but  when  that  w^hich  is  perfect  is  come,  then  that  which 
is  in  part  shall  be  done  away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I 
spake  as  a  child,  I  understood  as  a  child,  I  thought  as 
a  child ;  but  when  I  became  a  man,  I  put  away  child- 
ish things.  For  now  we  see  through  a  glass,  darkly ; 
but  tlien  face  to  face :  now  I  know  in  part ;  but  then 
shall  1  know  even  as  also  I  am  known.  And  now 
abideth  faith,  hope,  charity,  these  three ;  but  the 
greatest  of  these  is  charity. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Luke  xviii,  31. 

THEN  Jesus  took  unto  him  the  twelve,  and  said  unto 
them  J  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  all 
things  that  are  written  by  the  prophets  concerning  the 
Son  of  Man  shall  be  accomplished.  For  he  shall  be 
delivered  unto  the  Gentiles,  and  shall  be  mocked,  and 
spitefully  entreated,  and  spitted  on:  and  they  shall 
scourge  hun,  and  put  him  to  death ;  and  the  third  day 
he  shall  rise  again.

TURN  ye  even  to  me,  saith  the  Lord,  with  all  your 
heart,  and  with   fasting,  and   with  weeping,  and 
wath  mourning.     And  rend  your  heart  and  not  your 
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garments,  and  turn  imto  the  Lord  your  God ;  for  he  is 
gracious  and  merciful,  slow  to  anger,  and  of  great 
kindness,  and  repenteth  him  of  the  evU.  Who  know- 
eth  if  he  will  return  and  repent,  and  leave  a  blessing 
behind  him;  even  a  meat-offering  and  a  drink-offering 
unto  the  Lord  your  God  ?

Again,  the  devil 
taketh  him  up  into  an  exceeding  high  moimtain,  and 
showeth  him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world,  and  the 
glory  of  them ;  and  saith  unto  him,  All  these  things 
will  I  give  thee,  if  thou  wilt  fall  down  and  worship  me. 
Then  saith  Jesus  imto  him,  Get  thee  hence,  Satan !  for 
it  is  written.  Thou  shalt  worship  the  Lord  thy  God, 
and  him  only  shalt  thou  serve.  Then  the  devil  leaveth 
him,  and  behold,  angels  came  and  ministered  imto  him.

TESUS  went  tlience,  and  departed  into  the  coasts  of 
fl  Tyre  and  Sidon*  And  behold,  a  woman  of  Canaan 
came  out  of  the  same  coasts,  and  cried  unto  him,  say- 
ing, Have  mercy  on  me,  O  Lord,  thou  Son  of  David  ; 
my  daughter  is  grievously  vexed  with  a  de\dl.  But  he 
answered  her  not  a  word.  And  his  disciples  came  and 
besought  him,  sayingj  Send  her  away  ;  for  she  crieth 
after  us.  But  he  answered  and  said,  I  am  not  sent  but 
imto  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel.  Then  came 
she  and  worshipped  him,  saying,  Lord,  help  me  !  But 
he  answei*ed  and  said,  It  is  not  meet  to  take  the 
children's  bread,  and  to  cast  it  to  dogs.  And  she  said, 
Truth,  Lord  ;  yet  the  dogs  eat  of  the  crumbs  which  fall 
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from  their  ma-sters'  table.  Then  Jesu^  answered  and 
said  unto  her^  0  woman,  great  is  thy  faith  :  be  it  unto 
thee  even  a.^  thou  wilt.  And  her  daughter  wa«  made 
whole  from  that  very  hour.

fice to  God  for  a  sweet-smelling  savour.  But  fornica- 
tion, and  all  uncleannessj  or  covetousness,  let  it  not  be 
once  named  amongst  you,  as  becometh  saints ;  neither 
filthiness,  nor  foolish  talking,  nor  jesting,  which  are 
not  convenient;  but  rather  giving  of  thanks.  For  this 
ye  know,  that  no  whoremonger,  nor  unclean  person, 
nor  covetous  man,  who  is  an  idolater,  hath  any  inher- 
itance in  the  kingdom  of  Christ  and  of  God.  Let  no 
man  deceive  you  with  vain  words ;  for  because  of  these 
things  Cometh  the  wrath  of  God  upon  the  children  of 
disobedience.  Be  not  ye  therefore  partakers  with 
them.  For  ye  were  sometimes  darkness,  but  now  are 
ye  light  in  the  Lord  :  walk  as  children  of  light ;  (for 
the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  in  all  goodness,  and  righteous- 
ness, and  truth  ;)  proving  what  is  acceptable  unto  the 
Lord.      And  have  no  fellowship  with   the  unfruitful 
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works  of  darkness,  but  rather  reprove  them.  For  it  is 
a  shanie  even  to  speak  of  those  things  which  are  done 
of  them  in  secret.  But  all  things  that  are  reproved 
are  made  manifest  by  the  light ;  for  whatsoever  doth 
make  manifest  is  light.  Wherefore  he  saith.  Awake, 
thou  that  sleepest,  and  arise  from  the  dead,  and  Christ 
Bhall  give  thee  light. 

The  Gospel.     St  Luke  xi.  14, 

JESUS  was  canting  out  a  devil,  and  it  was  dumb. 
And  it  came  t-o  pass,  when  the  devil  wm  gone 
out,  the  dumb  spake  ;  and  the  people  wondered.  But 
»ome  of  them  said,  He  casteth  out  devils  through  Beel- 
zebub, the  chief  of  the  devils.  And  others,  temptmg 
him,  sought  of  hhn  a  sign  from  heaven.  But  he, 
knowing  their  thoughts^  said  unto  them,  Every  king- 
dom divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  desolation  ; 
and  a  house  divided  against  a  house  falleth.  If  Satan 
also  be  divided  against  himself,  how  shall  his  kingdom 
stand  ?  I)eeause  ye  say  that  I  cast  out  de\^ls  through 
Beelzebub.  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by 
whom  do  your  sons  cast  them  out  ?  therefore  shall 
they  be  your  judges.  But  if  I  witlj  the  finger  of  God 
cast  out  devils,  no  doubt  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come 
upon  you.  When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his 
palace,  his  goods  are  in  peace  ;  but  when  a  stronger 
than  he  shall  come  upon  him,  and  overcome  Mm,  he 
taketh  from  him  all  his  annour  wherein  he  trusted, 
and  divide  til  his  spoils.  He  that  is  not  with  me  is 
against  me  ;  and  he  that  gathereth  not  with  rae  scat- 
tereth.  When  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man, 
he  walketh  through  dry  places,  seeking  rest ;  and  find- 
ing none,  he  saitb,  I  will  retvoii  unto  my  house  whence 
I  came  out  And  when  he  cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept 
and  garnished.      Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  to  him 
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seven  other  spirits  more  wicked  than  himself ;  and 
they  enter  in,  and  dwell  there  :  and  the  last  state  of 
that  man  is  worse  than  the  first.  And  it  came  to  pass, 
as  h,e  spake  these  things,  a  certain  woman  of  the  com- 
pany lifted  up  her  voice,  and  said  unto  him.  Blessed 
is  the  womb  that  bare  thee,  and  the  paps  which  thou 
hast  sucked.  But  he  said.  Yea  rather,  blessed  are 
they  that  hear  the  Word  of  God,  and  keep  it.

TELL  me,  ye  that  desire  to  be  under  the  Law,  do 
ye  not  hear  the  Law  ?  For  it  is  written,  that 
Abraham  had  two  sons,  the  one  by  a  bond-maid,  the 
other  by  a  free-woman.  But  he  who  was  of  the  bond- 
woman was  bom  after  the  flesh ;  but  he  of  the  free- 
woman  was  by  promise.  Which  things  are  an  alle- 
gory :  for  these  are  the  two  covenants  ;  the  one  from 
the  Mount  Sinai,  which  gendereth  to  bondage,  which 
is  Agar.  For  this  Agar  is  Moimt  Sinai  in  Arabia, 
and  answereth  to  Jerusalem  which  now  is,  and  is  in 
bondage  with  her  children.  But  Jerusalem  which  is 
above  is  free,  which  is  the  mother  of  us  all.  For  it  is 
written.  Rejoice,  thou  barren  that  bearest  not ;  break 
forth  and  cry,  thou  that  travailest  not:  for  the  desolate 
hath  many  more  children  than  she  which  hath  an  hus- 
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band.  Now  we,  brethren,  as  Isaac  was,  are  the  chil- 
dren of  promise-  But  as  then  he  that  was  bom  after 
the  flesh  persecuted  him  that  was  bora  after  the  Spirit, 
even  so  it  i«  now.  Nevertheless,  what  saith  the 
Scripture  ?  Cast  out  the  bond-woman  and  her  son ; 
for  the  son  of  the  bond-woman  shall  not  be  heir  with 
the  son  of  the  free-woman.  So  then,  brethren,  we  are 
not  children  of  the  bond-woman,  but  of  the  free. 

The  GospeL     St.  John  vi,  1. 

JESUS  went  over  the  Sea  of  Galilee,  which  is  the 
Sea  of  Tiberias.  And  a  great  multitude  followed 
him,  because  they  saw  his  miracles  which  he  did  on 
them  that  Avere  diseased.  And  Jesus  went  up  into  a 
mountain,  and  there  he  sat  with  his  disciples.  And 
the  Passover,  a  feast  of  the  Jews,  was  nigh.  When 
Jesus  tlien  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  a  great  com- 
pany come  unto  him,  he  saith  unto  Philip,  Whence 
shall  we  buy  bread,  that  these  may  eat?  (And  this 
he  said  to  prove  him  ;  for  he  himself  knew  what  he 
would  do.)  Philip  answered  him.  Two  hundred  penny- 
worth of  bread  is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every 
one  of  them  may  take  a  little.  One  of  his  disciples^ 
Andrew,  Simon  Peters  brother,  saith  unto  lihn,  There 
is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley  loaves,  and  two 
small  fishes :  but  what  are  they  among  so  many  ? 
And  Jesus  said,  Make  the  men  sit  down,  Now  there 
was  much  grass  in  the  place.  So  the  men  sat  down, 
in  number  about  five  thousand.  And  Jesus  took  the 
loaves  ;  and  when  he  liad  given  thanks,  he  distributed 
to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to  them  that  were  set 
down ;  and  likewise  of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they 
would.  When  they  were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  disci- 
ples, Gather  up  the  fragments  that  remahi,  that  no* 
thing  be  lost.     Therefore  they  gathered  them  together^ 
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and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the  fragments  of  the 
five  barley  loaves,  which  remained  over  and  above 
unto  them  that  had  eaten.  Then  those  men,  when 
they  had  seen  the  miracle  that  Jesus  did,  said.  This  is 
of  a  truth  that  Prophet  that  should  come  into  the 
world.

CHRIST  being  come  an  High  Priest  of  good  things 
to  come,  by  a  greater  and  more  perfect  tabernacle, 
not  made  with  hands;  that  is  to  say,  not  of  this  build- 
ing; neither  by  the  blood  of  goats  and  calves,  but  by 
his  own  blood  he  entered  in  once  into  the  Holy  Place, 
having  obtained  eternal  redemption  for  us.  For  if  the 
blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats,  and  the  ashes  of  an  heifer 
sprinkling  the  unclean,  sanctifieth  to  the  purifying  of 
the  flesh;  how  much  more  shall  the  blood  of  Christ, 
who,  through  the  eternal  Spirit,  offered  himself  with- 
out spot  to  God,  purge  your  conscience  from  dead 
works  to  serve  the  living  God?  And  for  this  cause 
he  is  the  Mediator  of  the  new  testament,  that  by 
means  of  death,  for  the  redemption  of  the  transgres- 
sions that  were  under  the  first  testament,  they  which 
are  called  might  receive  the  promise  of  eternal  inheri- 
tance.

JESUS  said.  Which  of  yon  convmceth  me  of  sin? 
And  if  1  say  the  trnth,  why  do  ye  not  believe 
me?  He  that  is  of  God  heareth  God\s  words:  ye 
therefore  hear  them  not^  because  ye  are  not  of  God. 
Then  answered  the  Jews,  and  said  unto  him.  Say  we 
not  well  that  thou  art  a  Samaritan,  and  ha.st  a  de\il  ? 
Jesns  answered,  I  have  not  a  devil ;  but  I  honour  my 
Father,  and  ye  do  dishonour  me.  And  I  seek  not  mine 
owTi  glory  :  there  is  One  that  seeketh  and  judgeth. 
Verily^  verily^  I  say  unto  you.  If  a  man  keep  my  say- 
ing, he  shall  never  see  death.  Then  said  the  Jews 
unto  him,  Now"  we  know  that  thou  hast  a  deviL 
Abraham  is  dead,  and  the  prophets ;  and  thou  sayest. 
If  a  man  keep  my  saying,  he  shall  never  taste  of  death. 
Art  thou  greater  than  our  father  Abraham,  wliich  Ls 
dead  ?  and  the  propliets  are  dead  :  whom  makest  thou 
thyself?  Jesus  answered.  If  I  honour  ni^^self,  my 
honour  is  nothing:  it  is  my  Father  that  hononreth 
me;  of  whom  yfe  say,  that  he  is  your  God.  Yet  ye 
have  not  known  him  ;  but  1  know  him  :  and  if  I  should 
say,  I  know  him  not,  I  shall  be  a  liar  like  unto  you ; 
but  I  know^  him,  and  keep  his  saying.  Your  father 
Abraham  rejoiced  to  see  my  day ;  and  he  saw  it,  and 
w^as  glad.  Then  said  the  Jews  imto  him,  Thou  art  not 
yet  fifty  yeai's  old,  and  hast  thou  seen  Abraham  ? 
Jesus  said  unto  them,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  mito  you, 
before  Abraham  was,  I  AM.  Then  took  they  up 
stones  to  cast  at  him  ;  but  Jesus  hid  himself,  and  went 
out  of  the  temple.

The  Epistle.     Phil.  ii.  5. 

LET  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also  in  Christ 
Jesus :  who,  being  in  the  form  of  God,  thought  it 
not  robbery  to  be  equal  with  God  ;  but  made  himself 
of  no  reputation,  and  took  upon  him  the  fonn  of  a  ser- 
vant, and  was  made  in  the  likeness  of  men  :  and  being 
found  in  fashion  as  a  mau^  he  humbled  himself,  and 
became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of  the 
Cross.  Wherefore  God  also  hath  highly  exalted  him, 
and  given  him  a  Name  which  is  above  every  name; 
that  at  the  Name  of  Jesus  every  knee  should  bow,  of 
things  in  heaven,  and  things  in  earth,  and  things  under 
the  earth  ;  and  that  every  tongue  should  confess  that 
Jesus  Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father. 

TTie  Gosj)eL     St.  Matt,  xxvii.  1. 

WHEN  the  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief  priests 
and  elders  of  the  people  took  counsel  against 
Jesus  to  put  him  to  death.  And  when  they  had  bound 
him,  they  led  him  away,  and  delivered  him  to  Pontius 
Pilate  the  governor.  Then  Judas,  which  had  betrayed 
him,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  condemned,  repented 
himself,  and  brought  again  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver 
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to  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  saying,  I  have  sinned, 
in  that  I  have  betrayed  the  innocent  blood.    And  they 
8aid,  What  h  that  to  us  ?  see  thou  to  that.     And  he 
cast    down    the   pieces  of   silver  in  the  temple,   and 
departed,   and   went   and  hanged   himself*     And  the 
chief  priests  took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said.  It  k  not 
lawful  for  to  put  them  into  the  treasury,  because  it  is 
the  price  of  blood.    And  they  took  counsel,  and  bought 
with   them   the   potter's    field,  to   bury   strangers  in. 
Wherefore  that  field  was  called.  The   field  of  blood, 
unto  this  day.     Then   was    fulfilled    that   which    was 
spoken  by  Jeremy  the  prophet,  saying.  And  they  took 
the  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  him  that  was 
valued^  whom  they  of  the  children  of  Israel  did  value ; 
and   gave   them   for  the  potter's  field,  as  the  Lord 
appointed  me.     And  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor  ; 
and  the  governor  asked  hmi,  saying.  Art  thou  the  king 
of  the  Jews  ?     And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Thou  sayest. 
And  when  he  was  accused  of  the   chief   priests  and 
elders,  he  answered  nothing.     Then  said  Pilate  unto 
hun,  Hearest  thou  not  how  many  things  they  witness 
/against  thee  ?    And  he  answered  hmi  to  never  a  word; 
insomuch  that  the  governor  marvelled  greatly.     Now 
at  that  feast  the  governor  was  wont  to  release  unto  the 
people  a  prisoner,  w^iom  they  would.     And  they  had 
then  a  notable  prisoner,  called  Barabbas,     Therefore 
when  they  were  gathered  together,   Pilate  said  unto 
them,  Whom  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you  ?     Barab- 
bas,  or  Jesus  which  is  called  Christ  ?     For  he  knew 
that  for  envy  they  had  delivered  hmi.     When  he  was 
set  down  on  the  judgment-seat,  his  wife  sent  unto  him, 
saying,  Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with  that  just  man : 
for  I  have  suffered  many  things  this  day  in  a  dream 
because  of  him.     But  the  chief  priests  and  elders  per- 
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raaded  the  multitude  that  they  should  ask  Barabbas, 
and  destroy  Jesus.  The  governor  answered  and  said 
unto  them.  Whether  of  the  twain  will  ye  that  I  release 
unto  3^ou  ?  They  said,  Barabba.s.  Pilate  saith  unto 
them,  What  shall  I  do  then  with  Jesus,  which  is  called 
Christ  ?  They  all  say  unto  him.  Let  him  be  crucified ! 
And  the  governor  said.  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done  ? 
But  they  cried  out  the  more,  saying,  Let  him  be  cruci- 
fied !  When  Pilate  saw  that  he  could  prevail  nothing, 
but  that  rather  a  tumult  was  made,  he  took  water,  and 
washed  his  hands  before  the  midtitude,  saying,  I  am 
innocent  of  the  blood  of  this  Just  person  :  see  ye  to  it. 
Then  answered  all  the  people,  and  said.  His  blood  be 
on  us,  and  on  our  children  !  Then  released  he  Bara fa- 
has  unto  them  :  and  when  he  had  scourged  Jesus,  he 
delivered  him  to  be  crucified.  Then  the  soldiers  of 
the  governor  took  Jesus  into  tlie  common  hall,  and 
gathered  unto  him  the  whole  band  of  soldiers.  And 
they  stripped  him,  and  put  on  him  a  scarlet  robe.  And 
when  they  had  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  they  put  it 
upon  his  head,  and  a  reed  in  his  right  hand  ;  and  they 
bowed  the  knee  Ijefore  him,  and  mocked  him,  saying, 
Hail,  King  of  the  Jews  !  And  they  spit  upon  him, 
and  took  the  reed,  and  smote  him  on  the  head.  And 
after  that  they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  the  robe  off 
from  him,  and  put  his  OAvn  raiment  on  him,  and  led 
him  away  to  crucify  him.  And  as  they  came  out,  they 
found  a  man  of  Cyrene,  Simon  by  name  :  him  they 
compelled  to  bear  his  cross.  And  w^hen  they  were 
come  unto  a  place  called  Golgotha,  that  is  to  say,  a 
place  of  a  skull,  they  gave  him  vinegar  to  drink  min- 
gled with  gall  :  and  when  he  had  tasted  thereof,  he 
would  not  drink.  And  they  crucified  him,  and  part^t^d 
his  garments,  casting  lots  :  that  it  might  be  fulfilled 
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which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet.  They  parted  my 
garments  among  them,  and  upon  my  vesture  did  they 

cast  lots.  And  sitting  down  tliey  watched  him  there  ; 
and  set  up  over  his  head  hi.s  accusation  written,  THIS 
IS  JESUS  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  Then  were 
there  two  thieves  crucified  with  him,  one  on  the  right 
hand,  and  another  on  the  left*  And  they  that  passed 
by  reviled  lum,  wagging  their  heads,  and  saving.  Thou 
that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  builde^t  it  in  three 
days,  save  thyself.  If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  come 
down  from  the  cross.  Likemse  also  the  chief  priests 
mocking  him,  with  the  scribes  and  elders,  said,  He 
saved  others  ;  himself  he  cannot  save.  If  he  be  the 
King  of  Israel,  let  him  now  come  down  from  the  cross, 
and  we  will  believe  him.  He  trusted  in  God  ;  let  him 
dehver  him  now,  if  he  will  have  him  :  for  he  said^  I  am 
the  Son  of  God.  The  thieves  also,  which  were  cruci- 
fied with  him.  cast  the  same  in  his  teeth.  Now  from 
the  sixth  hour  there  was  darkness  over  all  the  land 
unto  the  ninth  hour.  And  about  the  ninth  hour  Jesus 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  EH  !  EU  !  Imna 
sfibavhthani  ?  that  is  to  say,  My  God  !  my  God  !  why 
hast  thou  forsfdven  me?  Some  of  them  that  stood 
there,  when  they  heard  that,  said,  This  man  calleth  for 
Elias.  And  straightway  one  of  them  ran,  and  took  a 
sponge,  and  tilled  it  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a  reed, 
and  gave  him  to  drink.  The  rest  said.  Let  be,  let  us 
see  whether  Elias  wdil  come  to  save  him.  Jesus,  when 
he  had  cried  again  with  a  loud  voice,  yielded  up  the 
ghost.  And  behold,  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in 
twain  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  ;  and  the  earth  did 
quake,  and  the  rocks  rent ;  and  the  graves  were  opened; 
and  many  bodies  uf  the  saints  which  slept  arose,  and 
came  out  of    the  graves  after  his  resurrection,  and 
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went  into  the  holy  city,  and  appeared  unto  many. 
Now  when  the  centurion,  and  they  that  were  with  him, 
watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those  things 
that  were  done,  they  feared  greatly,  saying.  Truly  this 
was  the  Son  of  God.

The  Collect 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God ;  grant  us  so  to 
celebrate  the  mysteries  of  our  Lord's  Passion,  that 
we,  obtaining  pardon  through  his  precious  Blood,  may 
come  with  joy  to  the  commemoration  of  that  sacrifice 
by  which  thou  hast  been  pleased  to  redeem  us ;  through 
the  same  thy  Son  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ.  Amen. 
For  the  Epistle.     Isai.  Ixiii.  1. 

WHO  is  this  that  cometh  from  Edom,  with  dyed 
garments  from  Bozrah  ?  this  that  is  glorious  in 
his  apparel,  travelling  in  the  greatness  of  his  strength  ? 
I  that  speak  in  righteousness,  mighty  to  save.  Where- 
fore art  thou  red  in  thine  apparel,  and  thy  garments 
like  him  that  treadeth  in  the  wine-fat  ?  I  have  trod- 
den the  wine-press  alone ;  and  of  the  people  there  was 
none  with  me :  for  I  will  tread  them  in  mine  anger, 
and  trample  them  in  my  fury ;  and  their  blood  shall  be 
sprinkled  upon  my  garments,  and  I  will  stain  all  my 
raiment.  For  the  day  of  vengeance  is  in  mine  heart, 
and  the  year  of  my  redeemed  is  come.  And  I  looked, 
and  there  was  none  to  help ;  and  I  wondered  that  there 
was  none  to  uphold :  therefore  mine  own  arm  brought 
salvation  unto  me ;  and  my  fury,  it  upheld  me.  And 
I  will  tread  down  the  people  in  mine  anger,  and  make 
them  drunk  in  my  fury,  and  I  will  bring  down  their 
strength  to  the  earth.  I  will  mention  the  loving-kind- 
nesses of  the  Lord,  and  the  praises  of  the  Lord,  accord- 
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ing  to  all  that  the  Lobd  hath  bestowed  on  us,  and  the 
great  goodness  toward  the  house  of  Israel^  which  he 
hath  bestowed  on  them  according  to  his  mercies,  and 
according  to  the  nmltitude  of  his  loving-kmdnesses. 
For  he  said.  Surely  they  are  my  people^  children  that 
wnll  not  lie :    so  he  was  their  Saviour,     In  all    their 
affliction  he  was  afflicted,  and  the  Angel  of  his  presence 
saved  them :  in  his  love  and  in  his  pity  he  redeemed 
them ;  and  he  bare  them,  and  carried  them  all  the  days 
of  old*     But  they  rebelled,  and  vexed  his  Holy  Spirit ; 
therefore  he  was  turned  to  be  their  enemy,  and  he 
fought  against  them.     Then  he  remembered  the  days 
of  old,  Moses,  and  his  people,  saying.  Where  is  he  that 
brought  them  up  out  of  the  sea  with  the  shepherd  of 
his  flock  ?     Where  is  he  that  put  his  Holy  Spirit  within 
him  ?    that  led  them  by  the  right  hand  of  Moses  with 
his  glorious  arm,  dividing  the  water  before  them,  to 
make  himself  an   everlasting  Name  ?    that  led   them 
through  the  deep,  as  an  horse  in  the  wilderness^  that  i 
they  should  not  stumble  ?     As  a  beast  goeth  down  into 
the  valley,  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  caused  him  to  rest  j 
so  didst  thou  lead  thy  people,  to  make  thyself  a  glori- 
ous Name,     Look  down  from  heaven,  and  behold  from 
the  habitation  of  thy  holiness  and  of  thy  glory :  where 
is  thy  zeal  and  thy  strength,  the  sounding  of  thy  bow- 
els and  of  thy  mercies  toward  me  ?  are  they  restrained  ? 
Doubtless  thou  art  our  Father,  though  Abraham  be 
ignorant  of  us^  and  Israel  acknowledge  us  not :  thou, 
0  LoiiDj  art  our  Father,  our  Redeemer ;   thy  Name  is 
from  everlasting.     0  Lord,  why  hast  thou  made  us  to 
err  from  thy  ways,  and  hardened  our  heart  from  thy 
fear?     Retuni   for  thy  servants'   sake,   the  tribes  of 
thine  inheritance.     The  people  of  thy  holiness  have 
possessed  it  but  a  little  while :    our  adversaries  have 
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over  ?  And  he  sendeth  forth  two  of  his  disciples,  and 
saith  unto  them.  Go  ye  into  the  city,  and  there  shall 
meet  you  a  man  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water  :  follow 
him.  And  wheresoever  he  ^Iiall  go  in,  *say  ye  to  the 
goodman  of  the  house^  The  Master  saith,  Where  is 
the  guest-chamlDer,  where  I  shall  eat  the  Passover 
with  my  disciples  ?  And  he  will  show  you  a  large 
upper  room  furnished  and  prepared  :  there  make  ready 
for  UB,  And  his  disciples  went  forth,  and  came  into 
the  cit3%  and  found  as  he  had  said  unto  them  j  and 
they  made  ready  the  Passover*  And  in  the  evening 
he  Cometh  with  the  twelve.  And  as  they  »sat,  and  did 
eat,  Jesus  saidj  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  one  of  you 
which  eateth  with  me  shall  betray  me.  And  they 
began  to  be  sorro^^uL  and  to  say  unto  him,  one  by 
one.  Is  it  I  ?  And  another  said,  Is  it  I  ?  And  he  an- 
swered and  said  unto  them.  It  is  one  of  the  twelve 
that  dippeth  with  me  in  the  dish.  The  Son  of  Man 
indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written  of  him :  but  wo  to  that  man 
by  whom  the  Son  of  Man  is  betrayed  !  good  were  it 
for  that  man  if  he  had  never  been  born.  And  as  they 
did  eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed,  and  brake  it, 
and  gave  to  them,  and  said,  Take,  eat:  this  is  my 
body.  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  when  he  had  given 
t hunks,  he  gave  it  to  them ;  and  they  all  drank  of  iL 
And  he  said  unto  them,  This  is  my  blood  of  the  new 
testament,  wliieh  is  shed  for  many.  Verily  I  say  imto 
you,  1  will  drink  no  more  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until 
that  day  that  I  drmk  it  new  in  the  kingdom  of  Grod. 
And  when  they  had  sung  an  hynin,  they  went  out 
into  the  Mount  of  Olives.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them, 
All  ye  shall  be  oflfended  because  of  me  this  night :  for 
it  IS  written,  1  will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep 
shall   be  scattered.     But  after  that  1  am  ri^en,  I  will

go  before  you  into  Galilee*  But  Peter  said  unto  him, 
Although  all  shall  be  offended,  yet  will  not  L  And 
Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Verily  I  sfiy  unto  tliee,  that  this 
day,  even  in  this  night,  before  the  coek  crow  twice, 
thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  But  he  spake  tlie  more 
vehemently,  If  I  should  die  with  thee,  I  will  not  deny 
thee  in  any  wise.  Like^vise  also  said  they  alL  And 
they  came  to  a  place  w^hich  was  named  Gethsemane : 
and  he  saith  to  his  disciples,  Sit  ye  here,  while  I  shall 
pray.  And  he  taketh  with  him  Peter  and  James  and 
John,  and  began  to  be  sore  amazed,  and  to  be  very 
heavy ;  and  saith  unto  them.  My  soul  is  exceed- 
ing sorrowful  mito  death :  tarry  ye  here,  and  watch. 
And  he  went  forward  a  little,  and  fell  on  the  ground, 
and  prayed  that,  if  it  w^ere  possible,  the  hour  might 
pa-ss  from  him*  And  he  said,  Abba,  Father,  all  things 
are  possible  unto  thee  ;  hike  away  this  cup  from  me : 
nevertheless,  not  w^hat  I  will,  but  what  thou  wilt.  And 
he  Cometh,  and  findeth  them  sleeping,  and  saith  unto 
Peter,  Simon,  sleepest  thou  ?  couldest  not  thou  wateh 
one  hour?  Watch  ye  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into 
temptation.  The  spirit  truly  is  ready,  but  the  flesh  is 
weak.  And  again  he  went  away,  and  prayed,  and 
spake  the  same  words.  And  when  he  returned,  he 
found  them  asleep  again,  (for  their  eyes  were  heavy;) 
neither  wist  they  what  to  answ^er  him.  And  he  cometh 
the  third  time,  and  saith  unto  tliem,  Sleep  on  noWy 
and  take  your  rest:  it  is  enough,  the  hour  is  come; 
behold,  the  Son  of  Man  is  betrayed  into  the  hands  of 
sinners.  Rise  up.  let  us  go  ;  lo,  he  that  betrayeth  me 
is  at  hand.  And  immediately,  wdiile  he  yet  spake, 
cometh  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  and  with  him  a 
great  multitude  with  swords  and  staves,  from  tlie  chief 
priests  and  the  scribes  and  the  elders.     And  he  that 
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betrayed  him  had  given  them  a  token,  sayings  Whom- 
soever I  shall  ki*ss,  that  same  is  he ;  take  him,  and  lead 
him  away  safely.  And  as  soon  as  he  was  come, 
he  goeth  straightway  to  him,  and  saith^  Master, 
Master;  and  kissed  him.  And  they  laid  their  hands 
on  him,  and  took  him.  And  one  of  them  that  stood 
by  drew  a  sword,  and  smote  a  servant  of  the  high 
priest,  and  cut  off  his  ear.  And  Jesns  answered  and 
said  unto  tliem.  Are  ye  come  out  as  agains^t  a  thief, 
with  swords  and  with  staves,  to  take  me  ?  I  was  daily 
with  you  in  the  temple,  teaching,  and  ye  took  me  not: 
but  the  Scriptures  must  be  fulfilled.  And  they  all  for- 
sook him,  and  fled.  And  there  followed  liim  a  certain 
young  man,  having  a  linen  cloth  cast  about  his  naked 
body  ;  and  the  young  men  laid  hold  on  hini.  And  he 
left  the  linen  cloth,  and  fled  from  them  naked.  And 
they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high  priest :  and  witli  him 
were  assembled  all  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders  and 
the  scribes.  And  Peter  followed  him  afar  off,  even 
into  the  palace  of  the  high  priest;  and  he  sat  with  the 
servants,  and  warmed  himself  at  the  fire.  And  the 
chief  priests,  and  all  the  council,  sought  for  witness 
against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death ;  and  found  none. 
For  many  bare  false  witness  against  him,  but  their 
witness  agreed  not  together.  And  there  arose  certain, 
and  bare  false  witness  against  him,  saying,  We  heard 
him  say,  I  will  destroy  this  temple  that  is  made  with 
hands,  and  within  three  days  I  will  build  another  made 
without  hands.  But  neither  so  did  their  witness  agree 
together.  And  the  high  priest  stood  up  in  the  midst, 
and  asked  Jesus,  sayuig,  Answerest  thou  nothing  ? 
what  is  it  which  these  witness  against  thee  ?  But 
he  held  his  peace,  and  answered  nothing.  Again 
the   high  priest  asked  him,  and  said  unto  him.  Art 
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thou  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Blessed  ?  And  Jesus 
said.  I  am  :  and  ye  shall  see  the  Son  of  Man  sittmg  on 
the  right  hand  of  power,  and  coming  in  the  clouds  of 
heaven.  Then  the  high  priest  rent  his  clothes,  and 
saith,  What  need  we  any  further  witnesses  ?  ye  have 
heard  the  blasphemy  :  what  tliink  ye  ?  And  they  all 
condemned  hmi  to  be  guilty  of  death.  And  some 
began  to  spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  his  face,  and  to 
buffet  liim,  and  to  say  unto  him,  Propliesy  :  and  the 
servants  did  strike  him  with  the  palms  of  their  hands. 
And  as  Peter  wjus  beneatli  in  the  palace,  there  eometh 
one  of  the  maids  of  tlie  high  priest ;  and  when  she 
saw  Peter  waraiing  himself,  she  looked  upon  him,  and 
said,  And  thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  of  Nazareth*  But 
he  denied,  saying.  I  know  not,  neither  understand  I 
what  thou  sayest.  And  he  went  out  into  the  porch ; 
and  the  cock  crew.  And  a  maid  saw  him  again,  and 
began  to  say  to  them  that  stood  by,  This  is  one  of 
them.  And  he  denied  it  again.  And  a  little  after, 
they  that  stood  by  said  again  to  Peter,  Surely  thou 
art  one  of  them  ;  for  thou  art  a  Galila3an,  and  thy 
speech  agreeth  thereto.  But  he  began  to  curse  and 
to  swear,  saying,  I  know  not  this  man  of  whom  ye 
speak.  And  the  second  tiine  tlie  cock  crew.  And 
Peter  called  to  mind  the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto 
him.  Before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me 
thrice.     And  when  he  thought  thereon,  he  wept.

THE  Lord  God  hath  opened  mine  ear^  and  I  was  not 
rebelhou8,  neither  turned  away  back,  I  gave  my 
back  t-o  the  smiters,  and  my  cheeks  to  them  that 
plucked  off  the  hair :  I  hid  not  my  face  from  shame 
and  spitting.  For  the  Lord  God  will  help  me  ;  there- 
fore shall  I  not  be  confounded :  therefore  have  I  set 
my  face  like  a  flint,  and  I  know  that  I  shall  not  be 
ashamed.  He  is  near  that  justifieth  me  ;  who  will 
contend  with  me  ?  let  us  stand  together :  who  is  mine 
advermry  ?  let  him  come  near  to  me.  Behold,  the 
Lord  God  will  help  me  ;  who  is  he  that  shall  condemn 
me  ?  Loj  they  all  shall  wax  old  as  a  garment ;  the 
moth  shall  eat  them  up.  Who  is  among  you  that 
feareth  the  Lord,  that  obeyeth  the  voice  of  his  ser- 
vant, that  walketh  in  darkness,  and  hath  no  light  ?  let 
him  trust  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord,  and  stay  upon  his 
God.  Behold,  all  ye  that  kindle  a  fire^  that  compass 
yourselves  about  witli  sparks  :  walk  in  the  light  of 
your  fire,  and  in  the  sparks  that  ye  have  kmdled. 
This  shall  ye  have  of  mine  hand ;  ye  shall  lie  down 
in  sorrow. 

The  Gospel    St.  Mark  xv.  1. 

AND  straightway  in  the  moniing  the  chief  priests 
held  a  consultation  with  the  elders  and  scribes 
and  the  wliole  council,  and  bound  Jesus,  and  carried 
him  away,  and  delivered  him  to  Pilate.  And  Pilate 
asked  him.  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews?  And  he 
answering  said  unto  him,  Thou  sayest  it.  And  the 
chief  priesfc?  accused  him  of  many  things :  but  he  an- 
swered nothing.     And  Pilate  asked  him  again,  saying, 
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Answerest  thou  nothing?  behold  how  many  thmgs 
they  witness  against  thee.  But  Jesus  yet  answered 
nothing;  so  that  Pilate  marvelled*  Now  at  that  fea^t 
he  released  unto  them  one  pri8oner,  whomnoever  they 
desired.  And  there  was  one  named  Barabbas,  which 
lav  bound  with  them  that  had  made  insurrection  with 
himj  who  had  committed  murder  m  the  msurrection. 
And  the  nuiltitude  crying  aloutl  began  to  desire  him  to 
do  as  he  had  ever  done  unto  them.  But  Pilate  an- 
swered them,  saying.  Will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you 
the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  For  he  knew  that  the  chief 
priests  had  delivered  him  for  envy.  But  the  chief 
priests  moved  the  people,  that  he  should  rather  release 
Barabbas  unto  them.  And  Pilate  answered  and  said 
again  unto  them.  What  will  ye  then  that  I  shall  do 
unto  him  whom  ye  call  the  King  of  tlie  Jews?  And 
they  cried  out  again.  Crucify  him!  Then  Pilate  said 
unto  them,  ^V^ly,  what  evil  hath  he  done  ?  And  they 
cried  out  the  more  exceedingly.  Crucify  him!  And 
80  Pilate,  willing  to  content  the  people,  released  Ba- 
rabbas unto  them,  and  delivered  Jesus,  when  he  had 
scourged  him,  to  be  crucified.  And  the  soldiers  led 
him  away  into  tlie  hall,  called  Pra^torium ;  and  they 
call  together  the  whole  band.  And  they  clothed  him 
with  purple,  and  platted  a  crown  of  thorns^  and  put 
it  about  his  head,  and  began  to  salute  him.  Hail, 
King  of  the  Jews  !  And  they  smote  him  on  the  head 
with  a  reed,  and  did  spit  u])on  liim,  and  bowmg  their 
knees  worshipped  him.  And  when  they  had  mocked 
him,  they  took  off  the  purple  from  him,  and  put  his 
own  clothes  on  him,  and  led  him  out  to  crucify  him. 
And  they  compel  one  Sunon  a  Cyrenian,  who  passed 
by,  coming  out  of  the  country,  the  father  of  Alexander 
and  Rufus,  to  bear  his  cross.     And  they  bring  him 
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unto  the  place  Golgotha,  which  is,  being  interpreted, 
The  place  of  a  skull.  And  they  gave  him  to  drink 
wine  mingled  with  niyiTh  ;  but  he  received  it  not. 
And  when  they  had  crucified  him,  they  parted  his 
garments,  casting  lots  upon  them,  what  every  man 
should  take.  And  it  was  the  tliird  hour,  and  they  cru- 
cified liim.  And  the  superscription  of  liis  accusation 
was  written  over,  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  And 
with  him  they  crucify  two  thieves;  the  one  on  his 
right  hand,  and  the  other  on  his  left.  And  the  Scrip- 
ture was  fulfilled,  which  saith,  And  be  was  num- 
bered with  the  transgressors.  And  they  that  passed 
by  railed  on  him,  wagging  their  iieads,  and  saying. 
Ah,  thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it  in 
three  days,  save  thyself,  and  come  down  from  the 
cross.  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking  said 
among  themselves  with  the  scribes.  He  saved  others; 
himself  he  cannot  save.  Let  Christ  the  King  of  Israel 
descend  now  from  the  cross,  that  we  may  see  and 
believe.  And  they  that  were  crucified  with  bun 
reviled  bun.  And  when  the  sixth  hour  was  come, 
there  was  darkness  over  the  whole  land  until  the  ninth 
hour.  And  at  the  nintli  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  saying.  Eloi!  Ehn!  lama  sabaehtkam?  which 
is,  being  interpreted.  My  God !  my  God !  why  hast 
thou  forsaken  me?  And  some  of  them  that  stood  by, 
wlien  they  beard  it,  said.  Behold,  he  calleth  Elias. 
And  one  ran  and  filled  a  sponge  full  of  vinegar,  and 
put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink,  saying,  Let 
alone;  let  us  see  whether  Ehas  will  come  to  take  him 
down.  And  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  gave 
up  the  ghost.  And  the  vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  io 
t^vain,  from  the  top  to  tlie  bottom.  And  when  the 
centurion,  which  stood   over  against  him,  saw  that  he

presume  to  sin  through  the  example  of  a  fellow 
creature  ;  but  if  we  be  led  at  any  time  to  offend  thy 
Divine  Majesty,  vouchsafe  us  to  repent  with  Peter, 
rather  than  to  despair  with  Judas,  so  that  by  a  godly 
sorrow  and  a  lively  faith  we  may  obtain  remission  of 
our  sins ;  through  the  only  merits  of  thy  Son,  Christ 
oiur  Lord,     Ameyu 

The  Epistle.     Heb.  ix.  16. 

WHERE  a  testiiment  is,  there  must  also  of  neces- 
sity be  the  death  of  the  testator.  For  a  testa- 
ment is  of  force  after  men  are  dead  ;  otherwise  it  is  of 
no  strength  at  all  wliilst  the  testator  liveth.  Where- 
upon neither  the  first  testament  was  dedicated  without 
blood.  For  w^hen  Moses  had  spoken  every  precept  to 
all  the  people  according  to  the  Law,  he  took  the  blood 
of  calves  and  of  goats,  with  water,  and  scarlet  wool, 
and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled  both  the  book,  and  all  the 
people,  saying.  This  is  tlie  blood  of  the  testament 
which  God  hath  enjoined  unto  j^ou.  Moreover,  he 
sprinkled  with  blood  both  the  tabernacle,  and  all  the 
vessels  of  the  ministry.  And  ahuost  all  things  are  by 
the  Law  purged  with  blood  ;  and  without  shedding  of 
blood  is  no  remission.  It  was  therefore  necessary  that 
the  patterns  of  things  in  the  heavens  should  be  puri- 
fied wntli  these  ;  but  the  heavenly  things  themselves 
with  better  sacrifices  than  these.     For  Christ  is  not 
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entered  into  the  holy  places  made  with  hands,  which 
are  the  figures  of  the  true;  but  into  heaven  itself,  now 
to  appear  in  the  presence  of  God  for  us  :  nor  yet  that 
he  should  offer  himself  often,  as  the  high  priest  en- 
tereth  into  the  Holy  Place  every  year  with  blood  of 
others  ;  for  then  must  he  often  have  su^ffered  since  the 
foundation  of  the  workl ;  but  now  once  in  the  end  of 
the  world  hath  he  appeared  to  put  away  sin  by  the 
sacrifice  of  himself.  And  as  it  is  appointed  unto  men 
once  to  die,  but  after  this  the  judgment:  so  Christ 
was  once  offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many  ;  and  unto 
them  that  hjok  for  him  shall  he  appear  the  second 
time  without  sin  unto  salvation. 

The  Gospel     St.  Luke  xxii.  1. 

NOW  the  feast  of  imleavened  bread  drew  nigh, 
which  is  called  the  Passover,  And  the  chief 
priests  and  scribes  souglit  how  they  might  kill  him ; 
for  they  feared  the  people.  Then  entered  Satan  into 
Judas  sumamed  Iscariot,  being  of  the  number  of  the 
twelve.  And  he  went  his  way,  and  communed  with 
the  chief  priests  and  captains,  liow  he  might  betray 
him  unto  them.  And  they  were  glad,  and  covenanted 
to  give  him  money.  And  he  promised,  and  sought 
opportunity  to  betray  him  imto  them  in  the  absence 
of  the  multitude.  Then  came  the  day  of  unleavened 
bread,  when  tbe  Passover  must  be  killed.  And  he 
sent  Peter  and  Jolm,  sajnng.  Go  and  prepare  us  the 
Passover,  that  we  may  eat.  And  they  said  unto  him, 
Wliere  wilt  thou  that  we  prepare  ?  And  he  said  unto 
them.  Behold,  when  ye  are  entered  into  the  city,  there 
shall  a  man  meet  you,  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water ;  fol- 
low him  int-o  the  house  where  he  entereth  in.  And  ye 
shall  say  mito  the  goodman  of  the  house.  The  Master 
gaith  unto  thee,  Wliere  is  the  guest-chamber,  where  1 
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shall  eat  the  Passover  with  my  disciples  ?  And  he 
shall  show  you  a  large  upper  room  furnished ;  there 
make  ready.  And  they  went,  and  found  as  he  had 
said  unto  to  them  :  and  they  made  ready  the  Passover. 
And  when  the  hour  wa8  come,  he  sat  down,  and  the 
twelve  apostles  with  hiin.  And  he  said  unto  them» 
With  desire  I  have  desired  to  eat  this  Passover  with 
you  before  I  suffer :  for  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  any 
more  eat  thereof,  until  it  be  fulfilled  in  the  kingdom  of 
God.  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and 
said,  Take  this,  and  divide  it  among  yourselves.  For 
I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine, 
unto  the  kingdom  of  God  f^hall  come.  And  he  took 
bread,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  unto 
them,  saying.  This  is  ray  body  which  is  given  for  you : 
this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  Likewise  also  the  cup 
after  supper,  sfiying.  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in 
my  blood,  which  is  shed  for  you*  But  behold,  the 
hand  of  him  that  betrayeth  me  is  with  me  on  the  table. 
And  truly  the  Son  of  Man  goeth  as  it  was  detennined ; 
but  wo  unto  tliat  man  by  whom  he  is  betrayed  !  And 
they  began  to  enquire  among  themselves,  which  of 
them  it  was  that  should  do  this  thing*  And  there 
was  also  a  strife  among  them,  whicli  of  them  should 
be  accounted  the  greatest.  And  he  said  unto  them, 
The  kings  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over  them; 
and  they  that  exercise  authority  upon  them  are  called 
benefactors.  But  ye  shall  not  be  so  :  but  he  that  is 
greatest  among  you,  let  him  be  as  the  younger ;  and 
he  that  is  chief,  as  he  that  doth  serve.  For  whether 
is  greater,  he  that  sitteth  at  meat,  or  he  that  serveth  ? 
Is  not  he  that  sitteth  at  meat  ?  But  I  am  among  you 
as  he  that  serveth.  Ye  are  they  which  have  continued 
with  me  in  my  temptations.     And  I  appoint  imto  you 
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a  kingdom,  as  my  Father  hath  appointed  unto  me  ; 
that  ye  may  eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in  my  kingdom, 
and  sit  on  thrones,  judging  the  twelve  tribei?  of  Israel. 
And  the  Lord  said.  Simon ^  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath 
desired  to  have  you,  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat : 
but  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  fail  not;  and 
when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen  thy  brethren. 
And  he  said  unto  him.  Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with 
thee,  both  mto  prison,  and  to  death.  And  tie  said,  I 
tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow  this  day,  before 
that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that  thou  knowest  me. 
And  he  said  unto  thera.  When  1  sent  you  w^ithout 
purse,  and  scrip,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye  any  thing  ? 
And  they  said.  Nothing.  Then  said  he  unto  them. 
But  now,  he  that  hath  a  purse,  let  him  take  it,  and 
likewise  his  scrip  :  and  he  that  hath  no  sword,  let  him 
sell  his  garment,  and  buy  one.  For  I  say  unto  you, 
that  this  that  is  written  must  yet  be  accomplished  in 
me,  And  he  was  reckoned  among  the  transgressors  : 
for  the  things  concerning  me  have  an  end.  And  they 
said,  Lord,  behold,  here  are  two  swords.  And  he  said 
unto  them,  It  is  enough.  And  he  came  out,  and  went, 
as  he  was  w^ont,  t-o  the  Mount  of  Olives ;  and  his 
disciples  also  followed  him.  And  when  he  was  at  the 
place,  he  said  unto  them.  Pray  that  ye  enter  not  into 
temptation.  And  he  w^as  withdrawn  from  them  about 
a  stone*s  cast,  and  kneeled  down,  and  prayed,  saying, 
Father,  if  thou  be  willh^g,  remove  this  cup  from  me : 
nevertheless,  not  my  will,  but  thine,  be  done.  And 
there  appeared  an  angel  unto  hhn  from  heaven, 
strengtliening  liini.  And  being  in  an  agony,  he 
prayed  more  earnestly  ;  and  his  sweat  was  as  it  were 
great  drops  of  blood  falling  dowTi  to  the  ground.  And 
when  he  rose  up  from  prayer,  and  was  come  to  his 
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disciples,  he  found  them  sleeping  for  sorrow,  and  said 
unto  them.  Why  sleep  ye  ?  rise  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter 
into  temptation.  And  while  he  yet  npake,  behold  a 
multitude,  and  he  that  was  called  Judas,  one  of  the 
twelve,  went  before  them,  and  drew  near  unto  Jesus 
to  kiss  him.  But  Jesus  said  unto  him^  Judas,  betray- 
est  thou  the  Son  of  Man  with  a  kiss  ?  When  they 
which  were  about  him  saw  what  would  follow,  they 
said  unto  him,  Lciird,  shall  we  smite  with  the  sword  ? 
And  one  of  them  smote  the  servant  of  the  high  priest, 
and  cut  off  his  right  ear.  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said,  Suffer  ye  thus  far.  And  he  touched  his  ear^  and 
healed  him.  Then  Jesus  said  unto  the  chief  priests, 
and  captains  of  the  temple,  and  the  elders  which  were 
come  to  him.  Be  ye  come  out  a^  against  a  thief,  with 
swords  and  staves  ?  When  I  %vas  daily  with  you  in 
the  temple^  ye  stretched  forth  no  hands  against  me : 
but  this  is  your  hour,  and  the  power  of  darkness. 
Then  took  they  him,  and  led  him,  and  brought  him 
into  the  high  priest's  house.  And  Peter  followed  afar 
off.  And  when  they  had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst 
of  the  hall,  and  were  set  down  together,  Peter  sat 
down  among  them.  But  a  certain  maid  beheld  him 
as  he  sat  by  the  fire,  and  earnestly  looked  upon  him, 
and  said.  This  man  was  also  with  him.  And  he 
denied  him,  saying,  Woman,  I  know  him  not.  And 
after  a  Httle  while  another  saw  him,  and  said.  Thou 
art  also  of  them.  And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  am  not. 
And  about  the  space  of  one  hour  after,  another  con- 
fidently affirmed,  saying,  Of  a  truth  this  fellow  also 
was  with  him  ;  for  he  is  a  Galilsean.  And  Peter  said, 
Man,  I  know  not  what  thou  sayest.  And  immediately, 
while  he  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew.  And  the  Lord 
turned,  and  looked  upon  Peter.     And  Peter  remem- 
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bered  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  he  had  said  unto  him. 
Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice.  And 
Peter  went  out,  and  wept  bitterly*  And  the  men  that 
held  Jesus  mocked  him,  and  smote  him.  And  when 
they  had  blindfolded  him,  they  struck  him  on  the  face, 
and  asked  him.  saj  ing.  Prophesy,  who  is  it  that  smote 
thee  ?  And  many  other  things  blasphemously  spake 
they  against  him.  And  as  soon  as  it  was  day,  the 
elders  of  the  people  and  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  came  together^  and  led  him  mto  their  council, 
saying,  Art  thou  the  Christ  ?  tell  us.  And  he  said 
unto  them.  If  I  tell  you,  ye  will  not  believe  :  and  if  I 
also  a^sk  you,  ye  will  not  answer  me,  nor  let  me  go. 
Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of  Man  sit  on  the  right  hand 
of  the  power  of  God,  Then  said  they  all.  Art  thou 
then  the  Son  of  God  ?  And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye 
say  that  I  am.  And  they  said,  What  need  we  any 
further  witness  ?  for  we  ourselves  have  heard  of  his 
ow^i  mouth.

ALRHGHTY  Father,  whose  dear  Son  did  in  the  Gar- 
den of  Gethsemane  accept  the  cup  thou  gavest 
him  to  drink,  that  so  he  might  taste  death  for  every 
man ;  Mercifully  grant  that  we  to  whom  he  ministers 
the  cup  of  blessing  may  thankfully  receive  it  in  re- 
membrance of  hun»  and  show  our  Lord's  death  till  he 
come ;  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the  Holy 
Ghostj  one  God,  world  without  end.     Aiuen, 

The  Epktle,     1  Cor.  xi.  17. 

IN  this  that  I  declare  unto  you,  I  praise  you   not, 
that  ye  come  together  not  for  the  better^  but  for 
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the  worse.  For  first  of  all,  when  ye  come  together  in 
the  churchj  I  hear  that  there  be  divisions  among  you ; 
and  I  partly  believe  it  For  there  must  be  also  here- 
sies among  you,  that  they  which  are  approved  may  be 
made  manifest  among  you.  When  ye  come  together 
therefore  into  one  place,  this  is  not  to  eat  the  lH3rd*s 
supper.  For  in  eating  every  one  taketh  before  other 
his  own  supper ;  and  one  is  hungry^  and  another  is 
drmiken.  Wliat!  have  ye  not  houses  to  eat  and  to 
drink  in?  or  despise  ye  the  church  of  God*  and  shame 
them  that  have  not?  What  shall  I  say  to  you?  shall 
I  praise  you  in  this?  I  praise  you  not.  For  I  have 
received  of  the  Ijord  that  which  also  I  delivered  unto 
3^ou,  That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night  in  which  he 
was  betrayed^  took  bread:  and  when  he  had  given 
thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said.  Take,  eat;  this  is  my 
body,  which  is  broken  for  you:  this  do  in  remeni- 
brjwice  of  me.  After  the  same  manner  also  he  took 
the  cup,  when  he  had  supped,  saying,  This  cup  is  the 
new  testament  in  my  blood :  this  do  ye^  as  oft  as  ye 
drink  it,  in  remembrance  of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye 
eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's 
death  till  he  come.  Wherefore,  w^hosoever  shall  eat 
this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of  the  Lord,  imworthily, 
shall  be  guilty  of  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord. 
But  let  a  man  examine  himseli,  and  so  let  him  eat  of 
that  bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup.  For  he  that  eateth 
and  drinketh  unworthily,  eateth  and  drinketh  damna- 
tion to  himself,  not  di.scerning  the  Lord's  body.  For 
this  cause  many  are  weak  and  sickly  among  you,  and 
many  sleep.  For  if  we  would  judge  ourselves,  we 
should  not  be  judged.  But  when  we  are  judged,  we 
are  chastened  of  the  Lt>rd,  that  we  should  not  be  con- 
demned with   the  world.     Wherefore,   my    brethren, 
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when  ye  come  together  to  eat,  tarry  one  for  another. 

And  if  any  man  himger,  let  him  eat  at  home ;  that  ye 
come  not  together  unto  condemnation.  And  the  rest 
will  I  set  in  order  when  I  come* 

The  GosjjeL     St.  Luke  xxhi.  1. 

THE  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and  led  Mm 
unto  Pilate.  And  they  began  to  accuse  liim,  say- 
ing, We  found  this  fellow  perverting  the  nation,  and  for^ 
bidding  to  give  tribute  to  Csesar,  saying  that  he  him- 
self is  Christ  a  kmg.  And  Pilate  asked  him,  saying, 
Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews?  And  he  answered 
hinij  and  said.  Thou  sayest  it.  Then  said  Pilate  tx> 
the  chief  priesta  and  to  the  people^  I  find  no  fault  in 
this  man*  And  they  were  the  more  fierce,  saying.  He 
stirreth  up  the  people,  toaching  throughout  all  Jewry, 
begimiing  from  Galilee  to  this  place.  When  Pilate 
heard  of  Galilee,  be  asked  whether  the  man  were  a 
Galila?an.  And  as  soon  as  he  knew  that  lie  belonged 
mito  Herod's  jurisdiction,  he  sent  him  to  Herod,  who 
himself  also  was  at  Jerusalem  at  tliat  time.  And 
when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceeding  glad  :  for 
he  was  desirous  to  see  him  of  a  long  season,  because 
he  had  heard  many  things  of  him  ;  and  he  hoped  to 
have  seen  some  miracle  done  by  him.  Then  he  ques- 
tioned with  him  in  many  words;  but  he  answered  him 
nothing.  And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood  and 
vehemently  accused  him*  And  Herod  with  \w  men 
of  war  set  him  at  nought,  and  mocked  him,  and 
arrayed  him  in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and  sent  him  again  to 
Pilate.  And  the  same  day  Pilate  and  Herod  were 
made  friends  together;  for  before  they  were  at  enmity 
between  themselves.  And  Pilate,  when  he  had  called 
together  the  chief  priests,  and  the  rulers,  and  the  people, 
8aid  unto  them.  Ye  have  brought  this  man  mito  me,  as 
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one  that  perverteth  the  people  :  and  behold,  I,  having 
examined  him  before  you.  have  found  no  fault  in  this 
man,  touching  those  tilings  whereof  ye  accuse  him. 
No,  nor  yet  Herod:  for  I  sent  you  to  him;  and  lo, 
nothing  worthy  of  death  m  done  unt43  hini.  I  will 
therefore  cha^stise  him,  and  release  him.  {For  of  ne- 
cessity he  must  release  one  unto  them  at  the  feast. ) 
And  they  cried  out  all  at  once,  saying,  Away  with 
this  man,  and  release  nnto  us  Barabbas:  (who  for  a 
certain  sedition  made  in  the  city,  and  for  murder,  was 
cast  into  prison.)  Pilate  tlierefore,  willing  to  release 
Jesus,  spake  again  to  them.  But  they  cried,  saying, 
Crucify  him  I  crucify  him !  And  he  said  unto  them  the 
third  time,  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done?  I  have 
found  no  cause  of  death  in  him :  I  will  therefore  chas- 
tise him,  and  let  Uim  go.  And  they  were  instant  with 
loud  voices,  requiring  that  he  might  be  crucified :  and 
the  voices  of  them,  and  of  the  chief  priests  prevailed. 
And  Pilate  gave  sentence  that  it  should  be  as  they 
required.  And  he  released  unto  tlieui  him  that  for 
sedition  and  murder  was  cast  into  prison,  whom  they 
had  desired ;  but  he  delivered  Jesus  to  their  will. 
And  as  they  led  him  away,  they  laid  hold  upon  one 
Simon  a  Cyrenian,  coming  out  of  the  country,  and  on 
him  they  laid  the  cross,  that  lie  might  bear  it  after 
Jesus.  And  there  followed  him  a  great  company  of 
people,  and  of  w^omen,  which  also  bewailed  and  la- 
mented him*  But  Jesus  turning  unto  them  said, 
Daughtei>*  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  me,  but  w^eep 
for  yourselves,  and  for  your  chikh-en.  For  behold,  the 
days  are  coming,  in  the  which  they  shall  say.  Blessed 
are  the  barren,  and  the  wombs  that  never  bare,  and 
the  paps  which  never  gave  suck.  Then  shall  they 
begin  to  say  to  the  mountains,  Fall  on  us!  and  to  the 
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hills,  Cover  ub!  For  if  they  do  these  things  in  a 
green  tree,  what  shall  lie  done  in  the  dry?  And  there 
were  also  two  other,  malefactors,  led  with  him  to  be 
put  to  death.  And  when  they  were  come  to  the  place 
which  IK  called  Calvary,  there  they  crucified  him,  and 
the  malefactors ;  one  on  the  right  hand,  and  the  other 
on  the  left.  Then  said  Jesns,  Father,  forgive  them ;  for 
they  know  not  what  they  do.  And  they  parted  his 
raiment,  and  cast  lots.  And  the  people  stood  behold- 
ing. And  the  rulers  also  with  them  derided  him, 
sayingj  He  saved  others;  let  him  save  lumseK,  il  he 
be  Christ,  the  chosen  of  God-  And  the  soldiers  also 
mocked  him,  coming  to  him,  and  offering  hhn  vinegar, 
and  saying.  If  tliou  be  the  King  of  the  Jews,  save 
thyself.  And  a  superscription  also  was  written  over 
him,  in  letters  of  Greek,  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew, 
THIS  IS  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  And  one 
of  the  malefactors  which  were  hanged  railed  on  him, 
waying,  If  thou  be  Clirist,  save  thyself  and  us.  But 
the  other  answering  rebuked  him,  saying,  Dost  not 
thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same  condemna- 
tion? And  we  indeed  justly;  for  we  receive  the  due 
reward  of  our  deeds:  but  this  man  hath  done  nothing 
amiss.  And  he  said  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  remember  me 
when  thou  comest  into  thy  kingdom.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  him.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  To-day  shalt  thou  be 
with  me  in  Paradise.  And  it  was  about  the  sixth 
hour,  and  there  was  a  darkness  over  all  the  earth  until 
the  ninth  hour.  And  the  sim  was  darkened,  and  the 
vaU  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  the  midst.  And  when 
Jesus  had  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  he  said,  Father, 
into  thy  hands  I  commend  my  spirit:  and  having  said 
thus,  he  gave  up  the  ghost.  Now  when  the  centurion 
saw  what  was  done,  he  glorified  God,  saying,  Certainly 
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"a  righteous  man.  And  all  tlie  people  that 
canie  together  to  that  sight,  beholdhig  the  things 
which  were  done,  smote  their  breai^ts,  and  returned. 
And  all  his  acquaintance,  and  the  women  that  followed 
hhn  from  Galilee,  stood  afar  oft\  beholding  these 
things.

The  IJpistle.     Heb,  x.  L 

THE  Law^  having  a  shadow  of  good  things  to  come, 
and  not  the  very  image  of  the  things,  can  never 
with  those  f^acrifices  which  they  ott'ered  year  by  year 
continually,  make  the  comers  thereunto  perfect.  For 
then  would  they  not  have  ceased  to  be  offered  ?  because 
that  the  worshippers  once  purged  should  have  had  no 
more  conscience  of  sins.  But  in  those  sacrifices  there 
is  a  remembrance  again  made  of  sins  every  year.  For 
it  is  not  possible  that  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goat^ 
should  take  away  shis.  Wherefore,  when  he  cometh 
into  the  world,  he  saith,  Sacrifice  and  offering  thou 
wnmldest  not,  but  a  body  hast  thou  prepared  me :  in 
burnt-tjtferings  and  sacrifices  for  sin  thou  hast  had  no 
pleasure.  Then  said  L  Lo,  I  come  (in  the  volume  of 
the  book  it  is  written  of  me)  to  do  thy  wnll,  0  God. 
Above,  when  he  said.  Sacrifice  and  offering  and  bumt- 
otferings  and  offering  for  sin  thou  wonkiest  not,  neither 
hadst  pleasure  therein ;  w^hich  are  offered  by  the  Law ; 
then  said  he,  Lo,  I  come  to  do  thy  will^  0  God.  He 
taketh  away  the  first,  that  he  may  establish  the  second. 
By  the  which  wnll  w^e  are  sanctified,  through  the 
offering  of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  for  all.  And 
every  priest  standeth  daily  ministering  and  offering 
oftentimes  the  same  sacrifices,  w^hich  can  never  take 
away  sins :  but  this  man,  after  he  had  offered  one 
sacrifice  for  sins  for  ever,  sat  down  on  the  right  hand 
of  God;  from  henceforth  expecting  till  his  enemies  be 
made  his  footstool.  For  by  one  offering  he  hath  pe!> 
fected  for  ever  them  that  are  sanctified.     Whereof  the 
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Holy  Ghost  also  is  a  witness  to  us :  for  after  that  he 
had  said  before.  This  is  the  covenant  that  I  will  make 
%vith  them;  Aft^r  those  days,  saith  the  Lord.  I  will  put 
my  laws  into  their  hearts^  and  in  their  minds  will  I 
write  them ;  and  their  sins  and  iniquities  will  I  remem- 
ber no  more.  Now  where  remission  of  these  is,  there 
is  no  more  offerin^^  for  sin,  Havmg  therefore,  breth- 
ren, boldness  to  enter  into  the  holiest  by  the  blood  of 
Jesus,  by  a  new  and  living  way,  wliich  he  hath  conse- 
crated for  us,  through  the  vail,  that  is  to  say,  his  tiesh; 
and  ha\ang  an  High  Priest  over  the  house  of  God ;  let 
118  draw  near  with  a  true  heart  in  full  ossuranee  of 
faith,  having  our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  con- 
Bcience,  and  our  bodies  waslied  with  pure  water.  Let  us 
hold  fast  the  profession  of  our  faith  without  wavering ; 
(for  He  is  faithful  that  promised;)  and  let  us  consider 
one  another  to  provoke  unto  love  and  to  good  works ; 
not  forsaking  the  assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as 
the  manner  of  some  is ;  but  exhorting  one  another : 
and  so  much  the  more^^  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching. 

The  Gospel,     St.  John  xix,  1. 

PILATE  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  scourged  him. 
And  the  soldiers  phitted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and 
put  it  on  his  head,  and  they  put  on  him  a  purple  robe, 
and  said.  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews !  and  they  smote  him 
with  their  hands,  Pilate  therefore  went  forth  again, 
and  saith  mito  them,  Behold,  I  Ijring  him  forth  to  youj 
that  ye  may  know  that  I  find  no  fault  in  him.  Then 
came  Jesus  forth,  wearing  the  crown  of  thorns,  and 
the  puq>le  robe.  And  Pilate  saith  unto  thenij  Behold 
the  mtm  !     When  the  chief  priests  therefore  and  offi- 


cers saw  him,  they  cried  out,  saying.  Crucify  him !  cru- 
cify liim !  Pihite  saith  unto  them,  Take  ye  him,  and 
crucify  him  :  for  I   find  no  fault  in  him.     The  Jews 
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answered  liiiii.  We  have  a  law,  and  by  our  law  he  ought 
to  die,   because    he   made  himself  the  Son  of    God. 

When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  sayings  he  was  the 
more  afraid  ;  and  went  again  mto  the  judgmentrhall, 
and  saith  unto  Jesus,  Whence  art  thou?  But  Jesus 
gave  him  no  answer.  Then  saith  Pilate  imto  hun, 
Speake.st  thou  not  unto  me  ?  knowej?t  thou  not  that  I 
have  power  to  crucify  thee^,  and  have  power  to  release 
thee  ?  Jesus  answered,  Thou  couldest  have  no  power 
at  all  against  me,  except  it  were  given  thee  from 
above  :  therefore  he  that  delivered  me  unto  thee  hath 
the  greater  sin.  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought 
to  release  him  :  but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying.  If  thou 
let  this  man  go,  thou  art  not  Ca3sar*s  friend  :  whoso- 
ever maketh  himself  a  king,  spcakcth  against  Caesar. 
When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  brought 
Jesus  forth,  and  sat  down  in  the  judgment-seat,  in  a 
place  that  is  called  the  Pavement,  Init  in  the  Hebrew, 
Gabbatha.  And  it  was  the  preparation  of  the  Pass- 
over, and  about  the  sixth  hour  :  and  he  saith  unto  the 
Jews,  Behold  vour  King  !  But  thev  cried  out,  Awav 
with  him  !  away  with  hin\  !  crucify  him  !  Pilate  saith 
unto  them,  »Shall  I  crucify  your  King  ?  The  chief 
priestj^  answered.  We  have  no  king  but  CiBsar.  Then 
delivered  he  him  therefore  unto  them  to  be  crucified. 
And  they  took  Jesus,  and  led  him  away*  And  he 
bearing  his  cross  went  forth  into  a  place  called  the 
place  of  a  skull,  which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew,  Golgo- 
tha: where  they  crucified  him,  and  two  other  with 
him,  on  either  side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst.  And 
Pilate  wrote  a  title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross.  And  the 
writing  was,  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS.  This  title  then  read  many  of  the 
Jews  :  for  the  place  where  Jesus  was  crucified   was 
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nigh  to  the  city :  and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew,  and 
Greek,  and  Latin.  Then  said  the  chief  priests  of  the 
Jews  to  Pilate,  Write  not.  The  King  of  the  Jews ;  but 
that  he  said,  I  am  King  of  the  Jews,  PUate  answered, 
What  I  have  written,  I  have  written.  Then  the 
soldiers,  when  they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took  his  gar- 
menti*?,  and  made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a  part ; 
and  also  his  coat :  now  the  coat  was  without  seam, 
woven  from  the  top  throughout.  They  said  therefore 
ainong  themselves,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but  cast  lots  for 
it,  whose  it  shall  be  :  that  the  Scripture  might  be  ful- 
filled, which  saith,  They  parted  my  raiuient  among 
them,  and  for  my  vesture  they  did  cast  lots.  These 
things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  Now  there  stood  by 
the  cross  of  Jesus,  his  mother,  and  his  mother  s  sister^ 
Mary  the  wife  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalene. 
When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  motlier,  and  the  disciple 
standing  by.  whom  he  loved,  he  saith  unto  his  mother, 
Woman,  behold  thy  son  !  Then  saith  he  to  the  dis- 
ciple, Behold  thy  mother !  And  from  that  hour  that 
disciple  took  her  unto  his  own  home,  ^yter  this, 
Jesus  knowing  that  all  things  were  now  accomphshed, 
that  the  Scripture  might  Ije  fidtilled,  saith,  1  thirst, 
Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  full  of  vinegar  :  and  they 
filled  a  sponge  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  upon  hyssop, 
and  put  it  to  his  mouth*  When  Jesus  therefore  had 
received  the  vinegar,  he  said.  It  is  finished  :  and  he 
bowed  his  head,  and  gave  up  the  ghost.  The  Jews 
therefore,  because  it  was  the  preparation,  that  the 
bodies  should  not  remain  upon  the  cross  on  the  sabbath- 
day,  (for  that  sabbath-day  was  an  high  day,)  besought 
Pilate  that  their  legs  might  be  broken,  and  that  they 
might  be  taken  away.  Then  came  the  soldiers,  and 
brake  the  legs  of  the  first,  and  of  the  other  which  was 
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crucified  with  him.  But  when  they  came  to  Jesus, 
and  Haw  that  he  was  dead  already,  tliey  brake  not  his 
legs  :  but  one  of  the  soldiers  with  a  -spear  pierced  his 
aide,  and  forthwdtti  came  thereout  blood  and  wiiter. 
And  he  that  saw  it  bare  record,  and  his  record  is  true  : 
and  he  knoweth  that  he  saith  true,  that  ye  might  be- 
lieve. For  these  things  were  done,  that  the  Scripture 
should  be  fidfilled,  A  bone  of  him  shall  not  be  broken. 
And  agam  another  Scripture  saith,  They  shall  look  on 
him  wliom  they  pierced. 


The  Collect 

GRANT,  0  Lord,  that  m  we  are  baptized  into  tlie 
death  of  thy  blessed  Son  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
BO  by  continual  mortifying  our  corrupt  affections  we 
may  be  buried  with  bun  ;  and  that  through  the  grave^ 
and  gate  of  death,  we  may  pass  to  our  joyful  resur- 
rection ;  for  his  merits,  who  died,  and  w^as  buried,  and 
rose  again  for  us,  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord*

The  Ejnstle.     1  St.  Pet.  iii.  17. 

IT  is  better^,  if  the  will  of  God  be  so,  that  ye  suffer 
for  w^ell-doing,  than  for  evil-doing.  For  Christ  also 
hath  once  suffered  for  sins,  the  just  for  the  unjust, 
that  he  might  bring  us  to  God,  being  put  to  death  in 
the  flesh,  but  quickened  by  the  Spirit:  by  w^iich  also 
he  went  and  preached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison ;  which 
Bometime  were  disobedient,  when  once  the  long-suf- 
fering of  God  waited  in  the  daj's  of  Noah,  while  tlie 
ark  was  a  preparing;  w^herein  few,  that  is,  eight  souls 
were  saved  by  water.     The  like  figure  wdiereunto,  even 
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baptism,  doth  also  now  save  us,  (not  the  putting  away 
of  the  filth  of  the  fle,<h,  hut  the  answer  of  a  good  con- 
Bcience  toward  God,)  hy  the  resurrection  of  Jesus 
Christ:  who  is  gone  into  heaven,  and  is  on  the  right 
hand  of  God;  angels  and  authoritie8  and  powers  being 
made  subject  unto  him* 

The  Gospeh     St  Matt,  xxvii.  57. 

WHEN  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a  rich 
man  of  Arimathrca,  named  Joseph,  who  also 
himself  was  Jesus'  disciple :  he  went  to  Pilate,  and 
begged  the  body  of  Jesus.  Then  Pilate  commanded 
the  body  to  be  dehvered.  And  when  Josei)h  had  taken 
the  body,  he  wrapped  it  in  a  clean  linen  cloth,  and  laid 
it  in  his  own  new  tomb,  which  he  had  he^nii  out  in  the 
rock;  and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to  the  door  of  the 
sepulchre,  and  departed.  And  there  was  Mary  Mag- 
dalene»  and  the  other  Mary,  sitting  over  against  the 
sepulchre.  Now  the  next  day,  that  followed  the  day 
of  the  preparation,  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees 
came  together  unto  Pilate,  saying,  Sir,  we  remember 
that  that  deceiver  said,  while  he  was  yet  alive.  After 
three  days  I  will  rise  agani.  Command  therefore  that 
the  sepulchre  be  made  sure  until  the  third  day,  lest  his 
disciples  come  by  night,  and  steal  him  away,  and  say 
unto  the  people.  He  is  risen  from  the  dead  :  so  the  last 
error  shall  be  worse  than  the  fir^t.  Pilate  said  unto 
them,  Ye  have  a  watch :  go  your  way,  make  it  a.s  sure 
a.s  ye  can.  So  they  went  and  made  the  sepulchre  8m^e, 
sealing  the  stone,  and  setting  a  watch.

Tlien  we  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  be  caught 
up  together  with  them  in  the  clouds',  to  meet  the  Lord 
in  the  air:  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord. 
Wlierefore  comfort  one  another  with  these  words.

AND  when  the  sabbath  wa,s  past,  Mary  Magdalene, 
and  Mar^^  the  mother  of  James,  and  Salome,  had 
bought  sweet  spices,  that  they  might  come  and  anoint 
him*     And  very  early  in  the  morning,  the  first  day 
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of  the  week,  they  came  unto  the  sepulchre  at  the 
rismg  of  the  sun.  And  they  said  among  themselves, 
Who  shall  roll  us  away  the  stone  from  the  door  of  the 
sepulchre  ?  And  when  they  looked,  they  saw  that  the 
stone  was  rolled  away :  for  it  was  very  great.  And 
entering  into  the  sepulchre,  they  saw  a  yoimg  man 
sitting  on  the  right  side,  clothed  in  a  long  white  gar- 
ment ;  and  they  were  affrighted.  And  he  saith  unto 
them,  Be  not  affrighted:  ye  seek  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
which  was  crucified:  he  is  risen;  he  is  not  here:  behold 
the  place  where  they  laid  him.  But  go  your  way,  tell 
his  disciples  and  Peter  that  he  goeth  before  you  into 
Galilee :  there  shall  ye  see  him,  as  he  said  unto  you. 
And  they  went  out  quickly,  and  fled  from  the  sepul- 
chre; for  they  trembled  and  were  amazed:  neither 
said  they  any  thing  to  any  man  ;  for  they  were  afraid.

THE  first  day  of  the  week  cometh  Mary  Magdalene 
early,  when  it  was  yet  dark,  nnto  the  sepulchre j 
and  seeth  the  stone  taken  away  from  the  sepulchre. 
Then  she  rmmetli,  and  cometh  to  Smion  Peter*  and 
to  the  other  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved,  and  saitli  unto 
them.  They  have  taken  away  the  Lord  out  of  the  sepul- 
chre, and  we  know  not  where  they  have  laid  him. 
Petrcr  therefore  went  forth,  and  that  other  disciple,  and 
came  to  the  sepulchre.  So  they  ran  both  together  ; 
and  the  other  disciple  did  outrun  Peter,  and  came  first 
to  the  sepidchre.  And  he  stooping  down,  and  looking 
in,  saw  the  linen  clothes  lying ;  yet  went  he  not  in. 
Then  cometh  Simon  Peter  following  hun,  and  went 
into  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  linen  clothes  lie  ;  and 
the  napkin  that  was  about  his  head,  not  lying  with  the 
linen  clothes,  but  wrapped  together  in  a  place  by  itself. 
Then  went  in  also  that  other  disciple  which  came  first 
to  the  sepulchre,  and  he  saw,  and  believed.  For  as 
yet  they  knew  not  the  Scripture,  that  lie  must  rise 
again  from  the  dead.  Then  the  disciples  went  away 
again  unto  their  own  home.

For  the  Epistle.     Acts  x.  34. 

PETER  opened  his  mouth  and  said.  Of  a  truth  I 
perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons  ;  but 
in  every  nation  he  that  feareth  him,  and  worketh 
righteousness^  is  accepted  with  him.  The  word  which 
God  sent  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  preaching  peace 
by  Jesiis  Christ,  (he  is  Lord  of  alL)  that  w^ord,  1  say^ 
ye  know%  which  was  pubhshed  throughout  all  Judiea, 
and  began  from  GaUlee,  after  the  baptism  w^hicli  John 
preached  ;  how  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  w^ith 
the  Holy  Ghost  and  with  power:  who  w^ent  about  doing 
good,  and  healing  all  that  were  oppressed  of  the  devil; 
for  God  was  w^ith  him.  And  w^e  are  witnesses  of  all 
things  wdiich  he  tlid  both  in  the  hind  of  the  Jews,  and 
in  Jerusalem  ;  wdiom  they  slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree : 
him  God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and  showed  him 
openly ;  not  to  all  tlie  people,  but  unto  witnesses 
chosen  before  of  God,  even  to  us,  wdio  did  eat  and 
drink  w^ith  him  after  he  rose  from  the  dead.  And  he 
coiuTnanded  us  to  preach  unto  the  people,  and  to  tes- 
tify tliat  it  is  he  which  w^as  ordained  of  God  to  be 
the  Judge  of  quick  and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the 
prophets  wntness,  that  through  his  Name  whosoever 
believeth  in  him  shall  receive  remission  of  sins, 
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Tfu  Go^eL    St.  Luke  xxiv.  13. 

BEHOLD,  two  of  hid  di^iplee  went  tliat  same  dav 
to  a  Tillage  called  £imnaiu»»  which  was  from  Jeru- 
salem about  threescore  furlongs.  And  they  talked 
together  of  all  these  things  which  had  happened.  And 
it  came  to  pas;;^  that^  while  they  communed  together 
and  reasoned,  Jesus  himself  drew  near,  and  went  with 
them.  But  their  eyes  were  holden  that  they  should 
not  know  him.  And  he  said  unto  them,  What  manner 
of  communicationj?  are  these  that  ye  have  one  to  an- 
other^  aa  ye  walk,  and  are  sad?  And  the  one  of  them, 
whose  name  was  Cleopas,  answering  said  unto  him, 
Art  thou  only  a  stranger  in  Jerusalem,  and  ha^t  not 
knoiTvii  the  things  which  are  come  to  pass  there  in 
these  days  ?  And  he  said  unto  them.  What  things  ? 
And  they  said  unto  him.  Concerning  JesiLs  of  Nazar- 
eth, which  was  a  prophet  mighty  in  deed  and  word 
before  Grod,  and  all  the  people;  and  how  the  chief 
priests  and  our  rulern  delivered  him  to  be  condemned 
to  death,  and  have  crucified  him.  But  we  trusted  that 
it  had  been  he  which  should  have  redeemed  Israel: 
and  beside  all  thi.s,  tonlay  is  the  third  day  since  these 
things  were  done.  Yea,  and  certain  women  also  of 
our  company  made  us  astonished,  which  were  early  at 
the  sepulchre  \  and  when  they  found  not  his  body, 
they  came,  saying,  that  they  had  also  seen  a  vision 
of  angels,  which  said  that  he  was  alive.  And 
certain  of  them  which  were  with  us  went  to  the 
sepulchre,  and  found  it  even  so  as  the  women  had 
8aid;  but  him  they  saw  not.  Then  he  said  unto 
them,  0  fools,  and  slow  of  heart  to  believe  all  that  the 
prophets  have  spoken!  Ought  not  Christ  to  have 
suffered  these  things,  and  to  enter  into  his  glory?  And 
beginning  at  Moses,  and  all  the  prophets,  he  expounded 
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unto  them  in  all  the  Scripture  the  things  concerning 
himself.  And  they  drew  nigh  unto  the  village  whither 
they  went;  and  he  made  as  though  he  would  have 
gone  further.  But  they  constrained  him,  saying, 
Abide  with  us :  for  it  is  toward  evening,  and  the  day  is 
far  spent.  And  he  went  in  to  tarry  with  them.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sat  at  meat  with  them,  he  took 
bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  them. 
And  their  eyes  were  opened,  and  they  knew  him ;  and 
he  vanished  out  of  their  sight.  And  they  said  one  to 
another.  Did  not  our  hearts  bum  within  us,  while  he 
talked  with  us  by  the  way,  and  while  he  opened  to  us 
the  scriptures  ?  And  they  rose  up  at  the  same  hour,  and 
returned  to  Jerusalem,  and  found  the  eleven  gathered 
together,  and  them  that  were  with  them,  saying.  The 
Lord  is  risen  indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Simon. 
And  they  told  what  things  were  done  in  the  way,  and 
how  he  was  known  of  them  in  breaking  of  bread.

MEN  and  brethren,  children  of  tlie  stock  of  Abra- 
ham, and  whojHoever  among  you  feareth  God,  to 
you  is  the  word  of  this  salvation  sent.  For  they  that 
dwell  at  Jerusalem,  and  their  rulers,  because  they 
knew  him  not^  nor  yet  the  voices  of  the  prophets 
which  are  read  every  sabbath-day,  they  have  fulfilled 
them  in  condemning  him.  And  though  they  found  no 
cause  of  death  in  him,  yet  desired  they  Pilate  that  he 
Bhould  be  slain.  And  when  they  had  fulfdled  all  that 
was  written  of  liim,  they  took  liim  down  from  the 
tree  and  laid  him  in  the  sepulchre.  But  God  raised  him 
from  the  dead  :  and  he  was  seen  many  days  of  them 
which  came  up  with  him  from  Galilee  to  Jerusalem, 
who  are  his  witnesses  unto  tlie  people.  And  we 
declare  unto  yon  glad  tidings,  how  that  the  promise 
which  was  made  unto  the  fathers,  God  hath  fulfilled 
the  same  unto  their  children,  in  that  he  hath  raised 
up  Jesus  again  ;  a-8  it  is  also  written  in  the  second 
Psalm,  Thou  art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten 
thee.  And  as  concerning  that  he  raised  hun  up  from 
the  dead,  now  no  more  to  return  to  corruption,  lie  said 
on  this  wise,  1  will  give  you  the  sure  mercies  of  David, 
Wherefore  he  saith  also  in  another  Psalm,  Thou  shalt 
not  suffer  thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption.  For  David, 
after  he  had  served  his  own  generation  by  the  will  of 
God,  fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  unto  his  fathers,  and 
saw  corruption:  but  he,  whom  God  raised  again,  saw 
no  corruption*  Be  it  known  unto  yon  therefore,  men 
and  brethren,  that  through  this  man  is  preached  unto 
you  the  forgiveness  of  sins :  and  by  him  all  that  be- 
lieve are  justified  from  all  things,  from  which  ye  could 
not  be  justified  by  the  law  of  Moses.  Beware  there- 
fore, lest  that  come  upon  you,  which  is  spoken  of   in 
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the  Prophets ;  Behold,  ye  despisers,  and  wonder,  and 
perish  :  for  I  work  a  work  in  your  days,  a  work  which 
ye  shall  in  no  wise  believe,  though  a  man  declare  it 
unto  you. 

The  Gospel.    St.  Luke  xxiv.  36. 

JESUS  himself  stood  in  the  midst  of  them,  and  saith 
unto  them.  Peace  be  unto  you!  But  they  were 
terrified  and  affrighted,  and  supposed  that  they  had 
seen  a  spirit.

Thus  it  is  written,  and  thus  it  behoved 
Christ  to  suffer,  and  to  rise  from  the  dead  the  third 
day ;  and  that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins  should 
be  preached  in  his  Name  among  all  nations,  beginning 
at  Jerusalem.

Who  is  he  that  overcometh 
the  world,  but  he  that  believeth  that  Jesus  is  the  Son 
of  God  ?  This  is  he  that  came  by  water  and  blood, 
even  Jesus  Christ;  not  by  water  only,  but  by  water 
and  blood.  And  it  is  the  Spirit  that  beareth  witness, 
because  the  Spirit  is  truth.  For  there  are  three  that 
bear  record  in  heaven,  the  Father,  the  Word,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost :  and  these  three  are  one.  And  there  are 
three  that  bear  witness  in  earth,  the  spirit,  and  the 
water,  and  the  blood :  and  these  three  agree  in  one. 
If  we  receive  the  witness  of  men.  the  witness  of  God 
IB  greater:  for  this  is  the  witness  of  God  which  he  hath 
testified  of  his  Son.  He  that  believeth  on  the  Sou  of 
God  hath  the  witness  iu  hiniseli :  he  that  I>elievetli  not 
Gofi  hath  made  him  a  linr,  because  he  believeth  not 
the  record  that  God  gave  of  his  Son.  And  this  Ls  the 
record,  that  God  bath  given  to  us  eternal  life ;  and  this 
life  is  in  his  Son.  He  that  hath  the  Son  hath  life ;  and 
he  that  hath  not  the  Son  of  God  hath  not  life.

For  what 
glory  is  it,  if,  when  ye  be  buffeted  for  your  faults,  ye 
shall  take  it  patiently  ?  but  if,  when  ye  do  well,  and 
suffer  for  it,  ye  take  it  patiently,  this  is  acceptable 
with  God.  For  even  hereunto  were  ye  called :  because 
Christ  also  suffered  for  us,  leaving  us  an  example,  that 
ye  should  follow  his  steps :  who  did  no  sin,  neither  was

fometteth  what  nianner  of  man  he  was.  But  whoso 
looketh  into  the  perfect  law  of  liberty,  and  continueth 
therein,  he  bemg  not  a  forgetful  hearer^  but  a  doer  of 
the  work,  this  man  shall  be  blessed  lq  his  deed.

THE  former  treatise  have  I  made^  0  Theophilus,  of 
all  that  Jesus  began  both  to  do  and  teach,  until 
the  day  in  which  he  was  taken  up,  after  that  he 
through  the  Holy  Ghost  had  given  commandments 
unto  the  Apostles  whom  he  had  chosen :  to  whom  also 
he  showed  himself  alive  after  his  passion  by  many 
infallible  proofs,  being  seen  of  them  forty  da^^s,  and 
speakmg  of  the  things  pertaining  to  the  kingdom  of 
God :  and,  being  assembled  together  with  them,  com- 
manded them  that  they  should  not  depart  from  Jeru- 
salem, but  wait  for  the  promise  of  the  Father,  which, 
saith  hcj  3'e  have  heard  of  me.  For  John  truly  bap- 
tized with^  water ;  but  ye  shall  be  baptized  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  not  many  days  hence.     When  they  there-

fore  were  come  together,  they  asked  of  him,  sayings 
Lord,  wilt  thou  at  this  time  restore  again  the  kmgdom 
to  Israel  ?  And  he  .said  unto  them.  It  is  not  for  you 
to  know  the  tones  or  the  seasons,  which  the  Father 
hath  put  in  his  own  power.  But  ye  shall  receive 
power,  aft^r  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come  upon  you ; 
and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  me  both  in  Jerusalem, 
and  in  all  Judtea,  and  in  Samaria*  and  unto  the  utter- 
most part  of  tlie  earth.  And  when  he  had  spoken 
these  things,  while  they  beheld^  he  was  taken  up ;  and 
a  cloud  received  him  out  of  their  sight.  And  while 
they  looked  steadfastly  toward  heaven  as  he  went  up, 
behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  white  apparel ;

And  he  said 
unt^  them,  Go  ye  into  all  the  wo  rid »  and  preach  the 
Gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  beMeveth  and  is 
baptized  shall  be  saved  ;  but  he  that  beUeveth  not 
shall  be  damned.  And  these  signs  shall  follow  them 
that  believe  ;  In  my  Name  shall  they  cast  out  devils  ; 
they  shall  speak  with  new  tongues ;  they  shall  t>ake  up 
serpents  ;  and  if  they  drink  any  deadly  thing,  it  shall 
not  hurt  them  ;  they  shall  lay  hands  on  the  sick,  and 
they  shall  recover.  So  then  after  the  Lord  had  spoken 
unto  them,  he  was  received  up  into  heaven,  and  sat 
on  the  right  hand  of  God.

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him.  But  God  hath  revealed  them  unto  us  by  his 
Spirit :  for  the  Spirit  searcheth  all  things,  yea,  the 
deep  things  of  God.  For  what  man  knoweth  the 
things  of  a  man,  save  the  spirit  of  man  which  is  in 
him  ?  even  so  the  things  of  God  knoweth  no  man,  but 
the  Spirit  of  God.  Now  we  have  received,  not  the 
spirit  of  the  world,  but  the  spirit  which  is  of  God ;

righteousness,  is  accepted  with  him.  The  Word  which 
God  sent  unto  the  children  of  Israel,  preaching  peace 
by  Jesus  Christ,  (he  is  Ixird  of  all,)  that  Word,  I  say 
ye  know,  which  was  published  throughout  all  Judaea, 
and  began  from  Galilee,  after  the  baptism  which  John 
preached  ;  how  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with 
the   Holy   Ghost  and  with  power  :  who  went  about 
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doing  goodi  and  healing  all  that  were  oppre.Hsed  of  the 
devil;  for  God  wa.s  with  him.  And  we  are  witnesses 
of  all  thini^s  wliieh  he  did  both  in  tlie  land  of  the  Jew?, 
and  in  Jerusalem ;  whom  they  slew  and  hanged  un  a 
tree.  Him  God  rai.sed  up  the  third  day^  and  ,^howed 
him  openly,  not  to  all  the  people,  but  unto  witnesses 
chosen  before  of  God,  even  to  us,  who  ilid  eat  and 
drink  with  huu  after  he  rose  from  the  dead*  And  he 
commanded  us  to  preach  unto  tlie  people,  and  to  tes- 
tify that  it  is  he  which  was  ordained  of  God  to  J>e  the 
Judge  of  quick  and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the  pro- 
pfiets  mtness,  that  thruugh  Ids  Name  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  in  him  shall  receive  remission  of  sins.  While 
Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on 
all  them  wdiich  heard  the  word.  And  they  of  the  cir- 
cumcision wluch  believed  were  astonislied,  as  many  a.s 
came  with  Peter,  because  that  on  the  Gentiles  al^o  was 
poured  out  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Gliost.  For  they 
heard  them  si)eak  with  tongues,  and  magnify  Gotl. 
Then  answered  Peter,  Can  any  man  forbid  water,  that 
these  should  not  l>e  baptized,  which  have  received  the 
Holy  Ghost,  as  well  as  we?  And  he  comnumded  them 
to  be  baptized  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord.  Then  prayed 
they  him  to  tarry  certain  days.

GOD  ^Q  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only- 
begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  him 
sliould  not  perish,  Init  have  everlasting  life.

AFTER  this  I  looked,  and  behold,  a  door  was 
opened  in  heaven  :  and  the  first  voice  which  I 
heard  was  as  it  were  of  a  trumpet  talking  with  me  ;

And  when 
those  beasts  give  glory,  and  honour,  and  thanks  to  him 
that  sat  on  the  throne,  who  liveth  for  ever  and  ever, 
the  four  and  twentv  elders  fall  down  before  him  that 
sat  on  the  throne,  and  worship  him  that  liveth  for  ever 
and  ever,  and  cast  their  crowns  before  the  throne,  say- 
ing. Thou  art  worthy,  0  Lord,  to  receive  glory,  and 
honour,  and  power ;  for  thou  hast  created  all  things, 
and  for  thy  pleasure  they  are  and  were  created. 

The  GospeL     St*  John  iii.  1. 

THERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named  Nicode- 
mus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews  :  the  same  came  to  Jesus 
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by  night,  and  said  unto  him,  Rabbij  we  know  that  thou 
art  a  teacher  come  from  God :  for  no  man  can  do  these 
miracles  that  thou  doest,  except  God  be  with  him* 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Verily^  verily,  I 
say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  bom  again,  he  cannot 
see  the  kingdom  of  God.  Nicodemus  saith  unto  him. 
How  can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old  ?  can  he  enter 
the  second  time  into  his  mother  s  w^omb,  and  be  born  ? 
Jesus  answered.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except 
a  man  be  boni  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot 
enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  That  which  is  born 
of  tlie  flesh  is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is  bom  of  the 
Spirit  is  spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee,  Ye 
must  be  born  again.  The  wind  bloweth  where  it 
listeth*  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  canst 
not  tell  whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth  :  so  is 
every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit,  Nicodemus  an- 
swered and  said  imto  him,  How  can  these  things  be  ? 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Ai't  thou  a  master 
of  Israel,  and  knowest  not  these  things  ?  Verily^ 
verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  We  speak  that  we  do  know, 
and  testify  that  we  have  seen  ;  and  ye  receive  not  our 
witness.  If  I  have  told  you  earthly  things,  and  ye 
believe  not,  how  shall  ye  believe,  if  I  tell  you  of  heav- 
enly things  ?  And  no  man  hath  ascended  up  to 
heaven,  but  he  that  came  down  from  heaven,  even 
the  Son  of  Man  which  is  in  heaven.  And  as  Moses 
Uf ted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wilderness,  even  so  must 
the  Son  of  Man  be  lifted  up :  that  whosoever  beUeveth 
in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life*

And  we  have  seen  and 
do  testify  that  the  Father  sent  the  Son  to  be  the  Sav- 
iour of  the  world.  Whosoever  shall  confess  that  Jesus 
is  the  Son  of  God,  God  dwelletli  in  him,  and  he  in  God. 
And  we  have  know^n  and  believed  the  love  that  God 
hath  to  us.  God  is  love ;  and  he  that  dwelleth  in  love 
dwelleth  in  God,  and  God  in  him.  Herein  is  our  love 
made  perfect,  that  we  may  have  boldness  in  the  day  of 
judgment ;  because  as  he  is^  so  are  we  in  this  world.

I  RECKON  that  the  sufferings  of  this  present  time 
are  not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the  glory 
which  shall  be  revealed  in  us.  For  the  earnest  expecta- 
tion of  the  creature  waiteth  for  the  manifestation  of 
the  sons  of  God.  For  the  creature  was  made  subject 
to  vanity,  not  willingly,  but  by  reason  of  him  who  hath

BE  ye  all  of  one  mind,  having  compassion  one  of 
another,  love  as  brethren,  be  pitiful,  be  courteous; 
not  rendering  evil  for  evil,  or  railing  for  railing  ;  but 
contrariwise  blessing ;  knowing  that  ye  are  thereunto 
called,  that  ye  should  inherit  a  blessing.  For  he  that 
will  love  life,  and  see  good  days,  let  him  refrain  his 
tongue  from  evil,  and  his  lips  that  they  speak  no  guile :

And  they  beckoned  unto 
their  partners,  which  were  in  tlie  other  ship,  that  they 
should  come  and  help  them.  And  they  came,  and 
filled  both  the  ships,  so  that  they  began  to  sink*  When 
Simon  Peter  saw  it,  he  fell  down  at  Jesus*  knees,  say- 
ing, Depart  from  me  ;  for  I  am  a  sinful  man,  O  Lord* 
For  he  was  a.stonished,  and  all  that  were  with  him,  at 
the  draught  of  the  fishes  which  they  had  taken  ;  and 
so  was  also  James,  and  John,  the  sons  of  Zehedee, 
which  were  partnei*H  with  Simon.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  Simon,  Fear  not ;  from  henceforth  thou  shalt 
catch  men*  And  when  they  had  brought  their  ships 
to  land,  they  forsook  all,  and  followed  him.

NOW  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were  bap- 
tized into  Jesus  Christ  were  baptized   into   his 
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death  ?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with  him  by  baptism 
into  death  ;  that  like  as  Christ  was  raised  up  from  the 
dead  by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  even  so  we  also 
should  walk  in  newness  of  life.  For  if  we  have  been 
planted  together  in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall 
be  also  in  the  likeness  of  his  resurrection  :  knowing 
this,  that  our  old  man  is  crucified  with  him,  that  the 
body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth  we 
should  not  serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead  is  freed  from 
sin.  Now  if  we  be  dead  with  Christ,  we  believe  that 
we  shall  also  live  with  him  :  knowing  that  Christ 
being  raised  from  the  dead  dieth  no  more  ;  death  hath 
no  more  dominion  over  him.  For  in  that  he  died,  he 
died  imto  sin  once ;  but  in  that  he  liveth,  he  liveth 
imto  God.  Likewise  reckon  ye  also  yoiurselves  to  be 
dead  indeed  unto  sin,  but  alive  imto  God  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.

JESUS  said  unto  his  disciples.  Except  your  righteous- 
ness shall  exceed  the  righteousness  of  the  Scribes 
and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no  case  enter  into  the  king- 
dom of  heaven.  Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by 
them  of  old  time,  Thou  shalt  not  kill ;  and  whosoever 
shall  kill  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment.  But  I 
say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  is  angry  with  his  brother 
without  a  cause  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment: 
and  whosoever  shall  say  to  his  brother,  Raca,  shall  be 
in  danger  of  the  council:  but  whosoever  shall  say. 
Thou  fool,  shall  be  in  danger  of  hell-fire.  Therefore  if 
thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there  rememberest 
that  thy  brother  hath  ought  against  thee ;  leave  there 
thy  gift  before  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way;  first  be 
reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  and  offer  thy 
gift.     Agree  with  thine  adversary  quickly,  whiles  thou 
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art  in  the  way  with  him ;  lest  at  any  time  the  adver- 
sary deliver  thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver 
thee  to  the  officer,  and  thou  be  cast  into  prison.  Verily 
I  say  imto  thee.  Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come  out 
thence,  till  thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  farthing.

BEWARE  of  false  prophets^  which  come  to  you  in 
sheep's  clothing,  but  inwardly  they  are  ravening 
wolves.  Ye  shall  know  them  by  their  fruit*.  Do  men 
gather  grapes  of  thorns^  or  figs  of  thistles?  Even  so 
every  good  tree  bringeth  forth  good  fruit ;  but  a  cor- 
rupt tree  bringeth  forth  evil  fruit.  A  good  tree  cannot 
bring  forth  e\dl  fruit,  neither  can  a  corrupt  tree  bring 
forth  good  fruit.  Every  tree  that  bringeth  not  forth 
good  fruit  Ls  hewn  down,  and  cast  into  the  fire.  Where- 
fore by  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them.

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baptized  unto  Moses  in  the  cloud  and  in  the  sea ;  and 

did  all  eat  the  same  spiritual  meat ;  and  did  all  drink 
the  same  spiritual  drink;  (for  they  drank  of  that 
spiritual  Rock  that  followed  them,  and  that  Rock  was 
Christ.)  But  with  many  of  them  God  was  not  well 
pleased  ;  for  they  were  overthrown  in  the  wilderness. 
Now  these  things  were  our  examples,  to  the  intent  w^e 
should  not  lust  after  evil  things,  as  they  also  lusted. 
Neither  be  ye  idolaters,  as  w^ere  some  of  them ;  as  it 
is  written,  The  people  sat  dow^n  to  eat  Jind  drink,  and 
rose  up  to  play.  Neither  let  us  comuiit  fornication,  as 
some  of  them  committed,  and  fell  in  one  day  three  and 
twenty  thousand.  Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ,  as  some 
of  them  also  tempted,  and  were  destroyed  of  serpents. 
Neither  murmur  ye,  as  some  of  them  also  murmured, 
and  w^ere  destroyed  of  the  destroyer.  Now  all  these 
things  happened  unto  them  for  ensamples :  and  they 
are  written  for  our  admonition,  upon  whom  the  ends  of 
the  w^orld  are  come.  Wherefore  let  him  that  thinketh 
he  standeth  take  heed  lest  he  fall  There  hath  no 
temptation  taken  you  but  such  as  is  common  to  man : 
but  God  is  faithful,  wdio  will  not  suffer  j^ou  to  be 
tempted  above  that  ye  are  able ;  but  wdll  w^ith  the 
temptation  also  make  a  way  to  escape,  that  ye  may  be 
able  to  bear  it. 

The  Gospeh     St.  Luke  xvi.  1. 

JESUS  said  unto  his  disciples.  There  wiis  a  certain 
rich  man,  which  had  a  stew^ard ;  and  the  same  w^as 
accused  unto  him  that  he  had  wasted  his  goods.  And 
he  called  him,  and  said  unto  him,  IIow^  is  it  that  I  hear 
this  of  thee  ?  give  an  account  uf  thy  stewardship ;  for 
thou  mayest  be  no  longer  steward.  Then  the  steward 
said  within  liimself,  What  shall  I  do  ?  for  my  lord  taketh 
away  from  me  the  stew^ardship  *  I  cannot  dig ;  to  beg 
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I  am  ashamed.  I  am  resolved  what  to  do,  that,  when  I 
am  put  out  of  the  stewardship,  they  may  receive  me 
into  their  houses.  So  he  called  every  one  of  his  lord's 
debtors  unto  him,  and  said  ujito  the  first,  How  much 
owest  thou  unto  my  lord  ?  And  he  said,  An  hundred 
measures  of  oil.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Take  thy  bill, 
and  sit  down  quickly,  and  write  Fifty.  Tlien  said  he 
to  another.  And  how  much  owest  thou  ?  And  he  said, 
An  hundred  measures  of  wheat.  And  he  said  unto 
him.  Take  thy  bill,  and  write  Four-score.  And  the  lord 
commended  the  unjust  steward,  because  he  had  done 
wisely :  for  the  children  of  this  world  are  in  their  gen- 
eration wiser  than  the  children  of  light.  And  I  say 
unto  you.  Make  to  yoiunselves  friends  of  the  mammon 
of  unrighteousness ;  that,  when  ye  fail,  they  may 
receive  you  into  everla.sting  habitations.

CONCERNING  spiritual  gifts,  brethren,  I  would  not 
have  you  ignorant.  Ye  know  that  ye  w^ere  Gen- 
tOes,  carried  away  unto  these  dumb  idols,  even  as  ye 
were  led.  Wherefore  I  give  you  to  understand,  that 
no  man  speaking  by  the  Spirit  of  God  calleth  Jesus 
accursed ;  and  that  no  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the 
Lord,  but  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Now  there  are  diversi- 
ties of  gifts,  but  the  same  spirit*  And  there  are  differ^ 
ences  of  athninistrations,  but  the   same   Lord.     And 
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there  are  diversities  of  operations,  but  it  is  the  same 
God  which  worketh  all  in  alL  But  the  manifestation 
of  the  Spirit  is  given  to  every  man  to  profit  withal 
For  to  one  is  given  by  the  Spirit  the  word  of  wisdom ; 
to  another  the  word  of  knowledge  by  the  same  Spirit ; 
to  another  faith  by  the  same  Spirit ;  to  anotlier  the 
gifts  of  healing  by  the  same  Spirit;  to  another  the 
working  of  miracles ;  to  another  prophecy  ;  to  another 
discerning  of  spirits  ;  to  another  divers  kinds  of  tongues ; 
to  another  the  interpretation  of  tongues.  But  all  these 
worketh  that  one  and  the  selfsame  Spirit,  dividing  to

And  that  he  was  seen  of 
Cephas,  then  of  tlie  twelve :  after  that,  he  was  seen  of 
above  five  hundred  brethren  at  once ;  of  whom  the 
greater  part  remain  unto  this  present,  but  some  are 
fallen  asleep.  After  that,  he  vfw^  seen  of  James ;  then 
of  all  the  Apostles.  And  hist  of  all  he  was  seen  of  me 
also,  as  of  one  born  out  of  due  time.  For  I  am  the 
least  of  the  Apostles,  that  am  not  meet  to  be  called  an 
Apostle,  because  I  persecuted  the  Church  of  God,  But 
by  the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I  am :  and  his  grace 
wliicli  was  bestowed  upon  me  was  not  in  vain ;  but  I 
laboured  more  abundantly  than  they  all ;  yet  not  I, 
but  the  grace  of  God  which  was  with  me.  Therefore 
whether  it  were  I  or  tliey,  so  we  preach,  and  so  ye 
believed.

JESUS  spake  this  parable  unto  certain  which 
trusted  in  themselves  tliat  they  were  righteous, 
and  despised  others:  Two  men  went  up  into  the

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Publican.  The  Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus  with 
himself,  Grod,  I  thank  thee,  that  I  am  not  as  other  men 
are,  extortioners,  unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as  this 
Publican.  I  fast  twice  in  the  week,  I  give  tithes  of  all 
that  I  possess.  And  the  Publican,  standing  afar  off, 
would  not  lift  up  so  much  as  his  eyes  unto  heaven,  but 
smote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  God  be  merciful  to  me 
a  sinner !  I  tell  you,  this  man  went  down  to  his  house 
justified  rather  than  the  other:  for  every  one  that 
exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased ;  and  he  that  humbleth 
himself  shall  be  exalted.

I  say,  that  the  covenant,  that  was  confirmed  before  of 
God,  in  Christ,  the  Law,  which  was  four  hundred  and 
thirty  years  after,  cannot  disannub  that  it  should  make 
the  promise  of  none  effect.  For  if  the  inheritance 
be  of  the  Law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise ;  but  God  gave 
it  to  Abraham  by  promise.  Wherefore  then  serveth 
the  Law"?  It  was  added  because  of  transgressions,  till 
the  seed  should  come  to  whom  tlie  promise  was  made ; 
and  it  was  ordained  by  angels  in  the  hand  of  a  media- 
tor. Now  a  mediator  is  not  a  mt^diator  of  one ;  but 
God  is  one.  Is  the  Law  then  against  the  promises  of 
God?  God  forbid:  for  if  there  had  been  a  law  given 
w^hich  could  have  given  life,  verily  righteousness  should 
have  been  by  the  Law.  But  the  Scripture  hath  con- 
cluded all  under  sin,  that  the  promise  by  faith  of  Jesus 
Christ  might  be  given  to  them  that  believe. 
The  Gospel     St,  Luke  x,  23. 

BLESSED  are  the  eyes  which  see  the  things  that 
ye  see.  For  I  tell  you,  That  many  prophets  and 
kings  have  desired  to  see  those  things  which  ye  see, 
and  have  not  seen  them ;  and  to  hear  those  things 
which  ye  hear,  and  have  not  heard  them.  And  be- 
hold, a  certain  Lawyer  stood  up,  and  tempted  him, 
saymg,  Master,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life? 
He  said  unto  him.  What  is  written  in  the  Law?  how 
readest  thou  ?  And  he  answering  said,  Thou  shalt  love 
the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength,  and  with  all  thy  mind;

And  by  chance  there  came  down  a  certain  Priest  that 
way ;  and  when  he  saw  him,  he  passed  by  on  the  other 
side.  And  likewise  a  Levite,  when  he  was  at  the 
place,  came  and  looked  on  him,  and  passed  by  on  the 
other  side.  But  a  certain  Samaritiin,  as  he  journeyed, 
came  where  he  wan ;  and  when  he  saw  him,  he  had 
compassion  on  him,  and  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his 
wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and  wine,  Jind  set  him  on  his 
own  beast,  and  brought  him  to  an  inn,  and  took  care 
of  him.  And  on  the  morrow,  when  he  departed,  he 
took  out  two  pence,  and  gave  them  to  the  host,  and 
said  imto  him,  Take  care  of  him ;  and  w^iatsoever  thou 
spendest  more,  when  I  come  again  I  will  repay  thee.

lyrO  man  can  serve  two  masters :  for  either  he  will 
Xl  hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other  ;  or  else  lie  will 
hold  to  the  one,  and  despise  the  other.  Ye  caimot 
serve  God  and  manmion*  Therefore  I  say  imto  you^

Consider  the 
lihes  of  the  field,  how  they  grow ;  they  toil  not, 
neither  do  they  .spin  :  and  yet  I  say  unto  you.  That 
even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one 
of  these.  Wherefore,  if  God  so  clothe  the  grass  of  the 
field,  which  to-day  is,  and  to-morrow  i^  cast  into  the 
oven,  shall  he  not  much  more  clothe  you,  0  ye  of  little 
faith  ?  Therefore  take  no  thought,  saying.  What  shall 
we  eat  ?  or,  What  shall  we  drink  ?  or,  Wherewithal 
shall  we  be  clothed  ?  (for  after  all  these  things  do  the 
Gentiles  seek  :)  for  your  heavenly  Father  kno we th  that 
ye  have  need  of  all  these  things.  But  seek  ye  first  the 
kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righteousness  ;  and  all  these 
things  shall  be  added  unto  you.

T  DESIRE  that  ye  faint  not  at  my  tribulations  for 
A  you,  which  i^  your  glory*  For  this  cause  I  bow 
my  knees  unto  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  of 
whom  the  whole  family  in  heaven  and  earth  is  named, 
that  he  would  grant  you,  according  to  the  riches  of

And  he  put  forth  a  parable  to 
those  which  were  bidden,  when  he  marked  how  they 
chose  out  the  chief  roomn ;  saying  unto  them.  When 
thou  art  bidden  of  any  man  to  a  wedding,  sit  not  down 
in  the  highest  room;  lest  a  more  honourable  man  than 
thou  be  bidden  of  him;  and  he  that  bade  thee  and 
him  come  and  say  to  thee,  Give  this  man  place;  and 
thou  begin  with  shame  to  take  the  lowest  room.  But 
when  thou  art  bidden,  go  and  sit  down  in  the  lowest 
room  ;  that  when  he  that  bade  thee  cometh,  he  may 
say  unto  thee.  Friend,  go  up  higher :  then  shalt  thou 
have  worship  in  the  presence  of  them  that  sit  at  meat 
with  thee.  For  whosoever  exalteth  himself  shall  be 
abased  ;  and  he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted.

Again, 
he  sent  forth  other  servants,  saying*  Tell  them  which 
are  bidden,  Behold,  I  have  prepared  my  dinner ;  my 
oxen  and  my  fatlings  are  killed,  and  all  things  are 
ready:  come  unto  the  marriage.  But  they  made  light 
of  it,  and  went  their  ways,  one  to  his  farm,  another  to 
his  merchandise:  and  the  remnant  took  his  servants, 
and  entreated  them  spitefully ^  and  slew  them.  But 
when  the  king  heard  thereof,  he  was  wroth ;  and  he 
sent  forth  his  armies,  and  destroyed  those  murderers, 
and  burned  up  their  city.  Then  saith  he  to  his  ser- 
vants, The  wedding  is  ready,  but  they  which  were 
bidden  were  not  worthy.  Go  ye  therefore  into  the 
highways,  and  as  many  as  ye  shall  find,  bid  to  the 
marriage,  So  those  servants  went  out  into  the  high- 
ways, and  gathered  together  all  as  many  as  they  found, 
botli  bad  and  good ;  and  the  wedding  was  furnished 
with  guests.  And  when  the  king  came  in  to  see  the 
guests,  he  saw  there  a  nian  which  had  not  on  a  wed- 
ding-gannent :  and  he  saith  unto  him.  Friend,  how 
earnest  thou  in  hither  not  having  a  w^edding-garment? 
And  he  was  speechless.  Then  said  the  king  to  the 
servants.  Bind  him  hand  and  foot,  and  take  him  away, 
aud  cast  him  into  outer  darkness;  there  shall  be  weep- 
ing and  gnashing  of  teeth.

And  as  he  was  now  going  down,  his  servants 
met  him,  and  told  him,  saying.  Thy  son  liveth.  Then 
enquired  he  of  them  the  hour  when  he  began  to  amend. 
And  they  said  unto  him,  Yesterday  at  the  seventh 
hour  the  fever  left  him.  So  the  father  knew  that  it 
was  at  the  same  hour,  in  the  w^hich  Jesus  said  unto 
him,  Thy  son  liveth ;  and  himself  believed,  and  his 
whole  house.  This  is  again  the  second  miracle  that 
Jesus  did,  when  he  was  come  out  of  Judaea  into  Galilee.

Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  say  not  unto  thee, 
Until  seven  times ;  but,  Until  seventy  times  seven. 
Therefore  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  likened  uoto  a 
certain  king,  which  would  tiike  account  of  his  servants. 
And  wlien  he  had  begun  to  reckon,  one  was  brought 
unto  him,  which  owed  him  ten  thousand  talents.  But 
for  as  much  as  he  had  not  to  pay,  his  lord  commanded 
him  to  be  sold,  and  his  wife  and  children,  and  all  that 
he  had,  and  payment  to  be  made.  The  servant  there- 
fore fell  dovra  and  worshipped  him,  saying.  Lord,  have 
patience  with  ine,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  Then  the 
lord  of  that  servant  was  moved  with  compassion,  and 
loosed  him,  and  forgave  him  the  debt.  But  the  same 
servant  went  out,  and  found  one  of  his  fellow-servants, 
which  owed  him  an  hundred  pence :  and  he  laid  hands 
on  him,  and  took  him  by  the  throat,  saying,  Pay  me 
that  thou  owest.  And  his  fellow-servant  fell  dow^  at 
his  feet,  and  besought  him,  saying,  Have  patience  with 
me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.     And  he  would  not ;  but 
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went  and  cast  him  into  prison,  till  he  should  pay  the 
debt.  So  when  his  fellow-servants  saw  what  was  done, 
they  were  very  sorry,  and  came  and  told  unto  their 
lord  all  that  was  done.  Then  his  lord,  after  that  he 
had  called  him,  said  imto  him,  0  thou  wicked  servant, 
I  forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  because  thou  desiredst  me : 
shouldest  not.  thou  also  have  had  compassion  on  thy 
fellow-servant,  even  as  I  had  pity  on  thee  ?  And  his 
lord  was  wroth,  and  delivered  him  to  the  tormentors, 
till  he  should  pay  all  that  was  due  imto  him.  So  like- 
wise shall  my  heavenly  Father  do  also  unto  you,  if  ye 
from  your  hearts  forgive  not  every  one  his  brother 
their  trespasses.

Then  saith  he  imto  them, 
Render  therefore  unto  Caesar  the  things  which  are 
Caesar's ;  and  unto  God  the  things  that  are  G^d's. 
When  they  had  heard  these  words,  they  marvelled, 
and  left  hun,  and  went  their  way.

My  Lord  and  my 
Grod!  Jesus  saith  imto  him,  Thomas,  because  thou 
hast  seen  me,  thou  hast  believed ;  blessed  are  they  that 
have  not  seen,  and  yet  have  believed.  And  many 
other  signs  truly  did  Jesus  in  the  presence  of  his  dis- 
ciples, which  are  not  written  in  this  book.  But  these 
are  written,  that  ye  might  believe  that  Jesus .  is  the 
Christ,  the^on  of  God ;  and  that  believing  ye  might 
have  life  through  his  Name.

AND  it  came  to  pass  about  an  eight  days  after  these 
sayings,  he  took  Peter  and  John  and  James,  and 
went  up  into  a  moimtain  to  pray.  And  as  he  prayed, 
the  fashion  of  his  countenance  was  altered,  and  his 
raiment  was  white  and  glistering.  And,  behold,  there 
talked  with  him  two  men,  which  were  Moses  and  Elias :

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was  past,  Jesus  was  found  alone.  And  they  kept  it 
close,  and  told  no  man  in  those  days  any  of  those 
things  which  they  had  seen.

AND  Saul,  yet  breathing  out  threatenings  and 
slaughter  against  the  disciples  of  the  Lord,  went 
unto  the  high  priest,  and  desired  of*him  letters  to 
Damascus  to  the  sjmagogues,  that  if  he  f oimd  any  of 
this  way,  whether  they  were  men  or  women,  he  might 
bring  them  bound  unto  Jerusalem.  And  as  he  jour- 
neyed, he  came  near  Damascus :  and  suddenly  there 
shmed  round  about  him  a  light  from  heaven.  And  he 
fell  to  the  earth,  and  heard  a  voice  saying  unto  him, 
Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me  ?  And  he  said. 
Who  art  thou.  Lord  ?  And  the  Lord  said,  I  am  Jesus 
whom  thou  persecutest:  it  is  hard  for  thee  to  kick 
against  the  pricks.  And  he  trembling  and  astonished 
said.  Lord,  what  wilt  thou  have  me  to  do  ?  And  the 
Lord  said  imto  him,  Arise,  and  go  into  the  city,  and  it 
shall  be  told  thee  what  thou  must  do.  And  the  men 
which  journeyed  with  him  stood  speechless,  hearing  a 
voice,  but  seeing  no  man.  And  Saul  arose  from  the 
earth,  and  when  his  eyes  were  opened,  he  saw  no  man; 
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but  tbey  led  him  by  the  hand,  and  brought  him  into 
Damascus.  And  he  waa  three  days  without  sight,  and 
neither  did  eat  nor  drink.  And  there  was  a  certain 
disciple  at  Damascus,  named  Ananias;  and  to  him 
gaid  the  Lord  in  a  vijsion,  Ananias*  And  he  said, 
Behold,  I  am  here.  Lord*  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
Iiim,  Arise,  and  go  into  the  street  which  is  called 
Straiglit,  and  enquire  in  the  house  of  Judas  for  one 
called  Saul,  of  Tarsus  :  for  behold,  he  prayeth,  and 
hath  seen  in  a  vision  a  man  named  Ananias,  coming  in^ 
and  putting  his  hand  on  him,  that  he  might  receive  his 
eight.  Then  Ananias  answered.  Lord,  I  have  heard  by 
many  of  this  man,  how  much  evil  he  hath  done  to  thy 
saints  at  Jerusalem  :  and  here  he  hath  authority  from 
the  chief  priest^s  to  bind  all  that  call  on  thy  Name. 
But  the  Lord  said  unto  hmi,  Go  thy  way ;  for  he  is  a 
chosen  vessel  unto  me,  to  bear  my  Name  before  the 
Gentiles,  and  kings,  and  the  children  of  Israel :  for  I 
will  show  him  how  great  thmgs  he  must  suffer  for  my 
Name's  sake.  And  Ananias  went  his  way,  and  entered 
into  the  house  ;  and  putting  his  hands  on  him  said, 
Brother  Saul,  the  Lord,  even  Jesus,  that  appeared 
unto  thee  in  the  way  as  thou  earnest,  hath  sent  nie, 
that  thou  mightest  receive  thy  sight,  4ind  be  filled  with 
the  Holy  Ghost.  And  immediately  there  fell  from  his 
eyes  as  it  had  been  scales;  and  he  i^eceived  sight  forth- 
with, and  arose,  and  w%as  baptized.  And  when  he  had 
received  ment,  he  was  strengthened.  Then  was  Saul 
certain  days  with  the  disciples  which  were  at  Damascus. 
And  straightway  he  preached  Christ  in  the  s}^lagogues, 
that  he  is  the  Son  of  God.  But  all  that  heard  him 
were  amazed,  and  said,  Is  not  this  he  that  destroyed 
them  which  called  on  this  Name  in  Jerusalem,  and 
came  hither  for  that    intent,    that    he    might    bring 
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them  bound  unto  the  chief  priests  ?  But  Saul  increased 
the  more  in  strength,  and  confounded  the  Jews  which 
dwelt  at  Damascus,  proving  that  this  is  very  Christ.

PETER  answered  and  said  imto  Jesus,  Behold,  we 
have  forsaken  all,  and  followed  thee ;  what  shall 
we  have  therefore  ?  And  Jesus  said  imto  them.  Verily 
I  say  unto  you.  That  ye  which  have  followed  me,  in 
the  regeneration  when  the  Son  of  Man  shall  sit  in  the 
throne  of  his  glory,  ye  also  shall  sit  upon  twelve 
thrones,  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.

at  those  things  which  were  spoken  of  him.  And 
Simeon  blessed  tliem,  and  said  unto  Mary  his  mother. 
Behold,  this  child  is  set  for  the  fall  and  rising  again  of 
many  in  Israel ;  and  for  a  sign  which  shall  be  spoken 
against ;  (yea,  a  sword  shall  pierce  through  thy  own 
soul  also;)  that  the  thoughts  of  many  h,earts  may  be 
revealed.  And  there  was  one  Anna,  a  prophetess,  the 
daughter  of  Phanuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Aser :  she  was  of 
a  great  age,  and  had  lived  with  an  husband  seven  years 
from  her  virginity ;  and  she  was  a  widow  of  about 
fourscore  and  four  years,  which  departed  not  from  the 
temple,  but  served  God  with  fastings  and  prayers  night 
and  day.  And  she  coming  in  that  instant  gave  thanks 
likewise  unto  the  Lord,  and  spake  of  hun  to  all  them 
that  looked  for  redemption  in  Jerusalem.  And  when 
they  had  performed  all  things  according  to  the  Law  of 
the  Lord,  they  returned  into  Galilee,  to  their  own  city 
Kazareth,  And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in 
spirit,  filled  with  wisdom;  and  the  grace  of  God  was 
upon  him.

ABOUT  that  time  Herod  the  king  stretched  forth 
his  hand  to  vex  certain  of  the  Church*  And  he 
killed  James  the  brother  of  John  with  the  sword.

Peter  therefore  was 
kept  in  prison  ;  but  prayer  was  made  without  ceasing 
of  the  Chnrch  unto  God  for  him*  And  when  Herod 
wouki  have  brought  liim  forth,  the  same  night  Peter 
was  sleeping  between  two  soldiers,  bound  with  two 
chains ;  and  the  keepers  before  the  door  kept  the  prison. 
And  behold,  the  Angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  him, 
and  a  light  shined  in  the  prison  ;  and  he  smote  Peter 
on  the  side,  and  raised  hhn  up,  saying.  Arise  up  fiuickly. 
And  his  chains  fell  off  from  his  hands.  And  the  Angel 
said  unto  liim,  Gird  thyself,  and  bind  on  thy  sandals  : 
and  so  he  did.  And  he  saith  unto  liim,  Cast  thy  gar- 
ment about  thee,  and  follow  me.  And  he  went  out, 
and  followed  him  ;  and  wist  not  that  it  was  true  which 
wa*s  done  by  the  Angel  ;  but  thought  he  saw  a  vision. 
When  tliey  were  past  the  first  and  the  second  ward, 
they  came  unto  the  iron  gate  that  leadeth  unto  the  city, 
wtiich  opened  to  them  of  his  own  accord  ;  and  they 
went  out,  and  passed  on  through  one  street,  and  forth- 
with the  Angel  departed  from  him.

And  if  thine  eye 
offend  thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  ca.st  it  from  thee  :  it  is 
better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  with  one  eye,  rather 
than  having  two  eyes  to  be  cat^t  into  hell-fire.  Take 
heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones  ;  for  I 
say  unto  you,  That  hi  heaven  their  angels  do  alway?^

There- 
fore, if  any  of  you  be  a  blasphemer  of  God,  an  hinderer  or 
slanderer  of  bis  Word,  an  adulterer,  or  be  in  malice,  or  envj% 
or  in  any  other  grievous  crime ;  repent  ye  of  your  sins,  or 
else  come  not  to  thut  holy  Table. 

And  because  it  is  requisite  that  no  man  should  come  to 
the  Holy  Communion,  but  with  a  full  trust  in  God's  mercy, 
and  with  a  quiet  conscience ;  therefore,  if  there  be  any  of 
you,  who  by  this  means  cannot  quiet  his  own  conscience 
herein,  but  requireth  further  comfort  or  counsel,  let  him 
come  to  me,  or  to  some  other  Minister  of  God's  Word,  and 
open  Ms  grief;  that  he  may  receive  such  godly  counsel  and 
advice,  as  may  tend  to  the  quieting  of  his  conscience,  and 
the  removing  of  all  scruple  and  doubtfulness.

EARLY    beloved  brethren,  on 1   intend,  by   God's 

grace»  to  celebrate  the  Lord's  Supper :  unto  which,  in 
God's  behalf,  I  bid  you  all  who  are  here  present ;  and  be- 
seech  you,  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  that  ye  will  not 
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refuse  to  come  thereto,  being  so  lovingly  called  and  bidden 
by  God  himself.  Ye  know  how  grievous  and  unkind  a  thing 
it  is,  when  a  man  hath  prepared  a  rich  feast,  decked  his 
table  with  all  kind  of  pro  vision,  so  that  there  lacketh  nothing 
but  the  guests  to  sit  down ;  and  yet  they  who  are  called 
(without  any  cause)  most  unthank fully  refuse  to  come* 
Which  of  you  in  such  a  case  would  not  be  moved  ?  Who 
would  not  think  a  great  injury  and  wrong  done  unto  him  ? 
Wherefore,  most  dearly  beloved  in  Christ,  take  ye  good 
heed,  lest  ye,  withdrawing  yourselves  from  this  holy  Supper, 
provoke  God*s  indignation  against  you.  It  is  ae  easy  matter 
for  a  man  to  say,  I  will  not  communicate,  because  I  am 
otherwise  hindered  with  worldly  business*  But  such  excuses 
are  not  8o  easily  accepted  and  allowed  before  God.  If  any 
man  say,  I  am  a  grievous  sinner,  and  therefore  am  afraid  to 
come  :  wherefore  then  do  ye  not  repent  and  amend?  When 
God  calleth  you,  are  ye  not  ashamed  to  say  ye  will  not  come? 
When  ye  should  return  to  God,  will  ye  excuse  yourselves, 
and  say  ye  are  not  ready  ?  Consider  earnestly  with  your- 
selves how  little  such  feigned  excuses  will  avaU  before  God, 
Those  who  refused  the  feast  in  the  Gospel,  because  they  had 
bought  a  farm,  or  would  try  their  yokes  of  oxen,  or  because 
they  were  married^  were  not  so  excused,  but  counted  unworthy 
of  the  heavenly  feast.  Wherefore,  according  to  mine  Office, 
I  bid  you  in  the  Name  of  God,  I  call  you  in  Christ*s  behalf, 
I  exhort  you,  as  ye  love  your  own  salvation,  that  ye  will  be 
partakers  of  this  holy  Communion.  And  as  the  Son  of  God 
did  vouchsafe  to  yield  up  his  soul  by  death  upon  the  Cross 
for  your  salvation  ;  so  it  is  your  duty  to  receive  the  Com- 
munion in  remembrance  of  the  sacrifice  of  his  death,  as  he 
himself  hath  commanded :  which  if  ye  shall  neglect  to  do, 
consider  with  yourselves  bow  great  is  your  ingratitude  to 
God,  and  how  sore  punishment  hangeth  over  your  heads  for 
the  same ;  when  ye  wilfully  abstain  from  the  Lord's  Table, 
and  separate  from  your  brethren,  who  come  to  feed  on  the 
banquet  of  that  most  heavenly  food.  These  things  if  ye 
earnestly  consider,  ye  will  by  God's  grace  return  to  a  better 
mind  :  for  the  obtaining  whereof  we  shall  not  cease  to  make 
our  humble  petitions  unto  Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father.

Question. 
TITHAT  is  your  Name? 
ft      Amwer.    iV;  or  if. 

Questi&ti,     Who  gave  you  this  Name? 

Anmver.  My  Sponsors  in  Baptism ;  wherein  I  was  made 
a  member  of  Christ,  the  child  of  God,  and  an  inheritor  of  the 
kingdom  of  Heaven. 

Qur.stion,     What  did  your  Sponsors  then  for  you? 

Aumver*  They  did  promii^e  and  vow  three  things  in  my 
name.  First,  that  I  should  renounce  the  devil  and  all  his 
works,  the  pomps  and  vanities  of  this  wicked  world,  and  all 
the  sinful  lusts  of  the  flesh.  Secondly » that  I  should  believe 
all  the  articles  of  the  Christian  Faith*  And  Thirdly,  that  I 
should  keep  God*s  holy  will  and  commandraents,  and  walk 
in  the  same  all  the  days  of  my  life. 

Questkm,  Dost  thou  not  think  that  thou  art  bound  to 
believe,  and  to  do,  as  they  have  promised  for  thee? 

Answer,  Yes,  verily ;  and  by  God's  help  so  I  will.  And 
I  heartily  thank  our  heavenly  Father,  that  he  hath  called  me 
to  this  state  of  salvation,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour.

Amwer.  My  duty  toward  God,  is  to  believe  in  him,  to  fear 
him,  and  to  love  him  with  all  my  heart,  with  all  my  mind, 
with  all  my  soul,  and  with  all  my  strength ;  to  worship  him, 
to  give  hira  tlxanks,  to  put  ray  whole  trust  in  him,  to  call 
upon  him,  to  honour  his  holy  Nam©  and  his  Word,  and  to 
serve  him  truly  all  the  days  of  my  life. 

QueHton.  What  is  thy  duty  toward  thy  Neighbour? 

Annwer.  My  duty  toward  my  Neighbour,  is  to  love  him  as

evil  speaking,  lying,  and  slandering :  To  keep  my  body  in 
temperance,  soberness,  and  chastity :  Not  to  covet  nor  desire 
other  men  8  goods  j  but  to  learn  and  labour  truly  to  get  mine 
own  living,  and  to  do  my  duty  in  that  state  of  life  unto 
which  it  shall  please  God  to  call  me*

Anmjoer,  Water;  wherein  the  person  is  baptized,  In  the 
Name  of  the  Father^  and  of  the  *9on,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Queitian,   What  is  the  inward  and  spiritual  grace  ? 

An$wer,  A  death  unto  sin,  and  a  new  birth  unto  right- 
eousness :  for  being  by  nature  born  in  sin,  and  the  children 
of  wraths  we  are  hereby  made  the  children  of  grace. 

Question.  What  is  required  of  persons  to  be  baptized  ? 

Answer,  Repentance,  whereby  they  forsake  sin ;  and  Faith, 
whereby  they  steadfastly  believe  the  promises  of  God  made 
to  them  in  that  Sacrament. 

Question.  Why  then  are  Infants  baptized,  when  by  reason 
of  their  tender  age  they  cannot  perform  them  ?

Question,  What  is  the  inward  part,  or  thing  signified? 
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AfMtww.  The  Body  and  Blood  of  ChriBt,  which  are  spirit- 
uaUr  taken  and  received  by  the  fidthfnl  in  tlie  Lord's  Supper. 

(gybutlAfm.  What  are  the  benefits  whereof  we  are  partuera 
thereby? 

AaMww.  The  strengthening  and  refreshing  of  onr  sonk  by 
the  Body  and  Blood  of  Cmisty  as  our  bwies  are  by  the 
Bread  and  Wine. 

(^cefttcm.  What  is  required  of  those  who  come  to  tiie 
Lord's  Supper? 

Amww.  To  examine  themselves,  whether  they  repent 
them  truly  of  their  former  sins,  stead£B»tly  purposing  to 
lead  a  new  life ;  have  a  lively  fiedth  in  Ood's  mercy  through 
Christ,  with  a  thanUal  remembrance  of  lus  death ;  and  be 
in  charity  with  all  men.

TO  the  end  that  Confirmation  may  be  ministered  to  the 
more  edifying  of  such  as  shall  receive  it,  the  Church 
has  thought  good  to  order;  That  none  shall  be  confirmed, 
but  such  as  can  say  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the 
Ten  Commandments ;  and  can  also  answer  to  such  other 
Questions,  as  in  the  short  Catechism  are  contained :  which 
order  is  very  convenient  to  be  observed  \  to  the  end,  that 
children,  being  now  come  to  the  years  of  discretion,  and  hav- 
ing learned  what  their  Godfathers  and  Godmothers  promised 
for  them  in  Baptism,  may  themselves,  with  their  own  mouth 
and  consent,  openly  before  the  Church,  ratify  and  confirm 
the  same ;  and  also  promise,  that,  by  the  grace  of  God,  they 
will  evermore  endeavor  themselves  faithfully  to  observe 
such  things,  as  they,  by  their  own  confession,  have  assented 
unto.

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TAKE  therefore  in  good  part  the  chaBtisement  of  the 
Lord  :  For  (as  Saint  Paul  saith  in  the  twelfth  Chapter 
to  the  Hebrews)  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chasteneth,  and 
scourge th  every  son  whom  he  receiveth.  If  ye  endure  chas- 
tening, God  dealeth  with  you  as  with  sons  ;  for  what  son  is 
he  whom  the  Father  chasteoeth  not  ?  But  if  ye  be  without 
chastisement,  whereof  all  are  partakers,  then  are  ye  bastards, 
and  not  sons.  Furthermore,  we  have  had  fathers  of  our  flesh, 
which  corrected  us,  and  we  gave  them  reverence  :  shall  we 
not  much  rather  be  in  subjection  uoto  the  Father  of  spirits, 
and  live?  For  they  verily  for  a  few  days  chastened  us  after 
their  own  pleasure  :  but  he  for  our  profit,  that  we  might  be 
partakers  of  his  holiness.  These  words,  good  brother^  are 
written  in  holy  Scripture  for  our  comfort  and  instruction  ; 
that  we  should  patiently,  and  with  thanksgiving,  bear  our 
heavenly  Fathers  correction!  whensoever,  by  any  manner  of 
adversity,  it  shall  please  his  gracious  goodness  to  visit  us. 
And  there  should  be  no  greater  comforfc  to  Christian  persons, 
than  to  be  made  like  unto  Christ,  by  suffering  patiently 
adversities,  troubles,  and  sicknesses.  For  he  himself  went 
not  up  to  joy,  but  first  he  suffered  pain ;  he  entered  not  into 
his  glory  before  he  was  crucified.  So  truly  our  way  to  eter- 
nal joy  is  to  suffer  here  with  Christ ;  and  our  door  to  enter 
into  eternal  life  is  gladly  to  die  with  Christ ;  that  we  may 
rise  again  from  deaths  and  dwell  with  him  in  everlasting 
life.  Now  therefore,  taking  your  sickness,  which  is  thus 
profitable  for  you,  patiently,  I  exhort  you,  in  the  Name  of 
God,  to  remember  the  profession  which  you  made  unto  God 
in  your  Baptism,  And  forasmuch  as  after  this  life  there  is 
an  account  to  be  given  unto  the  righteous  Judge,  by  whom 
all  must  be  judged,  without  respect  of  persons,  I  require  you 
to  examine  yourself  and  your  estate,  both  toward  God  and 
man ;  so  that,  accusing  and  condemning  yourself  for  your 
own  faults,  you  may  find  mercy  at  our  heavenly  Father's 
hand  for  Christ's  sake,  and  not  be  accused  and  condemned 
in  that  fearful  judgment.  Therefore  I  shall  rehearse  to  you 
the  Articles  of  our  Faith  ;  that  you  may  know  whether  you 
do  believe  as  a  Christian  man  should,  or  no,

^  At  the  time  of  the  distribution  of  the  Holy  Sacrament,  the  Minister  shall  Jirst 
receive  the  Communion  himself ^  and  after  minister  unto  those  who  are  appointed  to 
communicate  with  the  sick,  ana  last  of  all  to  the  sick  person. 

^  But  if  a  man,  either  by  reason  of  extremity  of  sickness,  or  for  want  of  warning  in 
due  time  to  the  Minister,  or  for  lack  of  company  to  receive  with  him,  or  by  any 
other  just  impediment,  do  not  receive  the  Sacrament  of  Christ*  s  Body  and  Blood, the 
Minister  shall  instruct  him,  that  if  he  do  truly  repent  him  of  his  sins  and  stead- 
fastly believe  that  Jesus  Christ  hath  suffered  aeath  upon  the  Crossfor  him,  and  shed 
his  Blood  for  his  redemption,  eame4tty  remembering  the  benefits  he  hath  thereby, 
and  giving  him  hearty  thanks  therefor,  he  doth  eat  and  drink  the  Body  and  Blood 
of  our  Saviour  Christ  proftably  to  his  Soul*s  health,  although  he  do  not  receive  the 
Sacrament  with  his  mouth. 

^  When  the  sick  person  is  visited,  and  receiveth  the  Holy  Communion  all  at  one  time, 
then  the  Minister,  for  more  expedition,  shall  cut  off  the  form  of  the  Vititatum  at  the 
Psalm,  and  go  straight  to  the  Communion. 

^  In  the  times  of  contagious  sickness  or  disease,  when  none  of  the  Parish  or  neighbours 
can  be  gotten  to  communicate  with  the  sick  in  their  houses,  for  fear  of  the  infeetionf 
upon  special  request  of  the  diseased,  the  Minister  alone  may  communicate  with  him. 
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^  Here  it  is  to  be  noted  that  the  Office  ensuing  is  not  to  be  used  for  any  unbaptized 
adults,  any  excommunicate  jjersons  who  die  impenitent,  or  any  who  die  in  the  com- 
mission of  a  gn'erous  crime,  or  who,  having  laid  violent  hands  on  themselves,  have 
not  been  found  to  have  been  of  unsound  mind.

I  go  hence,  and  be  no  more  seen. 

Lord,  thou  hast  been  our  refuge  :  from  one  generation  to 
another. 

Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or  ever  the  earth 
and  the  world  were  made :  thou  art  God  from  everlasting, 
and  world  without  end. 

Thou  tnrnest  man  to  destruction :  again  thou  sayest,  Come 
again,  ye  children  of  men. 

For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but  as  yesterday : 
seeing  that  is  past  as  a  watch  in  the  night. 

As  soon  as  thou  scatterest  them  they  are  even  as  a  sleep : 
and  fade  away  suddenly  like  the  grass. 

In  the  morning  it  is  green,  and  growetb  up :  but  in  the 
evening  it  is  cut  down,  dried  up,  and  withered. 

For  we  consume  away  in  thy  displeasure :  and  are  afraid 
at  thy  wrathful  indignation. 

Thou  hast  set  our  misdeeds  before  thee :  and  our  secret 
sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance. 
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For  when  thou  art  angry  all  our  days  are  gone :  we  bring 
our  years  to  an  end,  as  it  were  a  tale  that  is  told. 

The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore  years  and  ten ;  and 
though  men  be  so  strong  that  they  come  to  fourscore  years : 
yet  is  their  strength  then  but  labour  and  sorrow ;  so  soon 
passeth  it  away,  and  we  are  gone. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our  days :  that  we  may  apply  our 
hearts  unto  wisdom.

NOW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the  first- 
fruits  of  them  that  slept.  For  since  by  man  came  deatli, 
by  man  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  For  as  in 
Adam  all  die»  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive.  But 
every  man  in  his  own  order :  Christ  the  first-fruits ;  after- 
ward they  that  are  Christ's,  at  his  coming.  Then  cometh 
the  end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up  the  kingdom  to 
God,  even  the  Father ;  when  he  shall  have  put  down  all  rule, 
and  all  authority,  and  power.  For  he  must  reign,  till  he  hath 
put  all  enemies  under  his  feet.  The  last  enemy  that  shall  be 
destroyed  is  death.  For  he  hath  put  all  things  under  his 
feet.  But  when  he  saith,  all  things  are  put  under  him, 
it  is  manifest  that  he  is  excepted,  which  did  put  all 
things  under  him.  And  when  all  things  shall  be  sub- 
dued unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son  also  himself  be  subject 
unto  him  that  put  all  things  under  him,  that  God  may  be  all 
in  all.  Else  what  shall  they  do  which  are  baptized  for  the 
dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not  at  all?  Why  are  they  then  bap* 
tized  for  the  dead?  and  why  stand  we  in  jeopardy  every 
hour  ?  I  protest  by  your  rejoicing,  which  I  have  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord,  I  die  daily.  If  after  the  manner  of  men  I 
have  fought  with  beasts  at  Ephesus,  what  advantageth  it  me, 
if  the  dead  rise  not?  let  us  eat  and  drink,  for  to-morrow  we 
die.     Be  not  deceived:  evil   communications  corrupt  good 
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manners.  Awake  to  righteousness,  and  sin  not ;  for  soma 
have  not  the  knowledge  of  God.  I  speak  this  to  your 
shame.  But  some  man  will  sajs  How  are  the  dead  raised 
up?  and  with  what  body  do  they  come?  Thou  fool!  that 
which  thou  so  west  is  not  quickened,  except  it  die.  And 
that  which  thou  sowest,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that  shall 
be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of  some  other 
grain.  But  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased  him, 
and  to  every  seed  his  own  body.  All  flesh  is  not  the  same 
flesh;  but  there  is  one  kind  of  flash  of  men,  another  flesh  of 
beasts,  another  of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds.  There  are 
also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial ;  but  the  glory  of 
the  celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another* 
There  is  one  glory  of  the  enn,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon, 
and  another  glory  of  the  stars;  for  one  star  differeth  from 
another  star  in  glory*  So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption  ;  it  is  raised  in  incorruption  : 
it  is  sown  in  dishonour;  it  is  raised  in  glory:  it  is  sown  in 
weakness;  it  is  raised  in  power:  it  is  sown  a  natural  body; 
it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body*  There  is  a  natural  body,  and 
there  is  a  spiritual  body.  And  so  it  is  written,  The  first  man 
Adam  was  made  a  living  soul ;  the  last  Adam  was  made  a 
quickening  spirit.  Howbeit,  that  was  not  first  which  is  spirit- 
ual, but  that  which  is  natural ;  and  afterward  that  which  is 
spiritual.  The  first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy :  the  second  man 
is  the  Lord  from  heaven*  As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  also 
that  are  earthy :  and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also 
that  are  heavenly.  And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the 
earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly.  Now 
this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit  the 
kingdom  of  God ;  neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorrup- 
tion. Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery  :  we  shall  not  all  sleep, 
but  we  shaU  all  be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling 
of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump :  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound, 
and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be 
changed.  For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption, 
and  this  mortal  must  put  on  immortality*  So  when  this  cor- 
ruptible shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal 
shall  have  put  on   immortality ;  then  shall  be   brought  to 
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the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in 
victory.  O  death,  where  is  thy  sting?  O  grave,  where  is 
thy  victory?  The  stiog  of  death  is  sin;  and  the  strength  of 
sin  is  the  Law,  But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the 
victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore,  my 
beloved  brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  unmoveable,  always 
abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know 
that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord.

DEARLY  beloved,  know  this,  that  Almighty  God,  whose

DEARLY  beloved,  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  his 
justice,  to  bring  jou  under  the  seutence  and  condemua* 
tion  of  the  law.  You  are  shortly  to  suifer  death  in  such  a 
manner,  that  others,  warned  by  your  example,  may  be  the 
more  afraid  to  offend ;  and  we  pray  God,  that  you  may  make 
such  use  of  your  punishmenta  in  this  world,  that  your  soul 
may  be  saved  in  the  world  to  come. 

Wherefore  we  come  to  you  in  the  bowels  of  compassion ; 
and,  being  desirous  that  you  should  avoid  presumption  on 
the  one  hand,  and  despair  on  the  other,  shall  plainly  lay 
before  you  the  wretchedness  of  your  condition,  and  declare 
how  far  you  ought  to  depend  on  the  mercies  of  God,  and  the 
merits  of  our  Saviour*  Consider  then  seriously  with  your- 
self, in  all  appearance  the  time  of  your  dissolution  draweth 
near;  your  sins  have  laid  fast  hold  upon  you ;  you  are  soon 
to  be  removed  from  among  men  by  a  violent  death ;  and  you 
shall  fade  away  suddenly  like  the  grass,  which  in  the  morn- 
ing is  green  and  groweth  up,  but  in  the  evening  is  cut  down, 
dned  up,  and  withered.  After  you  have  thus  finished  the 
course  of  a  sinful  and  miserable  life,  you  shall  appear  before 
the  Judge  of  all  flesh;  who,  as  he  pronouneeth  blessings  on 
the  righteous,  shall  likewise  say,  with  a  terrible  voice  of 
most  just  judgment,  to  the  wicked.  Go,  ye  accursed,  into 
the  fire  everlasting,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his  angels. 

Your  sins  have  brought  you  too  near  this  dreadful  sentence : 
it  is  therefore  your  part  and  duty,  my  brother,  humbly  to 
confess  and  bewail  your  great  and  manifold  offences,  and  to 
repent  you  truly  of  your  sins,  as  you  tender  the  eternal 
salvation  of  your  soul. 

Be  not  deceived  with  a  vain  and  presumptuous  expecta- 
tion of  God's  favour,  nor  say  within  yourself,  Peace,  peace, 
where  there  is  no  peace ;  for  there  is  no  peace,  saith  my 
God,  to  the  wicked.  God  is  not  mocked ;  he  is  of  purer 
eyes  than  to  behold  iniquity ;  and  without  holiness  no  man 
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shall  see  the  Lord.  On  the  other  hand,  despair  not  of  God's 
raercy,  though  trouble  is  on  every  aide ;  for  God  shutteth 
not  up  his  mercies  for  ever  in  displeasure  :  but  if  we  confess 
our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to 
cleanse  us  frona  all  unrighteousness.  Do  not  either  way 
abuse  the  goodness  of  God,  who  calleth  us  mercifully  to 
amendment,  and  of  liis  endless  pity  promiseth  us  forgiveness 
of  that  which  is  past,  if  with  a  perfect  and  true  heart  we 
return  unto  him.

ation hinder  you  from  making  a  true  and  full  confession  of 
your  sins,  and  giving  all  the  satisfaction  which  is  in  your 
power  to  every  one  whom  you  have  wronged  or  injured; 
that  you  may  find  mercy  at  your  heavenly  Father's  hand, 
for  Chris t*8  sake,  and  not  be  condemned  in  the  dreadful  day 
of  judgment. 

Lastly,  beloved ;  submit  yourself  with  Christian  resigna^ 
tion  to  the  just  judgment  of  God,  which  your  own  crimes 
have  brought  upon  you,  and  be  in  charity  with  all  men; 
being  ready  sincerely  to  forgive  all  such  as  have  offended 
you,  not  excepting  those  who  have  prosecuted  you  even 
unto  death:  and,  though  this  may  seem  a  hard  saying,  yet 
know  assuredly,  that  without  it  your  charity  is  not  yet  per- 
fect. And  fail  not  earnestly  to  endeavour  and  pray  for  this 
blessed  temper  and  composure  of  mind.  So  may  you  cast 
yourself  with  an  entire  dependence  upon  the  mercies  of  God, 
through  the  merits  of  our  Saviour  and  Redeemer  Jesus  Christ.

4  Stand  in  awe,  and  sin  not :  commune  with  your 
own  heart,  and  in  your  chamber,  and  be  still. 

5  Offer  the  sacrifice  of  righteousness :  and  put  your 
trust  in  the  Lord. 

6  There  be  many  that  say :  Who  will  show  us  any 
good? 

7  Lord,  lift  thou  up :  the  light  of  thy  countenance 
upon  us. 

8  Thou  hast  put  gladness  in  my  heart:  since  the 
time  that  their  corn,  and  wine,  and  oil  increased. 

9  I  will  lay  me  down  in  peace,  and  take  my  rest : 
for  it  is  thou.  Lord,  only,  that  makest  me  dwell  in 
safety. 
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Psalm  5.     Verba  mea  aurihns. 

PONDER  my  words,  O  Loed  :  consider  my  medita- 
tion* 

2  O  hearken  thou  unto  the  voice  of  my  calling,  my 
King,  and  my  God :  for  imto  thee  will  I  make  my 
prayer. 

3  My  voice  shalt  thou  hear  betimes,  0  Lord  :  early 
in  the  morning  will  I  direct  my  prayer  unto  thee,  and 
will  look  up. 

4  For  thou  art  the  God  that  hast  no  plea^^ure  in 
wickedness :  neither  shall  any  e\dl  dwell  with  thee. 

5  Such  as  be  foolish  shall  not  stand  in  thy  sight ;

G  Thou  shalt  destroy  them  that  speak  lies:  the 
Lord  \\ill  abhor  both  the  blood-thirsty  and  deceitful 
man* 

7  But  as  for  me,  I  will  come  into  thy  house,  even 
upon  the  multitude  of  thy  mercy :  and  in  thy  fear 
will  I  w^orship  tow^ard  thy  holy  temple.  * 

8  Lead  me,  O  Lord,  in  thy  righteousnessj  because 
of  mine  enemies :  make  thy  way  plain  before  my  face* 

9  For  there  is  no  faithfulness  in  his  mouth :  their 
inward  ]>arts  are  very  wickedness. 

10  Their  tliroat  is  an  open  sepulchre :  they  flatter 
with  their  tongue. 

11  Destroy  thou  them,  0  God;  let  them  perish 
through  their  own  imaginations :  cast  them  out  m  the 
multitude  of  their  ungodliness ;  for  they  have  rebelled 
against  thee* 

12  And  let  all  them  that  put  their  trust  in  thee 
rejoice :  they  shall  ever  be  giving  of  thanks,  because 
thou  defendest  them ;  they  that  love  thy  Name  shall 
be  joyful  in  thee. 

13  For  thou  J  Lord,  wilt  give  thy  blessing  unto  the

11  He  falleth  down,  and  humbleth  himself  :  that 
the  congregation  of  the  poor  may  fall  into  the  hands 
of  his  captains. 

12  He  Iiath  said  in  his  heart,  Tush !  God  hath  for- 
gotten :  he  hideth  away  his  face,  and  he  will  never 
see  it. 

13  Arise,  0  Lord  God,  and  lift  up  thiue  hand  :  for- 
get not  the  poor. 

14  Wherefore  should  the  wicked  blaspheme  God  : 
while  he  doth  say  in  his  heart,  Tush  !  thou  God  carest 
not  for  it? 

15  Surely  thou  hast  seen  it :  for  thou  beholdest 
ungodliness  and  wrong. 

16  That  thou  may  est  take  the  matter  into  thy  hand  : 
the  poor  committeth  himself  unto  thee  ;  for  thou  art 
the  helper  of  the  friendless. 

17  Break  thou  the  power  of  the  ungodly  and  mali- 
cious :  take  away  his  ungodliness,  and  thou  shalt  find 
none. 

18  The  Lord  is  King  for  ever  and  ever:  and  the 
heathen  are  perished  out  of  the  land. 

19  Lord,  thou  hast  heard  the  desire  of  the  poor : 
thou  preparest  their  heart,  and  thine  ear  hearkeneth 
thereto  ; 

20  To  help  the  fatherless  and  poor  unto  their  right :

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that  the  man  of  the  earth  be  no  more  exalted  against 
them. 

Psahn  11.     In  Domino  confido. 

IN  the  Lord  put  I  my  trust :  how  say  ye  then  to  my 
soul,  that  she  should  flee  as  a  bird  unto  the  hill  ? 

2  For  lo,  the  ungodly  bend  their  bow,  and  make 
ready  their  arrows  within  the  quiver  :  that  they  may 
privily  shoot  at  them  which  are  true  of  heart. 

3  For  the  foundations  will  be  cast  down :  and  what 
hath  the  righteous  done  ? 

4  The  Lord  is  in  his  holy  temple  :  the  Lord's  seat 
is  in  heaven. 

5  His  eyes  consider  the  poor :  and  his  eyelids  try 
the  children  of  men. 

6  The  Lord  alloweth  the  righteous :  but  the  un- 
godly, and  him  that  delighteth  in  wickedness,  doth  his 
soul  abhor. 

7  Upon  the  ungodly  he  shall  rain  snares,  fire  and 
brimstone,  storm  and  tempest :  this  shall  be  their  por- 
tion to  drink.

they  do  but  flatter  with  their  lips,  and  dissemble  in 
their  double  heart.

8  Thou  shalt  keep  them,  0  Lord  :  thou  ehalt  pre- 
serv^e  him  from  this  generation  for  ever. 

9  The  ungodly  walk  on  every  side :  when  they  are 
exalted^  the  children  of  men  are  put  to  rebuke. 

Psalm  13.      Usquequo^  Domine, 
TTOW  long  wilt  thou  forget  me,  0  Lord,  for  ever : 
XX  how  long  wilt  thou  hide  thy  face  from  me? 

2  How  long  shall  I  seek  counsel  in  my  soul,  and  be 
so  vexed  in  my  heart :  how  long  shall  mine  enemies 
triumph  over  me  ? 

3  Consider,  and  hear  me,  O  Lord  my  God :  lighten 
mine  eyes,  that  I  sleep  not  in  death ; 

4  Lest  mine  enemy  say,  I  have  prevailed  against 
him :  for  if  1  be  Ciist  down,  they  that  trouble  nie  will 
rejoice  at  it.

3  The  LoKD  looked  down  from  heaven  upon  tiie 
children  of  men :  to  see  if  there  were  any  that  wonld 
understand,  and  seek  after  God : 

4  But  they  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way,  they  are 
altogether  become  abominable:  there  is  none  thiit 
doemgood,  no  not  one. 

5  Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulchre;  with  their 
tongues  have  they  deceived:  the  poison  of  asps  is 
under  their  lips. 

6  Their  mouth  is  full  of  cursing  and  bitterness: 
their  feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood. 

7  Destruction  and  unhappiness  is  in  their  ways,  and 
the  way  of  peace  have  they  not  known:  there  is  no 
fear  of  God  before  their  eyes. 

8  Have  they  no  knowledge,  that  they  are  all  suoh 
workers  of  mischief :  eatmg  up  my  people  as  it  were 
bread,  and  call  not  upon  the  Lord  ? 

9  There  were  they  brought  in  great  fear,  even 
where  no  fear  was :  for  God  is  in  the  generation  of 
the  righteous. 

10  As  for  you,  ye  have  made  a  mock  at  the  coimsel 
of  the  poor :  because  he  putteth  his  trust  in  the  Lord. 

11  Who  shall  give  salvation  unto  Israel  out  of  Sion  ? 
When  the  Lord  tumeth  the  captivity  of  his  people : 
then  shall  Jacob  rejoice,  and  Israel  shall  be  glad.

LORD,  who  shall  dwell  in  thy  tabernacle :  or  who 
shall  rest  upon  thy  holy  lull? 
2  Even  he   that  leadeth   an   uncorrupt  life:    and 
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doetli  the  thing  which  is  right,  and  speaketh  the  truth 
from  his  heart. 

3  He  that  hath  used  no  deceit  in  his  tongue,  nor 
done  evil  to  his  neigbour  :  and  hath  not  slandered  his 
neighbour, 

4  He  that  >ietteth  not  by  himself,  but  is  lowly  in  his 
own  eyes :  and  niaketh  much  of  them  that  fear  the 
Lord. 

5  He  that  swearetli  unto  his  neighbour,  and  disap- 
^pointeth  him  not:  though  it  were  to  his  own  hindrance. 

6  He  that  hath  not  given  his  money  upon  usury: 
nor  taken  reward  against  the  innocent. 

7  Whoso  doeth  these  things :  shall  never  fall. 

Psahn  16.     Conserva  me,  Doinine, 

PRESERVE  me,  0  God :   for  in  thee  have  I  put  my 
trust. 

2  O  my  soul,  thou  hast  said  unto  the  Lord  :  Thou 
art  my  God  ;  my  goods  are  nothing  unto  thee. 

3  All  my  delight  is  upon  the  saints  that  are  in  the 
earth :  and  upon  such  as  excel  in  virtue. 

4  But  they  that  run  after  another  god :  shall  have 
great  trouble, 

5  Their  drink-offerings  of  blood  will  I  not  offer : 
neither  make  mention  of  their  names  within  my  lips* 

6  The  Lord  himself  is  the  portion  of  mine  inheri- 
tance, and  of  my  eup:  thou  shalt  maintain  my  lot. 


7  The  lot  is  fallen  unto  me  in  a  fair  ground :  yea,  I 
have  a  goodl^^  heritage. 

8  I  will  thank  the  Lord  iuv  giving  me  warning  : 
my  reins  also  chasten  me  in  the  night-season. 

9  I  have  set  God  always  before  me:  for  he  is  on  my 
right  hand,  therefore  1  shall  not  fall. 

10  Wherefore   my   heart  was  glad,  and  my  glory 
rejoiced  :  my  flesh  also  shall  rest  in  hope. 
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11  For  why?  thou  shall  not  leave  my  soul  in  heU  : 
neither  shalt  thou  suffer  thy  Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 

12  Thou  fehalt  show  me  the  path  of  life;  in  thy 
presence  is  the  fulness  of  joy:  and  at  thy  right  hand 
there  is  pleasure  for  evermore. 

Psalm  17.     Exaudi,  Domine. 

HEAR  the  right,  0  Lord,  consider  my  complaint : 
and  hearken  unto  my  prayer,  that  goeth  not  out 
of  feigned  lips. 

2  Let  my  sentence  come  forth  from  thy  presence : 
and  let  thine  eyes  look  upon  the  thing  that  is  equal. 

3  Thou  hast  proved  and  visited  mine  heart  in  the 
night-season;  thou  hast  tried  me,  and  shalt  find  no 
wickedness  in  me :  for  I  am  utterly  purposed  that  my 
mouth  shall  not  offend. 

4  Because  of  men's  works  that  are  done  against  the 
words  of  thy  lips :  I  have  kept  me  from  the  ways  of 
the  destroyer. 

5  0  hold  thou  up  my  goings  in  thy  paths :  that  my 
footsteps  slip  not. 

6  I  have  called  upon  thee,  0  God,  for  thou  shalt 
hear  me :  incline  thine  ear  to  me,  and  hearken  unto 
my  words. 

7  Show  thy  marvellous  loving-kindness,  thou  that 
art  the  Saviour  of  them  which  put  their  trust  in  thee : 
from  such  as  resist  thy  right  hand. 

8  Keep  me  as  the  apple  of  an  eye :  hide  me  under 
the  shadow  of  thy  wings, 

9  From  the  ungodly,  that  trouble  me :  mine  enemies 
compass  me  round  about,  to  take  away  my  soul. 

10  They  are  inclosed  in  their  own  fat:  and  their 
mouth  speaketh  proud  things. 

11  They  lie  waiting  in  our  way  on  every  side : 
turning  their  eyes  down  to  the  ground ; 
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12  like  as  a  lion  that  is  greedy  of  his  prey :  and  as 
it  were  a  lion's  whelp  lurking  in  secret  places. 

13  Up,  Lord,  disappoint  him,  and  cast  him  down : 
deliver  my  soul  from  the  ungodly,  which  is  a  sword  of 
thine; 

14  From  the  men  of  thy  hand,  0  Lord,  from  the 
men,  I  say,  and  from  the  evil  world  :  which  have  their 
portion  in  this  life,  whose  bellies  thou  fillest  with  thy 
hid  treasure. 

15  They  have  children  at  their  desire :  and  leave 
the  rest  of  their  substance  for  their  babes. 

16  But  as  for  me,  I  will  behold  thy  presence  in 
righteousness :  and  when  I  awake  up  after  thy  likeness, 
I  shall  be  satisfied  with  it.

I  WILL  love  thee,  0  Lord^  my  strength.  The  Lord 
is  my  stony  rock,  and  my  defence  :  my  Saviour;  my 
God,  and  my  might,  in  whom  I  will  trust ;  my  buck- 
ler, the  horn  also  of  my  salvation,  and  my  refuge.

3  The  sorrows  of  death  compassed  me :  and  the 
overflowings  of  ungodliness  made  me  afraid.

15  The  springs  of  waters  were  seen,  and  the  founda- 
tions of  the  round  world  were  discovered  at  thy  chid- 
ing, 0  Lord:  at  the  blasting  of  the  breath  of  thy 
displeasure. 

16  He  shall  send  down  from  on  high  to  fetch  me: 
and  shall  take  me  out  of  many  waters. 

17  He  shall  deliver  me  from  my  strongest  enemy, 
and  from  them  which  hate  me :  for  they  are  too 
mighty  for  me. 

18  They  prevented  me  in  the  day  of  my  trouble : 
but  the  Lord  was  my  upholder. 

19  He  brought  me  forth  also  into  a  place  of  liberty :  he 
brought  me  forth,  even  because  he  had  a  favour  unto 
me. 

20  The  Lord  shall  reward  me  after  my  righteous 
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dealing :  according  to  the  cleanness  of  my  hands  shall 

he  recompense  me. 

21  Because  I  have  kept  the  ways  of  the  Jjorb:  and 
have  not  forsaken  my  God,  as  the  wicked  doth. 

22  For  1  have  an  eye  unto  all  his  laws  :  and  will 
not  cast  out  his  connnandinents  from  me. 

23  I  was  also  uncorrupt  Ijcfore  him :  and  eschewed 
mine  own  wickedness, 

24  Therefore  shall  the  Lokd  reward  me  after  my 
righteous  dealing;  and  according  unto  the  cleanness 
of  my  hands  in  his  eyesight. 

25  With  the  holy  thou  shalt  be  holy :  and  with  a 
perfect  man  thou  shalt  be  perfect, 

26  With  the  clean  thou  shalt  be  clean:  and  with  the 
fro  ward  thou  slialt  learn  frowardness. 

27  For  thou  shalt  save  the  people  that  are  in  ad- 
versity :  and  shalt  bring  down  the  high  looks  of  the 
proud. 

28  Tliou  also  shalt  light  my  candle :  the  Lord  my 
God  shall  make  my  darkness  to  be  light. 

29  For  in  thee  I  shall  discomfit  an  host  of  men :  and 
with  the  help  of  my  God  I  shall  leap  over  the  walL 

30  The  way  of  God  is  an  undefiled  way :  the  word 
of  the  Lord  also  is  tried  in  the  fire ;  he  m  the  defender 
of  all  them  that  put  their  trust  in  him. 

31  For  who  is  God,  but  the  Lord  :  or  who  hath  any 
strength,  except  our  God  ? 

32  It  is  God  that  girdeth  me  with  strength  of  war : 
and  maketh  my  way  perfect. 

33  He  maketh  my  feet  like  hart's  feet:  and  setteth 
me  up  on  high. 

34  He  teacheth  mine  hands  to  fight:  and  mine  arms 
shall  break  even  a  bow  of  steel. 

35  Thou  hast  given  me  the  defence  of  thy  salvation  : 
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thy  right  hand  also  shall  hold  me  up,  and  thy  loving 
correction  shall  make  me  great. 

36  Thou  shalt  make  room  enough  under  me  for  to 
go :  that  my  footsteps  shall  not  slide. 

37  I  will  follow  upon  mine  enemies,  and  overtake 
them :  neither  will  I  turn  again  till  I  have  destroyed 
them. 

38  I  will  smite  them,  that  they  shall  not  be  able  to 
stand :  but  fall  under  my  feet. 

39  Thou  hast  girded  me  with  strength  unto  the  bat- 
tle :  thou  shalt  throw  down  mine  enemies  under  me. 

40  Thou  hast  made  mine  enemies  also  to  turn  their 
backs  upon  me :  and  I  shall  destoy  them  that  hate  me. 

41  They  shall  cry,  but  there  shall  be  none  to  help 
them :  yea,  even  unto  the  Lord  shall  they  cry,  but  he 
shall  not  hear  them. 

42  I  will  beat  them  as  small  as  the  dust  before  the 
wind :  I  will  cast  them  out  as  the  clay  in  the  streets. 

43  Thou  shalt  deliver  me  from  the  strivings  of  the 
people :  and  thou  shalt  make  me  the  head  of  the 
heathen. 

44  A  people  whom  I  have  not  known  :  shall  serve 
me. 

45  As  soon  as  they  hear  of  me,  they  shall  obey  me : 
but  the  strange  children  shall  dissemble  with  me. 

46  The  strange  children  shall  fail :  and  be  afraid  out 
of  their  prisons. 

47  The  Lord  liveth ;  and  blessed  be  my  strong 
helper :  and  praised  be  the  God  of  my  salvation. 

48  Even  the  God  that  seeth  that  I  be  avenged :  and 
subdueth  the  people  unto  me. 

49  It  is  he  that  delivereth  me  from  my  cruel 
enemies,  and  setteth  me  up  above  my  adversaries : 
thou  shalt  rid  me  from  the  wicked  man. 
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50  For  this  cause  will  I  give  thanks  unto  thee,  0 
Lord,  among  the  Gentile.H :  and  sing  pniises  unto  thy 
Name, 

51  Great  pro.sperity  giveth  he  unto  his  King :  and 
showeth  loving-kindness  unto  David,  his  Anointed, 
and  unto  his  seed  for  evermore,

Psalm  19.     Cceli  enarrant. 

THE   heavens  declare   the  glory  of  God :  and  the 
firmament  showeth  his  handy-work. 

2  One  day  telle th  another :  and  one  night  certifieth 
another. 

3  There  Is  neither  speech  nor  language :  but  their 
voices  are  heard  among  them, 

4  Their  sound  is  gone  out  into  all  lands ;  and  their 
words  into  the  ends  of  the  world. 

5  In  them  hath  he  set  a  taljernacle  for  the  sun : 
which  Cometh  forth  a.s  a  bridegroom  out  of  his  cham- 
ber, and  rejoice  th  as  a  giant  to  rmi  his  course* 

6  It  goeth  forth  from  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
heaven,  and  runneth  about  unto  the  end  of  it  again : 
and  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat  thereof* 

7  The  law  of  the  Ixjkd  is  an  undefiled  law,  convert- 
ing the  soul :  the  testonony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  and 
giveth  wisdom  unto  the  simple, 

8  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  and  rejoice 
the  heart :  the  commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure,  and 
giveth  light  unto  the  eyes, 

9  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  and  endureth 
for  ever:  the  judgments  of  the  Lord  are  true,  and 
righteous  altogether. 
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10  More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold ;  yea,  than 
much  fine  gold:  sweeter  also  than  honey,  and  the 
honey-comb. 

11  Moreover,  by  them  is  thy  servant 'taught :  and 
in  keeping  of  them  there  is  great  reward. 

12  Who  can  tell  how  oft  he  oflfendeth :  0  cleanse 
thou  me  from  my  secret  faults. 

13  Keep  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous  sins, 
lest  they  get  the  dominion  over  me :  so  shall  I  be  un- 
defiled,  and  innocent  from  the  great  oflfence. 

14  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation 
of  my  heart:  be  alway  acceptable  in  thy  sight, 

15  0  Lord:  my  strength  and  my  redeemer. 

Psalm  20.     Exaudiat  te  Dominus. 

THE  Lord  hear  thee  in  the  day  of  trouble:  the 
Name  of  the  God  of  Jacob  defend  thee ; 

2  Send  thee  help  from  the  sanctuary :  and  strengthen 
thee  out  of  Sion ; 

3  Remember  all  thy  offerings:  and  accept  thy 
burnt-sacrifice ; 

4  Grant  thee  thy  heart's  desire :  and  fulfil  all  thy 
mind. 

5  We  will  rejoice  in  thy  salvation,  and  triumph  in 
the  Name  of  the  Lord  our  God :  the  Lord  perform  all 
thy  petitions. 

6  Now  know  I  that  the  Lord  helpeth  his  Anointed, 
and  will  hear  him  from  his  holy  heaven  :  even  with 
the  wholesome  strength  of  his  right  hand. 

7  Some  put  their  trust  in  chariots,  and  some  in 
horses :  but  we  will  remember  the  Name  of  the  Lord 
our  God. 

8  They  are  brought  down  and  fallen  :  but  we  are 
risen  and  stand  upright. 
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9  Save,  Lord;  and  hear  us,  0  King  of  heaven: 
when  we  call  upon  thee. 

Psalm  21.     Dotniney  in  virtnte  ttta. 

THE  Kmg  shall  rejoice  m  thy  strength,  0  Lord  : 
exceeding  glad  shall  he  l)e  of  thy  salvation. 

2  Thou  hast  given  him  his  lieart's  desire :  and  hast 
not  denied  liim  the  request  of  his  lips. 

3  For  thou  shalt  prevent  him  with  the  blessings  of 
goodness :  and  slialt  set  a  crown  of  pure  gold  upon  his 
head. 

4  He  asked  life  of  thee;  and  thou  gavest  hira  a 
long  life:  even  for  ever  and  ever* 

5  His  honour  is  great  in  thy  salvation :  glory  and 
great  worship  shalt  thou  lay  upon  him, 

6  For  thou  shalt  give  him  everlasting  felicity :  and 
make  him  glad  with  the  joy  of  thy  countenance. 

7  And  why?  because  the  King  putteth  his  trust  in 
the  Lord  :  and  in  tlie  mercy  of  the  Most  Highest  he 
shall  not  miscarry* 

8  All  thine  enemies  shall  feel  thy  hand  :  thy  right 
hand  shall  find  out  them  that  hate  thee. 

9  Thou  shalt  make  them  like  a  fiery  oven  m  time 
of  thy  wratli :  the  Lord  shall  destroy  them  in  his  dis- 
pleasure, and  the  fire  shall  consume  them. 

10  Their  fruit  shalt  thou  root  out  of  the  earth  :  and 
their  seed  from  among  the  children  of  men. 

11  For  they  intended  mischief  against  thee:  and 
imagined  such  a  device  as  they  are  not  able  to  per- 
form. 

12  Therefore  shalt  thou  put  them  to  flight:  and  the 
strings  of  thy  bow  shalt  thou  make  ready  against  the 
face  of  them. 

13  Be  tliou  exalted,  IjOrd,  in  thine  own  strength ; 
80  we  will  sing,  and  praise  thy  power* 
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Psalm  22.     Deus^  Deus  meas. 

MY  God,  my  God,  look  upon  me ;  why  hast  thou 
forsaken  me  :  and  art  so  far  from  my  health,  and 
from  the  words  of  my  complaint  ? 

2  0  my  God,  I  cry  in  the  day-time;  but  thou  hearest 
not :  and  in  the  night-sSason  also  I  take  no  rest. 

3  And  thou  continuest  holy:  0  thou  Worship  of 
Israel. 

4  Our  fathers  hoped  in  thee  :  they  trusted  in  thee, 
and  thou  didst  deliver  them. 

5  They  called  upon  thee,  and  were  holpen:  they 
put  their  trust  in  thee,  and  were  not  confoimded. 

6  But  as  for  me,  I  am  a  worm,  and  no  man :  a  very 
scorn  of  men,  and  the  outcast  of  the  people. 

7  All  they  that  see  me  laugh  me  to  scorn :  they 
shoot  out  their  lips,  and  shake  their  heads,  saying, 

8  He  trusted  in  God,  that  he  would  deliver  him : 
let  him  deliver  him,  if  he  will  have  him. 

9  But  thou  art  he  that  took  me  out  of  my  mother's 
womb :  thou  wast  my  hope,  when  I  hanged  yet  upon 
my  mother's  breasts. 

10  I  have  been  left  unto  thee  ever  since  I  was  bom : 
thou  art  my  God  even  from  my  mother's  womb. 

11  0  go  not  from  me  ;  for  trouble  is  hard  at  hand : 
and  there  is  none  to  help  me. 

12  Many  oxen  are  come  about  me :  fat  bulls  of 
Basan  close  me  in  on  every  side. 

13  They  gape  upon  me  with  their  mouths :  as  it 
were  a  ramping  and  a  roaring  lion. 

14  I  am  poured  out  like  water,  and  all  my  bones 
are  out  of  joint:  my  heart  also  in  the  midst  of  my 
body  is  even  like  melting  wax. 
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15  My  strength  is  dried  up  like  a  potsherd,  and  my 
tongue  cleaveth  to  my  gums :  and  thou  shalt  hring  me 
into  the  du.st  of  death. 

16  Por  many  dogs  are  come  about  me:  and  the 
counsel  of  the  wicked  hiyeth  siege  against  me. 

17  They  pierced  my  handn  and  my  feet;  I  may  tell 
all  my  bones  :  they  stand  starmg  and  looking  upon  me. 

18  They  part  my  garments  among  them:  and  cast 
lots  for  my  vesture. 

19  But  be  not  thou  far  from  me,  0  Lord  :  thou  art 
my  succour,  haste  thee  to  help  me, 

20  Deliver  my  soul  from  the  sword :  my  darling 
from  the  power  of  the  dog. 

21  Save  me  from  the  lion's  mouth :  thou  hast  heard 
me  also  from  among  the  horns  of  the  unicorns. 

22  I  will  declare  thy  Name  unto  my  brethren  :  in 
the  midst  of  the  congregation  will  I  praise  thee. 

23  O  praise  the  Lokd,  ye  that  fear  him  :  magnify 
him,  all  ye  of  the  seed  of  Jacob;  and  fear  liira,  all  ye 
seed  of  Israel 

24  For  he  hath  not  despised  nor  abhorred  the  low 
estate  of  the  poor  :  he  hath  not  hid  his  face  from  him ; 
but  when  he  called  unto  him  he  heard  him. 

25  My  praise  is  of  thee  in  the  great  congregation  : 
my  vows  will  I  perform  in  the  sight  of  them  that  fear 
him. 

26  The  poor  shall  eat,  and  be  satisfied  :  they  that 
seek  after  the  Lord  shall  praise  him ;  your  heart  shall 
hve  for  ever. 

27  All  the  ends  of  the  world  shall  remember  them- 
selves,  and  be  turned  unto  the  Lord  :  and  all  the  kin- 
dreds of  the  nations  shall  worship  before  him, 

28  For  the  kingdom  is  the  Lord's  :  and  he  is  the 
Governor  among  the  people. 
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29  All  such  as  be  fat  upon  earth :  have  eaten,  and 
worshipped. 

30  AU  they  that  go  down  into  the  dust  shall  kneel 
before  him :  and  no  man  hath  quickened  his  own  soul. 

31  My  seed  shall  serve  him :  they  shall  be  counted 
unto  the  Lobi)  for  a  generation. 

32  They  shall  come,  and  the  heavens  shall  declare 
his  righteousness :  unto  a  people  that  shall  be  bom, 
whom  the  LoBi)  hath  made. 

Psahn  23.     Dominus  regit  me. 

THE  LoBi)  is  my  shepherd:  therefore  can  I  lack 
nothing. 

2  He  slmll  feed  me  in  a  green  pasture :  and  lead  me 
forth  beside  the  waters  of  comfort. 

3  He  shall  convert  my  soul :  and  bring  me  forth  in 
the  paths  of  righteousness  for  his  Name's  sake. 

4  Tea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil :  for  thou  art  with 
me ;  thy  rod  and  thy  staff  comfort  me. 

5  Thou  shalt  prepare  a  table  before  me  against 
them  that  trouble  me :  thou  hast  anointed  my  head 
with  oil,  and  my  cup  shall  be  full. 

6  But  thy  loving-kindness  and  mercy  shall  follow 
me  all  the  days  of  my  life :  and  I  will  dwell  in  the 
house  of  the  Lord  for  ever. 
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Psalm  24.     Domini  est  terra. 

THE  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  all  that  therein  is :  the 
compass  of  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein. 
2  For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  the  seas :   and  pre- 
pared it  upon  the  floods. 
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3  Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the  Lord  :  or 

who  shall  rise  up  in  his  holy  pkce  ? 

4  Even  he  that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a  pure  heart : 
and  that  hath  not  lift  up  his  mind  unto  vanity,  nor 
sworn  to  deceive  his  neighbour. 

6  He  shall  receive  the  blessing  froni  the  Lord  :  and 
righteousness  from  the  God  of  his  salvation, 

G  This  is  the  generation  of  them  that  seek  him  : 
even  of  them  that  seek  thy  face,  0  Jacob, 

7  Lift  up  your  heads,  0  ye  gates  ;  and  be  ye  lift  up, 
ye  everlasting  doors :  and  the  King  of  glory  shall 
come  in. 

8  Who  is  the  King  of  glory :  It  is  the  Lord  strong 
and  mighty,  even  the  Lord  mighty  in  battle. 

9  Lift  up  your  heads,  0  ye  gates ;  and  be  ye  lift 
up,  ye  everlasting  doors :  and  the  King  of  glory  shall 
come  in. 

10  Who  is  the  King  of  glory :  Even  the  Lord  of 
hosts,  he  is  the  King  of  glory. 

Psalm  25,     Ad  te^  Dofnine^  levavi, 

UNTO  thee,  0  Lord,  will  I  lift  up  my  soul  j  my 
God,  1  have  put  my  trust  In  thee  :  O  let  me 
not  be  confounded,  neither  let  mine  enemies  triumph 
over  me. 

2  For  all  they  that  hope  in  thee  shall  not  be 
ashamed :  but  such  as  transgress  without  a  cause  shall 
be  put  to  confusion. 

3  Show  me  thy  ways,  O  Lord  :  and  teach  me  thy 
paths, 

4  Lead  me  forth  in  thy  truth,  and  learn  me :  for 
thou  art  the  God  of  my  salvation ;  in  thee  hath  been 
my  hope  all  the  day  long. 

5  Call  to  remembrance,  0  Lord,  thy  tender  mercies : 
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and  thy  loving  kindneases,  which  have  been  ever 
of  old. 

6  0  remember  not  the  sins  and  offences  of  mj 
yonth :  bnt  according  to  thy  mercy  think  thou  upon 
me,  0  LoBB,  for  thy  goodness. 

7  Gracious  and  righteous  is  the  Lord:  therdfore 
will  he  teach  sinners  m  the  way. 

8  Them  that  are  meek  shall  he  guide  in  judgment: 
and  such  as  are  e^ntle,  them  shall  he  learn  his  way. . 

9  All  the  pams  of  the  Lobi)  are  mercy  and  truth : 
unto  such  as  keep  his  covenant,  and  his  testimonies. 

10  For  thy  Name's  sake,  0  Lord  :  be  merciful  unto 
my  sin ;  for  it  is  great. 

11  What  man  is  he  that  feareth  the  Lord  :  him  shall 
he  teach  in  the  way  that  he  shall  choose. 

12  His  soul  sheJl  dwell  at  ease :  and  his  seed  shall 
inherit  the  land. 

13  The  secret  of  the  Lord  is  among  them  that  :fear 
him :  and  he  will  show  them  his  covenant. 

14  Mine  eyes  are  ever  looking  unto  the  Lord  :  for 
he  shall  pluck  my  feet  out  of  the  net. 

15  Turn  thee  imto  me,  and  have  mercy  upon  me : 
for  I  am  desolate,  and  in  misery. 

16  The  sorrows  of  my  heart  are  enlarged :  0  bring 
thou  me  out  of  my  troubles. 

17  Look  upon  my  adversity  and  misery :  and  forgive 
me  all  my  sin. 

18  Consider  mine  enemies,  how  many  they  are :  and 
they  bear  a  tyrannous  hate  against  me. 

19  0  keep  my  soul,  and  deliver  me :  let  me  not  be 
confounded,  for  I  have  put  my  trust  in  thee. 

20  Let  perfectness  and  righteous  dealing  wait  upon 
me :  for  my  hope  hath  been  in  thee. 

21  Deliver  Israel,  0  God :  out  of  all  his  troubles. 
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Psalm  26.     Judica  me^  Domine. 

BE  thou  my  Judge,  0  Lord,  for  I  have  walked 
imiocently :  my  trust  hath  been  also  in  the  Lord, 
therefore  shall  I  not  fall. 

2  Examine  me,  0  Lord,  and  prove  me :  try  out  my 
reins  and  my  heart. 

3  For  thy  loving-kindness  is  ever  before  mine  eyes : 
and  I  will  walk  in  thy  truth. 

4  I  have  not  dwelt  with  vain  persons :  neither  will  I 
have  fellowship  with  the  deceitfid. 

5  I  have  hated  the  congregation  of  the  wicked :  and 
will  not  sit  among  the  ungodly. 

6  I  will  wash  my  hands  in  innocency,  0  Lord  :  and 
so  will  I  go  to  thine  altar ; 

7  That  I  may  show  the  voice  of  thanksgiving :  and 
tell  of  all  thy  wondrous  works. 

8  Lord,  I  have  loved  the  habitation  of  thy  house : 
and  the  place  where  thine  honour  dwelleth. 

9  0  shut  not  up  my  soul  with  the  sinners :  nor  my 
life  with  the  blood-thirsty ; 

10  In  whose  hands  is  wickedness :  and  their  right 
hand  is  full  of  gifts. 

11  But  as  for  me,  I  walk  innocently :  0  deliver  me, 
and  be  merciful  imto  me. 

12  My  foot  standeth  right :  I  will  praise  the  Lord 
in  the  congregations.

THE  Lord  is  my  light  and  my  salvation;    whom 
then  shall  I  fear :  the  Lord  is  the  strength  of  my 
life ;  of  whom  then  shall  I  be  afraid  ? 

2  When  the  wicked,  even  mine  enemies  and  my  foes 


came  upon  me  to  eat  up  my  flesh :  they  stumbled 
and  fell.

10  0  bide  not  thou  thy  face  from  me:  nor  cast  thy 
servant  away  in  displeasure. 

1 1  Thou  hast  been  my  succour:  leave  me  not,  neither 
forsake  me,  O  God  of  my  salvation, 

12  When  my  father  and  ray  mother  forsake  me: 
the  Lord  taketh  rae  up* 

13  Teach  me  thy  way,  0  Lord:  and  lead  me  in  the 
right  way,  because  of  mine  enemies. 

14  Deliver  me  not  over  into  the  will  of  mine  adver- 
saries :  for  there  are  false  witnesses  risen  up  against 
me,  and  such  as  speak  wrong. 

15  1  should  utterly  have  fainted :  but  that  I  believe 
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Yerily  to  see  the  goodness  of  the  Lord  iii  the  land  of 
the  living* 

16  0  tarry  thou  the  Lord's  leisure  :  be  strong,  and 
he  shall  comfort  thine  heart ;  and  put  thou  thy  trust 
in  the  Lord. 

Psalm  28.     Ad  te,  Dojnine, 

XTNTO  thee  will  I  cry,  O  Lord,  my  strength  :  think 
J  no  scorn  of  me  ;  lest-,  if  thou  make  as  though 
thou  hearest  not,  1  become  like  them  that  go  down 
into  the  pit. 

2  Hear  the  voice  of  my  humble  petitions,  when  1 
cry  unto  thee  :  when  I  hold  up  my  hands  toward  the 
mercy-seat  of  thy  holy  temple. 

3  O  pluck  me  not  away,  neither  destroy  me  with 
the  ungodly  and  wicked  doers :  which  speak  friendly 
to  their  neighbours,  but  imagine  mischief  in  their  hearts. 

4  Eeward  them  according  to  their  deeds  :  and 
according  to  the  wickedness  of  their  own  inventions. 

5  Recompense  them  after  the  work  of  their  hands  : 
pay  them  that  they  have  deserved. 

6  For  they  regard  not  in  their  mind  the  works  of 
the  Lord,  nor  the  operation  of  his  hands:  therefore 
shall  he  break  them  down,  and  not  build  them  up. 

^  7  Praised  be  the  Lord  :  for  he  hath  heard  the  voice 
of  my  humble  petitions. 

8  The  Lord  is  my  strength,  and  my  shield;  my 
heart  hath  trusted  in  him,  and  I  am  helped:  therefore 
my  heart  danceth  for  joy,  and  in  my  song  will  I 
praise  hhn, 

9  The  Lord  is  my  strength :  and  he  is  the  whole- 
some defence  of  his  Anointed. 

10  0  save  thy  people,  and  give  thy  blessmg  unto 
thine  inheritance :  feed  them,  and  set  them  up  for  ever. 
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Psalm  29.     Afferte  Domino. 

BRING  unto  the  Lord,  0  ye  mighty,  bring  young 
rams  unto  the  Lord:  ascribe  imto  the  Lord  wor- 
ship and  strength. 

2  Give  the  Lord  the  honour  due  unto  his  Name: 
worship  the  Lord  with  holy  worship. 

3  It  is  the  Lord  that  commandeth  the  waters :  it  is 
the  glorious  God  that  maketh  the  thunder. 

4  It  is  the  Lord  that  ruleth  the  sea ;  the  voice  of 
the  Lord  is  mighty  in  operation:  the  voice  of  the 
Lord  is  a  glorious  voice. 

5  The  voice  of  the  Lord  breaketh  the  cedar  trees : 
yea,  the  Lord  breaketh  the  cedars  of  Libanus. 

6  He  maketh  them  also  to  skip  like  a  calf :  Libanus 
also,  and  Sirion,  like  a  young  unicorn. 

7  The  voice  of  the  Lord  divideth  the  flames  of  fire; 
the  voice  of  the  Lord  shaketh  the  wilderness:  yea, 
the  Lord  shaketh  the  wilderness  of  Cades. 

8  The  voice  of  the  Lord  maketh  the  hinds  to  bring 
forth  young,  and  discovereth  the  thick  bushes  :  in  his 
temple  doth  every  man  speak  of  his  honour. 

9  The  Lord  sitteth  above  the  water-flood :  and  the 
Lord  remaineth  a  King  for  ever. 

10  The  Lord  shall  give  strength  unto  his  people : 
the  Lord  shall  give  his  people  the  blessing  of  peace.

5  For  his  wrath  endureth  but  the  twinkling  of  an 
eye,  and  in  his  pleasure  is  life :  heaviness  may  endure 
for  a  night,  but  joy  cometh  in  the  morning. 

6  And  in  my  prosperity  I  said,  I  shall  never  be 
removed :  thou.  Lord,  of  thy  goodness,  hast  made  my 
hill  so  strong. 

7  Thou  didst  turn  thy  face  from  me:  and  I  was 
troubled. 

8  Then  cried  I  unto  thee,  0  Lord  :  and  gat  me  to 
my  Lord  right  humbly. 

9  What  profit  is  there  in  my  blood :  when  I  go  down 
to  the  pit  ? 

10  Shall  the  dust  give  thanks  unto  thee :  or  shall  it 
declare  thy  truth  ? 

11  Hear,  0  Lord,  and  have  inercy  upon  me  :  Lord, 
be  thou  my  helper. 

12  Thou  hast  turned  my  heaviness  into  joy :  thou 
hest  put  off  my  sackcloth,  and  girded  me  with  gladness : 

13  Therefore  shall  every  good  man  sing  of  thy 
praise  without  ceasing :  0  my  God,  I  will  give  thanks 
imto  thee  for  ever. 

Psalm  31.     In  te^  Doraine,  speravi. 

IN  thee,  0  Lord,  have  I  put  my  trust :  let  me  never 
be  put  to  confusion;  deliver  me  in  thy  righteousness. 

2  Bow  down  thine  ear  to  me :  make  haste  to 
deliver  me. 

3  And  be  thou  my  strong  rock,  and  house  of  defence : 
that  thou  mayest  save  me. 

26 
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4  For  thou  art  my  strong  rock,  and  my  castle :  be 
thou  also  my  guide,  and  lead  me  for  thy  Name's  sake. 

5  Draw  me  out  of  the  net  that  they  have  laid  priv- 
ily for  me :  for  thou  art  my  strength. 

6  Into  thy  hands  I  commend  my  spirit :  for  thou 
hast  redeemed  me,  0  Lord,  thou  God  of  truth. 

7  I  have  hated  them  that  hold  of  superstitious 
vanities :  and  my  trust  hath  been  in  the  Lord. 

8  I  will  be  glad,  and  rejoice  in  thy  mercy :  for  thou 
hast  considered  my  trouble,  and  hast  known  my  soul 
in  adversities. 

9  Thou  hast  not  shut  me  up  into  the  hand  of  the 
enemy :  but  hast  set  my  feet  in  a  large  room. 

10  Have  mercy  upon  me,  0  Lord,  for  I  am  in 
trouble :  and  mine  eye  is  consiuned  for  very  heaviness; 
yea^  my  soul  and  my  body. 

11  For  my  life  is  waxen  old  with  heaviness:  and 
my  years  with  moummg. 

12  My  strength  faileth  me,  because  of  mine  iniquity: 
and  luy  bones  are  consimied. 

li>  I  became  a  reproof  among  all  mine  enemies,  but 
^specially  among  my  neighbours:  and  they  of  mine 
aoiiuaiiitance  were  afraid  of  me  ;  and  they  that  did  see 
me  without,  conveyed  themselves  from  me. 

It  I  am  clean  forgotten  as  a  dead  man  out  of  mind: 
I  am  become  like  a  broken  vessel. 

IT)  For  I  have  heard  the  blasphemy  of  the  multi- 
tvule :  and  fear  is  on  every  side ;  while  they  conspire 
ti>gether  against  me,  and  take  their  counsel  to  take 
awav  my  life. 

\{\  Hut  my  hope  hath  been  in  thee,  0  Lord  :  I  have 
K^iivK  Thou  art  my  God. 

1 7  My  time  is  in  thy  hand :  deliver  me  from  the 
luuui  of  luiue  enemies:  and  from  them  that  persecute  me. 
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18  Show  thy  servant  the  light  of  thy  countenance  : 
and  save  me  for  thy  mercy's  sake. 

19  Let  me  not  be  confoimded,  0  Lohd,  for  I  have 
called  upon  thee :  let  the  migodly  be  put  to  coiifasiou, 
and  be  put  to  silence  in  the  grave, 

20  Let  the  lying  lips  be  put  to  silence:  which  cruelly, 
disdainfully,  and  despitefully  speak  against  the  righteous. 

21  O  how  plentiful  is  thy  goodness,  which  thou  hast 
laid  up  for  them  that  fear  thee :  and  that  thou  hast 
prepared  for  them  that  put  their  trust  in  thee,  even 
before  the  sons  of  men  ! 

22  Thou  shalt  hide  them  privily  by  thine  own  pres- 
ence from  the  provoking  of  all  men  :  thou  shalt  keep 
them  secretly  in  thy  tfibernacle  from  the  strife  of 
tongues. 

23  Thanks  be  to  the  Lord  :  for  he  hath  showed  me 
marvellous  great  kindness  in  a  strong  city, 

24  And  when  I  made  haste,  I  said :  I  am  cast  out  of 
the  sight  of  thine  eyes. 

25  Nevertheless,  thou  heardest  the  voice  of  my 
prayer :  when  I  cried  unto  thee, 

26  0  love  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  saints :  foi  the  Lord 
preserveth  them  that  are  faithful,  and  plenteously 
rewardeth  the  proud  doer. 

27  Be  strong,  and  he  shall  esUdjlish  your  heart :  all 
ye  that  put  your  trust  in  the  Lord.

11  Great  plagues  remain  for  the  ungodly:  but 
whoso  putteth  his  trust  in  the  Lord^  mercy  embraceth 
him  on  every  side, 

12  Be  glad,  0  ye  righteous,  and  rejoice  in  the  Lord: 
and  be  joyful,  all  ye  that  are  true  of  heart. 

Psalm  33.     JSxultate,  JnstL 

REJOICE  in  the  Lord,  0  ye  righteous :  for  it  be- 
I  fometh  well  the  just  to  be  thankful. 
2  Praise  the  Lord  with  harp:  smg  praises  unto  him 
with  tlie  hite,  and  instrument  of  ten  strings. 

;i  Sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song:  sing  praises 
luHtily  unto  him  with  a  good  courage. 
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4  For  the  word  of  the  Lord  is  true:  and  all  his 
works  are  faithful. 

5  He  loveth  righteousness  and  judgment:  the  earth 
is  full  of  the  goodness  of  the  Lord. 

6  By  the  word  of  the  Lord  were  the  heavens  made : 
and  all  the  hosts  of  them  by  the  breath  of  his  mouth. 

7  He  gathereth  the  waters  of  the  sea  together,  as  it 
were  upon  an  heap :  and  layeth  up  the  deep,  as  in  a 
treasure-house. 

8  Let  all  the  earth  fear  the  Lord  :  stand  in  awe  of 
him,  all  ye  that  dwell  in  the  world. 

9  For  he  spake,  and  it  was  done :  he  comnanded, 
and  it  stood  fast. 

10  The  Lord  bringeth  the  counsel  of  the  heathen 
to  nought :  and  maketh  the  devices  of  the  people  to 
be  of  none  effect,  and  casteth  out  the  counsels  of 
princes. 

11  The  counsel  of  the  Lord  shall  endure  for  ever : 
and  the  thoughts  of  his  heart  from  generation  to 
generation. 

12  Blessed  are  the  people  whose  God  is  the  Lord 
Jehovah:  and  blessed  are. the  folk  that  he  hath  chosen 
to  him,  to  be  his  inheritance. 

13  The  Lord  looked  down  from  heaven,  and  beheld 
all  the  children  of  men:  from  the  habitation  of  his 
dwelling,  he  considereth  all  them  that  dwell  on  the  earth. 

14  He  f ashioneth  all  the  hearts  of  them :  and  under- 
standeth  all  their  works. 

15  There  is  no  king  that  can  be  saved  by  the  multi- 
tude of  an  host:  neither  is  any  mighty  man  delivered 
by  much  strength. 

16  A  horse  is  counted  but  a  vain  thing  to  save  a 
man :  neither  shall  he  deliver  any  man  by  his  great 
strength. 
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17  Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  them  that 
fear  him :  and  upon  them  that  put  their  trust  in  his 
mercy; 

18  To  deliver,  their  soul  from  death:  and  to  feed 
them  in  the  time  of  dearth. 

19  Our  soul  hath  patiently  tarried  for  the  Lord:  for 
he  is  our  help  and  our  shield. 

20  For  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in  him :  because  we 
have  hoped  in  his  holy  Name. 

21  Let  thy  merciful  kindness,  0  Lord,  be  upon  us  : 
like  as  we  do  put  our  trust  in  thee. 

Psalm  34.     Benedicam  Dominum. 

I  WILL  alway  give  thanks  imto  the  Lord  :  his  praise 
shall  ever  be  in  my  mouth. 

2  My  soul  shall  make  her  boast  in  the  Lord:  the 
hiunble  shall  hear  thereof,  and  be  glad. 

3  0  praise  the  Lord  with  me :  and  let  us  magnify 
his  Name  together. 

4  I  sought  the  Lord,  and  he  heard  me:  yea,  he 
delivered  me  out  of  all  my  fear. 

5  They  had  an  eye  unto  him,  and  were  lightened : 
and  their  faces  were  not  ashamed. 

6  Lo,  the  poor  crieth,  and  the  Lord  heareth  him : 
yea,  and  saveth  him  out  of  all  his  troubles. 

7  The  angel  of  the  Lord  tarrieth  round  about  them 
that  fear  him:  and  delivereth  them. 

8  0  taste,  and  see,  how  gracious  the  Lord  is: 
blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  him. 

9  0  fear  the  Lord,  ye  that  are  his  saints :  for  they 
that  fear  him  lack  nothing. 

10  The  lions  do  lack,  and  suffer  hxmger:  but  they 
who  seek  the  Lord  shall  want  no  manner  of  thing 
that  is  good. 
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11  Come,  ye  children,  and  hearken  unto  me:  I  wiU 
teach  yon  the  fear  of  the  Lord. 

12  What  man  is  he  that  lusteth  to  live:  and  would 
fain  see  good  days  ? 

13  Keep  thy  tongue  from  evil:  and  thy  lips,  that 
they  speak  no  guile. 

14  Eschew  evil,  and  do  good :  seek  peace,  and 
ensue  it 

15  The  eyes  of  the  Lord  are  over  the  righteous: 
and  his  ears  are  open  unto  their  prayers, 

16  The  countenance  of  the  IjORD  is  against  them 
that  do  evil:  to  root  out  the  remembrance  of  them 
from  the  earth. 

17  The  righteous  cry,  and  the  Lord  heareth  them  : 
and  delivereth  them  out  of  all  their  troubles* 

18  The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  them  that  are  of  a  con- 
trite heart :  and  will  save  such  as  be  of  an  humble  spirit. 

19  Great  are  the  troubles  of  the  righteous:  but  the 
Lord  delivereth  him  out  of  all* 

20  He  keepeth  all  his  bones:  so  that  not  one  of 
them  is  broken. 

21  But  misfortune  shall  slay  the  ungodly:  and  they 
that  hate  the  righteous  shall  be  desolate. 

22  The  Lord  delivereth  the  souls  of  his  servants  :  and 
all  they  that  put  their  trust  in  him  shall  not  be  destitute.

IBovning  i3raijrn 

Psalm  35.     Judicn  mt\  Do^nlne. 

PLEAD   thou   my  cause,  0  L<jrd,  with  them  that 
strive  with  me :  and  fight  thou  against  them  that 
fight  against  me. 

2  lAiy  hand  upon  the  shield  and  buckler:  and  stand 
up  to  help  me. 
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3  Bring  forth  the  spear,  and  stop  the  way  against 
them  that  persecute  me :  say  unto  my  soul,  I  am  thy 
salvation. 

4  Let  them  be  confoxmded,  and  put  to  shame,  that 
seek  after  my  soul :  let  them  be  turned  back,  and 
brought  to  confusion,  that  imagine  mischief  for  me. 

5  Let  them  be  as  the  dust  before  the  wind :  and  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  scattering  them. 

6  Let  their  way  be  dark  and  slippery :  and  let  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  persecute  them. 

7  For  they  have  privily  laid  their  net  to  destroy  me 
without  a  cause :  yea,  even  without  a  cause  have  they 
made  a  pit  for  my  soul. 

8  Let  a  sudden  destruction  come  upon  him  ima- 
wares,  and  his  net  that  he  hath  laid  privily  catch  him- 
self :  that  he  may  fall  into  his  own  mischief. 

9*  And,  my  soul,  be  joyful  in  the  Lord:  it  shall 
rejoice  in  his  salvation. 

10  All  my  bones  shall  say,  Lord,  who  is  like  imto 
thee,  who  deliverest  the  poor  from  him  that  is  too 
strong  for  him :  yea,  the  poor,  and  him  that  is  in 
misery,  from  him  that  spoileth  him  ? 

11  False  witnesses  did  rise  up :  they  laid  to  my 
charge  things  that  I  knew  not. 

12  They  rewarded  me  evil  for  good :  to  the  great 
discomfort  of  my  soul. 

13  Nevertheless,  when  they  were  sick,  I  put  on 
sackcloth,  and  humbled  my  soul  with  fasting  :  and  my 
prayer  shall  turn  into  mine  own  bosom. 

14  I  behaved  myself  as  though  it  had  been  my 
friend  or  my  brother:  I  went  heavily,  as  one  that 
mourneth  for  his  mother. 

15  But  in  mine  adversity  they  rejoiced,  and  gathered 
themselves  together:    yea,    the    very    abjects    came 
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together  against  me  unawares,  making  mouths  at  me, 
and  ceased  not* 

16  With  the  flatterers  were  busy  mockers :  wlio 
gnashed  upon  me  with  their  teeth. 

17  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  look  upon  this:  0 
deliver  my  soul  from  the  calamities  which  they  bring 
on  me,  and  my  darUng  from  the  Uons. 

18  So  will  I  give  thee  thanks  hi  the  great  congrega- 
tion ;  I  will  praise  thee  among  much  people. 

19  0  let  not  them  that  are  mine  enemies  triumph 
over  me  ungodly :  neither  let  them  wink  with  their 
eyes,  that  hate  me  without  a  cause. 

20  And  why?  their  communing  is  not  for  peace: 
but  they  imagine  ileceitful  words  against  them  that  are 
quiet  in  the  land* 

21  They  gaped  upon  me  with  their  mouths,  and 
said:  Fie  on  thee!  fie  on  thee!  we  saw  it  with  our  eyes. 

22  This  thou  hast  seen,  0  Lord:  liold  not  thy 
tongue  tlien ;  go  not  far  from  me,  0  Lord. 

23  Awake,  and  stand  up  to  judge  my  quarrel: 
avenge  tliou  my  cause,  my  God  and  my  Lord. 

24  Judge  me,  O  Lord  my  God,  according  to  thy 
righteousnes.s :  and  let  them  not  triumph  over  me. 

2t5  Let  them  not  say  in  their  hearts.  There!  there! 
80  we  would  have  it :  neither  let  them  say.  We  have 
devoured  him, 

26  Let  them  be  put  to  confusion  and  shame  to- 
gether, that  rejoice  at  my  trouble :  let  them  be 
clothed  with  rebuke  and  dishonour,  that  boast  them- 
selves against  me. 

27  Let  them  be  glad  and  rejoice^  that  favour  my 
righteous  dealing :  yea,  let  them  say  alway.  Blessed 
be  the  Lord,  who  hath  pleasure  m  the  prosperity  of 
his  servant. 


Dat  7. 


PSALM  XXXVI, 


28  And  as  for  my  tongue,  it  shall  be  talking  of  thy 
righteousneBS  :  and  of  thy  praise,  all  the  day  long. 
Psalm  36.     IMxit  injnstus. 

MY  heart  showeth  me   the  wickedness  of  the  un- 
godly :  that  there  is  no  fear  of   Gkid  before  his 
eyes* 

2  For  he  flattereth  himself  in  his  own  sight:  until 
his  abominable  sin  be  found  out, 

3  The  words  of  his  month  are  unrighteous  and  full 
of  deceit ;  he  hath  left  oflf  to  behave  himself  wisely^ 
and  to  do  good, 

4  He  imagineth  mischief  upon  lus  bed,  and  hath 
set  himseK  in  no  good  way ;  neither  doth  he  abhor 
any  thing  that  is  evil. 

5  Thy  mercy,  0  Lord,  reacheth  unto  the  heavens: 
and  thy  faithfulness  unto  the  clouds, 

6  Thy  righteousness  standeth  like  the  strong  moun- 
tains :  thy  judgments  are  like  the  great  deep. 

7  Thou,  LoRDj  shalt  save  both  man  and  beast :  how 
excellent  is  thy  mercy^  0  God:  and  the  children  of 
men  shall  put  their  trust  under  the  shadow  of  thy 
wings. 

8  They  shall  be  satisfied  with  the  plenteousness  of 
thy  house :  and  thou  ^halt  give  them  drink  of  thy 
pleasures,  as  out  of  the  river* 

9  For  with  thee  is  the  well  of  life ;  and  in  thy  light 
shall  we  see  light. 

10  0  continue  forth  thy  loving-kindness  unto  them 
that  know  thee:  and  thy  righteousness  unto  them  that 
are  true  of  heart. 

11  O  let  not  the  foot  of  pride  come  against  me:  and 
let  not  the  hand  of  the  ungodly  cast  me  down. 

12  There  are  they  fallen,  all  that  work  wickedness  : 
they  are  cast  down,  and  shall  not  be  able  to  stand. 
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Psalm  37.     iVb/i  cemularL 

FRET  not  thyself  because  of  the  ungodly:  neither 
be  thou  envious  against  the  evil  doers. 

2  For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like  the  grass  : 
and  be  withered  even  a.s  the  green  herb. 

3  Put  thou  thy  trust  in  the  Lord,  and  be  doing 
good:  dwell  in  the  land,  and  verily  thou  shalt  be  fed. 

4  Delight  thou  in  the  Lord  :  and  he  shall  give  thee 
thy  heart's  desire. 

5  Commit  thy  way  imto  the  Lord,  and  put  thy 
trust  in  him :  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pa^s. 

6  He  shall  make  thy  righteousness  as  clear  as  the 
light:  and  thy  just  dealing  as  the  noon-day. 

7  Hold  thee  still  in  the  Lord,  and  abide  patiently 
upon  him :  but  grieve  not  thyself  at  him  whose  way  doth 
prosper,  against  the  man  that  doeth  after  evil  counsels, 

8  Leave  off  from  wrath,  and  let  go  displeasure:  fret 
not  thyself,  else  shalt  thou  be  moved  to  do  eviL 

9  Wicked  doers  shall  be  rooted  out:  and  they  that 
patiently  abide  the  Lord,  those  shall  inherit  the  land. 

10  Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  ungodly  shall  be  clean 
gone :  thou  shalt  look  after  his  place,  and  he  shall  be 
away. 

11  But  the  meek-spirited  shall  possess  the  earth: 
and  shall  be  refreshed  in  the  multitude  of  peace. 

12  The  ungodly  seeketh  counsel  against  the  just: 
and  gnasheth  upon  him  with  his  teeth. 

13  The  Lord  shall  laugh  him  to  scorn:  for  he  hath 
seen  that  his  day  is  coming. 

14  The  ungodly  have  drawn  out  the  sword,  and 
have  bent  their  bow:  to  cast  down  the  poor  and 
needy,  and  to  slay  such  as  are  of  a  right  conversation. 
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15  Their  sword  shall  go  through  theii*  own  heart :

16  A  small  thing  that  the  righteous  hath:  is  better 
than  great  riches  of  the  ungodly. 

17  For  the  arms  of  the  ungodly  shall  be  broken  : 
and  tlie  Lord  upholdeth  the  righteouis- 

IS  Tlie  Ix>RD  knoweth  the  days  of  the  godly :  and 
their  inheritance  .sliall  endure  for  ever. 

ly  They  shall  not  be  confounded  in  the  perilous  time : 
and  in  the  days  of  dearth  they  shall  have  enough. 

20  As  for  the  ungodly,  they  shall  perish,  and  the 
enemies  of  the  Lord  shall  consume  as  the  fat  of 
lambs:  yea,  even  as  the  smoke  shall  they  consume 
away. 

21  The  ungodly  borroweth,  and  payeth  not  again : 
but  the  righteous  is  merciful  and  liberaL 

22  Such  as  are  blessed  of  God,  shall  possess  the  land: 
and  they  that  are  cursed  of  him,  shall  l>e  rooted  out. 

23  The  Lord  ordereth  a  good  man's  going  :  and 
niaketh  his  way  acceptable  to  himself. 

24  Though  lie  fall,  he  shall  not  be  cast  away  ;  for 
the  Lord  upholdeth  him  with  his  hand. 

25  I  have  been  young,  and  no^v  am  old :  and  yet  saw 
I  never  the  righteous  forsaken,  nor  his  seed  begging 
then'  bread, 

26  The  rigliteous  is  ever  merciful,  and  lendeth :  and 
his  seed  is  blessed. 

27  Flee  from  evil,  and  do  the  thing  that  is  good: 
and  dwell  for  e  verm  ore - 

28  For  the  Lord  loveth  the  thing  that  is  right:  he 
forsaketh  not  his  that  be  godly,  but  they  are  preserved 
for  ever. 

29  The  unrighteous  shall  be  punished :  as  for  the 
seed  of  the  ungodly^  it  shall  be  rooted  out. 
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30  The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land :  and  dwell 
therein  for  ever, 

31  The  mouth  of  the  righteous  is  exercised  in  wis- 
dom :  and  his  tongue  will  be  talking  of  judgment, 

32  The  law  of  his  God  is  in  hin  heart:  and  his  goings 
shall  not  slide, 

33  The  imgodly  seeth  the  righteous:  and  seeketh 
occasion  to  slay  him. 

34  The  Lord  will  not  leave  him  in  his  hand :  nor 
condemn  him  wdien  he  is  judged. 

35  Hope  thou  in  the  Lord,  and  keep  his  way^  and 
he  shall  promote  thee,  that  thou  shalt  possess  the  land: 
when  the  ungodly  shall  perish,  thou  shalt  nee  it* 

36  I  myself  have  seen  the  ungodly  in  great  power: 
and  flourishing  like  a  green  bay-tree. 

37  I  went  by,  and  lo,  he  was  gone:  I  sought  him, 
but  his  place  could  no  where  be  found* 

38  Keep  innocency,  and  take  heed  unto  the  thing 
that  is  right:  for  that  shall  bring  a  man  peace  at  the  la*st. 

39  As  for  the  transgressors,  they  shall  perish  to- 
gether: and  the  end  of  the  ungodly  is,  they  shall  be 
rooted  out  at  the  last. 

40  But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  cometh  of  the 
LoRB:  who  is  also  their  strength  in  the  time  of  trouble. 

41  And  the  Lord  shall  stand  bv  them,  and  save 
them :  he  shall  deliver  them  from  the  ungodly,  and 
shall  save  them,  because  they  put  their  trust  in  him.

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2  For  thine  arrowB  stick  last  in  me :  and  thy  hand 
presseth  me  sore, 

3  There  is  no  health  in  my  flesh.  becau?^e  of  thy 
displeasure :  neither  is  there  any  rest  in  lay  bones,  by 
rea^n  of  my  sin. 

4  Fur  my  wickednesses  are  gone  over  my  head  :  and 
are  like  a  sore  burden,  too  heavy  for  me  to  bear. 

6  My  wounds  stink,  and  are  corrupt :  through  my 
foolishness, 

6  I  am  brought  into  so  great  trouble  and  misery : 
that  I  go  mourning  all  the  day  long. 

7  For  my  loins  are  filled  with  a  sore  disease :  and 
there  is  no  whole  part  in  my  body, 

8  I  am  feeble  and  sore  smitten :  I  have  roared  for 
the  very  disquietness  of  my  heart 

9  Lord,  thou  knowest  all  my  desire :  and  my  groan- 
ing is  not  hid  from  thee, 

10  My  heart  pantetb,  my  strength  hath  failed  me: 
and  the  sight  of  mine  eyes  is  gone  from  me, 

11  My  lovers  and  my  neighbours  did  stand  looking 
upon  my  trouble ;  and  my  kins^mien  stood  afar  off, 

12  They  also  that  sought  af t^r  my  life  laid  snares 
for  me :  and  they  that  went  about  to  do  me  evil 
talked  of  wickedness^  and  imagined  deceit  all  the  day 
long. 

13  As  for  me,  I  was  like  a  deaf  man^  and  heard  not: 
and  as  one  that  is  dumb,  who  doth  not  open  his  mouth, 

14  1  became  even  as  a  man  that  heareth  not :  and 
in  whose  mouth  are  no  reproofs, 

15  For  in  thee,  O  LorDj  have  I  put  my  trust:  thou 
sbalt  answer  for  me^  O  Lord  my  God, 

16  I  have  required  that  they,  even  mine  enemies, 
should  not  triumph  over  me  :  for  when  my  foot  slipt, 
they  rejoiced  greatly  against  me. 
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17  And  I  truly  am  set  in  the  plague:  and  my  heav- 
iness is  ever  in  my  night. 

1 8  For  I  will  confess  my  wickedness :  and  be  sorry 
for  my  sin* 

19  But  mine  enemies  live,  and  are  mighty  :  and 
they  that  hate  me  wrongfully  are  many  in  number. 

20  They  also  that  reward  evil  for  good  are  against 
me :  because  1  follow  the  thing  that  good  is. 

21  Forsake  me  not,  O  LoRi>  my  God:  be  not  thou 
far  from  nie. 

22  Haste  thee  to  help  me :  O  Lord  God  of  my  sal- 
vation. 

Psalm  39.     Dixi^  Custodiam. 

I  SAID,  I  will  Uike  heed  to  my  ways :  that  I  offend 
not  in  my  tongue. 

2  I  win  keep  my  mouth  as  it  were  with  a  bridle : 
while  the  ujigodly  is  in  my  sight. 

3  I  held  my  tongue,  and  spake  nothing :  I  kept 
silence,  yea,  even  from  good  words ;  but  it  was  pain 
and  grief  to  me. 

4  My  heart  was  hot  within  me,  and  while  I  was 
thus  musing  the  fire  kindled :  and  at  the  last  I  spake 
with  nay  tongue ; 

5  Lord,  let  me  know  my  end,  and  the  number  of 
my  days:  that  I  may  be  certified  how  long  I  have  to 
live. 

6  Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  it  were  a  span 
long :  and  mine  age  Ls  even  as  nothing  in  respect  of 
thee;  and  verily  every  man  living  is  altogether  vanity. 

7  For  man  walketh  m  a  vain  shadow,  and  disquiets 
eth  himself  in  vain  :  he  heapeth  up  riches^  and  cannot 
tell  who  shall  gather  theui. 

8  And  now.  Lord,  what  is  my  hope :  Truly  my  hope 
is  even  in  thee. 


9  DeKver  me  from  all  mine  offences  i  and  make  me 
not  a  rebuke  unto  the  foolish- 

10  1  became  dumb,  and  opened  not  my  mouth :  for 
it  was  thy  doing. 

11  Take  thy  plague  away  from  me:  I  am  even  con- 
sumed by  the  means  of  thy  heavy  hand. 

12  When  thou  with  rebukes  doth  chasten  man  for 
sin,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to  consume  away^  like  m 
it  were  a  moth  fretting  a  gannent :  every  man  there- 
fore is  but  vanity, 

13  Hear  my  prayerj  O  Lord,  and  with  thine  ears 
consider  my  calling :  hold  not  thy  peace  at  my  tears, 

14  For  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee:  and  a  sojourner, 
as  all  my  fathers  were* 

15  0  spare  me  a  little,  that  I  may  recover  my 
strength :  before  I  go  hence^  and  be  no  more  seen. 

Psalm  40,     Expectmis  expe^tam* 

I  WAITED  patiently  for  the  Lord  :  and  he  inclined 
unto  me,  and  heard  my  calling, 

2  He  brought  me  also  out  of  the  horrible  pit,  out 
of  the  mire  and  clay,  and  set  my  feet  upon  the  rockj 
and  ordered  my  goings. 

3  And  he  hath  put  a  new  song  in  my  mouth :  even  a 
thanksgiving  unto  our  God* 

4  Many  shall  see  ity  and  fear:  and  shall  put  their 
trust  in  the  Lord. 

5  Blessed  is  the  man  that  hath  set  his  hope  in  the 
Loiu>:  and  turned  not  unto  the  proud^  and  to  such  as 
go  about  with  lies. 

6  0  Lord  my  God,  great  are  the  wondrous  works 
which  thou  hast  done^  like  as  be  also  thy  thoughtSj 
which  are  to  us-ward :  and  yet  there  is  no  man  that 
ordereth  them  unto  thee. 
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7  If  I  i^hould  declare  them,  and  speak  of  them: 
they  should  be  more  than  I  am  able  to  express, 

8  Sacrifice  and  meatHijffering  thou  wouldest  not;  but 
mine  ears  hast  thou  opened. 

9  Burntr-ollerings  and  sacrifice  for  sin  hast  thou  not 
required:  then  ^aid  1,  Lo,  I  Come; 

10  In  the  volume  of  the  book  it  is  written  of  nie, 
that  I  should  fulfil  thy  willj  O  my  God :  I  am  content 
to  do  it;   yea,  tliy  law  is  within  my  heart. 

Ill  have  declared  thy  righteousness  in  the  great 
congregation:  lo,  1  will  not  refrain  my  lips,  0  Lord, 
and  that  thou  knowest. 

12  I  liave  not  hid  thy  righteousness  within  my  Iieart: 
my  tidk  hath  been  of  thy  truth,"  and  of  thy  salvation. 

13  1  have  not  kept  back  thy  loving  mercy  and  truth: 
from  the  great  congregation. 

14  Withdraw  not  thou  thy  mercy  from  me^  0  Lord: 
let  thy  lovmg-kindness  and  thy  trutli  alway  preserve  me* 

15  For  hmumerable  troubles  are  come  about  me  ; 
my  sins  have  taken  such  hold  upon  me,  that  I  am 
not  able  to  look  up :  yea,  they  are  more  in  num- 
ber than  the  hairs  of  my  head,  and  my  heart  hath 
failed  me. 

1(1  0  Lord,  let  it  be  thy  pleasure  to  deliver  me: 
make  haste,  0  Lord,  to  help  me, 

17  Let  tliem  be  ashamed,  and  confounded  together, 
that  seek  after  my  soul  to  destroy  it :  let  them  he 
driven  backward^  and  put  to  rebuke,  that  \\ish  me 
evih 

18  IjCt  them  be  desolate,  and  rewarded  with  shame: 
that  say  unto  me,  Fie  upon  thee!  fie  upon  thee! 

19  I^t  n\\  those  that  seek  thee,  be  joyfid  and  glad 
in  thee :  and  let  such  as  love  thy  salvation,  say  alway. 
The  Lord  be  praised ! 
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20  As  for  me,  I  am  poor  and  needy :  but  the  Lord 
careth  for  me. 

21  Thou  art  my  helper  and   redeemer:  make  no 
long  tarrying,  0  my  God.

10  But  be  thou  merciful  unto  me,  0  Lord  :  raise 
thou  me  up  again,  and  I  shall  reward  them. 

11  By  this  I  know  thou  favourest  me,  that  mine 
enemy  doth  not  triumph  against  me. 
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12  And  when  I  am  in  my  health,  thou  npholdest 
me:  and  shalt  set  me  before  thy  face  for  ever. 

13  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel :  world  with- 
out end.     Amen.

LIKE    as    the    hart    desireth   the  water-brooks:  ho 
longeth  my  soul  after  thee,  0  God, 

2  My  soul  is  athirst  for  God,  yea,  even  for  the  living 
God :  when  shall  I  come  to  appear  before  the  presence 
of  God? 

3  My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day  and  night : 
while  they  daily  say  unto  me.  Where  is  now  thy  God  ? 

4  Now  when  1  think  thereupon,  I  pour  out  my 
heart  by  myself :  for  I  went  with  the  multitude,  and 
brought  them  forth  into  the  house  of  God ; 

5  In  the  voice  of  praise  and  thanksgiving :  among 
such  as  keep  holy-day. 

6  Why  art  thou  so  full  of  heaviness,  O  my  soul: 
and  why  art  thou  so  disquieted  within  me  ? 

7  Put  thy  trust  in  God:  for  I  will  yet  give  him 
thanks  for  the  help  of  his  countenance. 

8  My  God,  my  soul  is  vexed  within  me :  therefore 
will  I  remember  thee  concerning  the  land  of  Jordan, 
and  the  little  liill  of  Hennon. 

9  One  deep  calleth  another,  because  of  the  noise  of 
the  water-pipes :  all  thy  waves  and  storms  are  gone 
over  me. 

10  The  LoKD  hath  granted  his  loving-kindness  in 
the  day-time  :  and  in  the  night-season  did  I  sing  of 
him,  and  made  my  prayer  unto  the  God  of  my  life. 

Ill  will  say  unto  the  God  of  my  strength,  Why 
hast  thou  forgotten  me :  why  go  I  thus  heavily,  while 
the  enemy  oppresseth  me? 

12  My  bones  are  smitten  asunder  as  with  a  sword : 
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while  mine  enemies  that  trouble  me  cast  me  in  the 
teeth ; 

13  Namely,  while  they  say  daily  imto  me :  Where 
is  now  thy  God  ? 

14  Why  art  thou  so  vexed,  0  my  soul :  and  why 
art  thou  so  disquieted  within  me  ? 

15  0  put  thy  trust  in  God :  for  I  will  yet  thank 
him,  which  is  the  help  of  my  countenance,  and  my 
God. 

Psalm  43.     Judica  me,  Deus. 

GIVE  sentence  with  me,  0  God,  and  defend    my 
cause  against  the  ungodly  people :  0  deliver  me 
from  the  deceitful  and  wicked  man. 

2  For  thou  art  the  God  of  my  strength,  why  hast 
thou  put  me  from  thee :  and  why  go  I  so  heavily, 
while  the  enemy  oppresseth  me  ? 

3  0  send  out  thy  light  and  thy  truth,  that  they 
may  lead  me :  and  bring  me  unto  thy  holy  hill,  and  to 
thy  dwelling.

ittorning  ^Pragcr- 

Psalm  44.     Deiis,  auribus. 

WE  have  heard  with  our  ears,  0  God,  our  fathers 
have  told  us :  what  thou  hast  done  in  their  time 
of  old ; 
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2  How  thou  ha^t  driven  out  the  heathen  with  thy 
hand,  and  phinted  them  in:  how  thou  ha.st  destroyed 
the  nations,  and  cast  them  out. 

3  For  they  gat  not  the  land  in  poi5,session  through 
their  own  sword :  neither  was  it  their  own  arm  that 
helped  them ; 

4  But  thy  right  hand,  and  thine  arm,  and  the  hght 
of  thy  countenance :  because  thou  had^t  a  favour  unto 
them. 

5  Thou  art  my  King,  0  God:  send  help  unto  Jacob* 

6  Through  thee  will  we  overthrow  our  enemies : 
and  in  thy  Name  will  we  tread  them  under  that  rise  up 
against  us. 

7  For  I  will  not  trust  in  my  bow:  it  is  not  my 
sword   that  shall   help  me; 

8  But  it  is  thou  that  savest  us  from  om*  enemies: 
and  puttest  them  to  confusion  that  hate  us. 

9  We  make  our  boast  of  God  all  day  long:  and  will 
praise  thy  Name  for  ever. 

10  But  now  thou  art  far  off,  and  puttest  us  to  con- 
fusion :  and  goest  not  forth  with  our  armies. 

11  Thou  mtikest  us  to  turn  our  backs  upon  our  ene- 
mies :  so  that  they  which  hate  us  spoil  our  goods. 

12  Thou  lettest  us  be  eat^n  up  like  sheep  :  and  hast 
scattered  us  among  the  heathen. 

13  Thou  sellest  thy  people  for  nought :  and  takest 
no  money  for  them. 

14  Thou  makest  us  to  be  rebuked  of  our  neighbours: 
to  be  laughed  to  scorn,  and  had  in  derision  of  them 
that  are  round  about  us, 

15  Thou  makest  us  to  be  a  by-word  among  the 
heathen  :  and  that  the  people  shake  their  heads  at  us. 

16  My  confusion  is  daily  before  me:  and  the  shame 
of  my  face  hath  covered  me  ; 
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17  For  the  voice  of  the  slanderer  and  blasphemer: 
for  the  enemy  and  avenger. 

18  And  though  all  this  be  come  upon  ii.s,  yet  do  we 
not  forget  thee :  nor  behave  ourselves  frowardly  in 
thy  covenant. 

1 9  Our  heart  is  not  turned  back  :  neither  our  steps 
gone  out  of  thy  way. 

20  No,  not  when  thou  hast  smitten  us  into  the  place 
of  dragons :  and  covered  u.s  with  the  s^hadow  of  death. 

21  If  we  have  forgotten  the  Name  of  our  God,  and 
holden  up  our  hands  to  any  strange  god  :  shall  not 
God  search  it  out  ?  for  he  kiioweth  the  very  secrets  of 
the  heart. 

22  For  thy  sake  also  are  we  killed  all  the  day  long : 
and  are  counted  a.s  sheep  appointed  to  be  slam* 

23  Up,  Lord,  why  sleepest  thou :  awake,  and  be  not 
absent  from  us  for  ever. 

24  Wherefore  hidest  thou  thy  face :  and  forgettest 
our  misery  and  trouble  ? 

25  For  our  soul  is  brought  low,  even  unto  the  dust: 
our  belly  cleaveth  unto  the  ground* 

26  Arise,  and  help  us :  and  deliver  us,  for  thy 
mercy's  sake. 

Psalm  45.     Eritctamt  cor  metmi. 

TlirY  heart  is  inditing  of  a  good  matter:    I  speak  of 
IfX   the  things  which  I  have  made  unto  the  King. 

2  My  tongue  Is  the  pen  :    of  a  ready  writer. 

3  Thou  art  fairer  than  the  children  of  men  :  fuU  of 
grace  are  thy  lips,  because  God  liath  blessed  thee  for 
ever. 

4  Gird  thee  with  thy  sword  upon  thy  thigh,  0  thou 
Most  Mighty :  according  to   thy  worship  and  renown. 

5  Good  luck  have  thou  with  thine  honour :   ride  on. 
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because  of  the  word  of  tnitli,  of  meekness,  and  right- 
eousness ;  and  thy  right  hand  nhall  teach  thee  terrible 
things. 

6  Thy  arrows  are  ver}^  sharp,  and  the  people  shall 
be  pubdned  unto  thee :  even  in  the  midst  among  the 
King's  enemies. 

7  Thy  seat,  O  God,  endureth  for  ever :  the  sceptre 
of  thy  kingdom  is  a  right  sceptre. 

8  Thou  hast  loved  righteousness,  and  hated  iniquity: 
wherefore  God,  even  thy  God,  hath  anointed  thee 
with  the  oil  of  gladness  above  thy  fellows. 

9  All  thy  garments  nmell  of  myrrh,  aloes,  and 
ctissia:  out  of  the  ivory  palaces,  whereby  they  have 
made  thee  glad. 

10  Kings'  daughters  were  among  thy  honouralde 
women  :  upon  thy  right  hand  did  stand  the  queen  in 
a  vesture  of  gold,  wrought  about  with  divers  colours. 

11  Hearken,  0  daughter^  and  consider;  incline  thine 
ear:  forget  also  thine  own  people,  and  thy  fathers 
house. 

12  So  shall  the  King  have  pleasure  in  thy  beauty: 
for  he  is  thy  Lord  God,  and  worship  thou  him. 

13  And  the  daughter  of  Tyre  shall  be  there  with  a 
gift:  like  as  the  rich  also  among  the  people  shall  make 
their  supplication  before  thee. 

14  The  King's  daughter  is  all  glorious  within  :  her 
clothing  is  of  wrought  gold. 

15  She  shall  he  l>rought  unto  the  King  in  raiment 
of  needlework :  the  virgins  that  be  her  fellows  shall 
bear  her  company,  and  shall  be  brought  unto  thee. 

IG  With  joy  and  gladness  shall  they  be  brought : 
and  shall  enter  into  the  King's  palace. 

17  Instead  of  thy  fathers,  thou  shalt  have  children: 
whom  thou  mayest  make  princes  in  all  lands. 
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18  I  will  remember  thy  Name  from  one  generation 
to  another:  therefore  shall  the  people  give  thanks 
unto  thee,  world  without  end. 

Psalm  46.     Deua  noster  refugium. 

GOD  is  our  hope  and  strength :  a  very  present  help 
in  trouble. 

2  Therefore  will  we  not  fear,  though  the  earth  be 
moved :  and  though  the  hills  be  carried  into  the  midst 
of  the  sea. 

3  Though  the  waters  thereof  rage  and  swell :  and 
though  the  mountains  shake  at  the  tempest  of  the 
same. 

4  The  rivers  of  the  flood  thereof  shall  make  glad 
the  city  of  God :  the  holy  place  of  the  tabernacle  of 
the  Most  Highest. 

5  God  is  in  the  midst  of  her,  therefore  shall  she  not 
be  removed :  God  shall  help  her,  and  that  right  early. 

6  The  heathen  make  much  ado,  and  the  kingdoms 
are  moved :  but  God  hath  showed  his  voice,  and  the 
earth  shall  melt  away. 

7  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us  :  the  God  of  Jacob 
is  our  refuge. 

8  0  come  hither,  and  behold  the  works  of  the  Lord  : 
what  destruction  he  hath  brought  upon  the  earth. 

9  He  maketh  wars  to  cease  in  all  the  world :  he 
breaketh  the  bow,  and  knappeth  the  spear  in  sunder, 
and  bumeth  the  chariots  in  the  fire. 

10  Be  still  then,  and  know  that  I  am  God:  1  will 
be  exalted  among  the  heathen,  and  1  will  be  exalted  in 
the  earth. 

11  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us :  the  God  of  Jacob 
is  our  refuge. 
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Psalm  47.     Omnes   fjentes,  jylmidite, 

OCLAP  your  hand8  together,  all  ye  people  :  0  sing 
unto  God  with  the  voice  of  melody. 

2  For  the  Lord  is  high,  and  to  be  feared :  he  is  the 
great  King  upon  all  the  earth. 

3  He  shall  subdue  the  people  under  us:  and  the 
nations  under  our  feet 

4  He  shall  choose  out  an  heritage  for  us:  even  the 
worship  of  Jacob,  whom  he  loved. 

5  God  18  gone  up  with  a  merry  noise :  and  the  Lord 
with  the  sound  of  the  trump. 

6  0  sing  praises,  sing  praises  unto  oiur  God :  0  sing 
praises,  sing  praises  unto  our  King. 

7  For  God  is  the  King  of  all  the  earth :  sing  ye 
praises  with  understanding. 

S  God  reigneth  over  the  heathen  :  God  sitteth  upon 
his  holy  seat. 

9  The  princes  of  the  people  are  joined  unto  the 
people  of  the  God  of  Abraham  :  for  God,  which  is  very 
liigh  exalted,  dotli  defend  the  earthy  as  it  were  with  a 
shield. 

Psalm  48.     Magnus  DominuB. 

GREAT  IS  the  LorDj  and  highly  to  l»e  praised  :  in 
the  city  of  our  God,  even  upon  his  holy  hill. 

2  The  hill  of  Sion  is  a  fair  place,  and  the  joy  of  the 
whole  earth :  upon  the  north  side  lieth  the  city  of  the 
great  King ;  God  is  well  known  in  her  palaces  as  a 
sure  refuge. 

3  For  To,  the  kings  of  the  earth :  are  gathered,  and 
gone  by  together. 

4  They  marvelled  to  see  such  things :  they  were 
astonished,  and  suddenly  cast  down. 
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5  Fear  came  there  upon  thenij  and  sorrow ;  as  upon 
a  woman  in  her  travail. 

6  Thou  shalt  break  the  «hip8  of  the  sea:  through  the 
east-wind. 

7  Like  as  we  have  heard,  m  have  we  seen  in  the 
city  of  the  Lord  of  hosts,  in  the  city  of  our  God  :  God 
upholdeth  the  same  for  ever. 

8  We  wait  for  thy  loving-kindness,  O  God :  in  the 
midst  of  thy  temple. 

9  0  Godj  according  to  thy  Name,  so  is  thy  praise 
unto  the  world's  end;  thy^ right  hand  is  full  of  rights 
eousness. 

10  Let  the  Mount  Sion  rejoice,  and  the  daughter  of 
Judah  be  glad  i  because  of  thy  judgments, 

11  Walk  about  Sion^  and  go  round  about  her:  and 
tell  the  towers  thereof. 

12  Mark  well  her  bulwarks,  set  up  her  houj^es:  that 
ye  may  tell  them  that  come  after* 

13  For  this  God  is  our  God  for  ever  and  ever :  he 
shall  be  our  guide  unto  death. 


Psalm  49<     Audite  hcBCj  omnes, 

OHEAE  ye   this,   all   ye   people :  ponder  it  with 
your  ears,  all  ye  that  dwell  in  the  world ; 

2  High  and  low,  rich  and  poor :  one  with  another* 

3  My  mouth  shall  speak  of  wisdom  :  and  my  heart 
shall  muse  of  miderstanding. 

4  I  will  incline  mine  ear  to  the  parable :  and  show 
my  dark  speech  upon  the  harp. 

5  Wherefore  should  1  fear  in  the  days  of  wicked- 
ness :  and  when  the  wickedness  of  my  heels  compass- 
eth  me  round  about  ? 

6  There  be  some  that  put  their  trust  in  their  goods : 
and  boast  themselves  in  the  multitude  of  their  riches. 
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7  But  no  man  may  deliver  his  brother :  nor  make 
agreement  unto  God  for  him  ; 

8  For  it  cost  more  to  redeem  their  souls 
must  let  that  alone  for  ever ; 

9  Yea,  though  he  live  long:  and  see  not  the  grave. 

10  For  he  neeth  that  wise  men  also  die  and  perish 
together :  as  weU  as  the  ignorant  and  foolish,  and 
leave  their  riches  for  other, 

11  And  yet  they  think  that  their  houses  shall  con- 
tinue for  ever:  and  that  their  dwelling-places  shall 
endiure  from  one  generation  to  another ;  and  call  the 
lands  after  their  owai  names. 

12  Nevertheless,  man  will  not  abide  m  honour: 
seeing  he  may  be  compared  unto  the  beasts  tliat 
perieh  ;  this  is  the  w^ay  of  them* 

13  This  is  their  foolishness:  and  their  posterity 
praise  their  saying. 

14  They  lie  in  the  hell  like  sheep ;  death  gnaweth 
upon  them,  and  the  righteous  shall  have  dominion 
over  them  in  the  morning  :  their  beauty  shall  consume 
in  the  sepulchre  out  of  their  dwelling. 

15  But  God  hath  deUvered  my  soul  from  the  place 
of  hell :  for  he  shall  receive  me. 

16  Be  not  thou  afraid,  though  one  be  made  rich  :  or 
if  the  glory  of  his  house  be  increased ; 

17  For  he  shall  carry  nothing  away  with  him  when 
he  dieth  :  neither  shall  his  pomp  follow  him. 

18  For  while  he  lived,  he  counted  himself  an  happy 
man :  and  so  long  as  thou  doest  w  ell  unto  thyself,  men 
will  speak  good  of  thee. 

19  He  shall  follow  the  generation  of  his  fathers : 
and  shall  never  see  light. 

20  Man  being  in  honour  hath  no  understanding : 
but  is  compared  unto  the  beasts  that  perish. 
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Psalm  50.     Deus  deorum. 

THE  Lord,  even  the  most  mighty  God,  hath  spoken : 
and  called  the  world,  from  the  rising  up  of  the  sim 
unto  the  going  down  thereof. 

2  Out  of  Sion  hath  God  appeared :  in  perfect  beauty. 

3  Our  God  shall  come,  and  shall  not  keep  silence: 
there  shall  go  before  him  a  consiuning  fire,  and  a 
mighty  tempest  shall  be  stirred  up  round  about  him. 

4  He  shall  call  the  heaven  from  above  :  and  the 
earth,  that  he  may  judge  his  people. 

5  Gather  my  saints  together  unto  me:  those  that 
have  made  a  covenant  with  me  with  sacrifice. 

6  And  the  heavens  shall  declare  his  righteousness : 
for  God  is  Judge  himself. 

7  Hear,  0  my  people,  and  I  will  speak:  I  myself 
will  testify  against  thee,  0  Israel ;  for  I  am  God,  even 
thy  God. 

8  I  will  not  reprove  thee  because  of  thy  sacrifices, 
or  for  thy  burntrofferings :  because  they  were  not 
alway  before  me. 

9  I  will  take  no  bullock  out  of  thine  house  :  nor  he- 
goat  out  of  thy  folds. 

10  For  all  the  beasts  of  the  forest  are  mine:  and  so 
are  the  cattle  upon  a  thousand  hills. 

11  I  know  all  the  fowls  upon  the  mountains:  and 
the  wild  beasts  of  the  field  are  in  my  sight. 

12  If  I  be  hungry,  I  will  not  tell  thee:  for  the 
whole  world  is  mme,  and  all  that  is  therein. 

13  Thinkest  thou  that  I  will  eat  bulls'  flesh:  and 
drink  the  blood  of  goats? 

14  Offer  unto  God  thanksgiving :  and  pay  thy  vows 
unto  the  Most  Highest. 
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15  And  call  upon  me  in  the  time  of  trouble :  so  will 
I  hear  thee,  and  thou  shtilt  praise  nie, 

16  But  unto  the  ungodly  naid  God  :  Why  dost  thon 
preach  my  lawn,  and  take>?t  my  covenant  in  thy 
mouth ; 

17  Whereas  thou  hatest  t^  be  reformed:  and  hast 
cast  my  words  behind  thee? 

18  When  thou  rawest  a  thief,  thou  consentedest 
unto  him :   and  ha*st  been  partaker  with  the  adulterers. 

19  Thou  hast  let  thy  mouth  speak  wickedness:  and 
with  thy  tongue  thou  hast  set  forth  deceit. 

20  Thou  sattest  and  spakest  against  thy  brother: 
yea,  and  ha.st  slandered  tliine  own  mother's  son, 

21  These  things  hast  thou  done,  and  I  held  my 
tongue,  and  thou  thoughtest  wickedly,  that  I  am  even 
such  a  one  as  thyself:  but  I  will  reprove  thee,  and  set 
before  thee  the  things  that  thou  hast  done. 

22  O  consider  this,  ye  that  forget  God :  lest  I  pluck 
you  away,  and  there  be  none  to  deliver  you. 

23  Whoso  offereth  me  thanks  and  praise,  he  honour- 
eth  me:  and  to  him  that  ordereth  his  conversation 
right,  will  I  show  the  salvation  of  God* 
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Psalm  51.     Miserere  mei,  Deus. 

AVE  mercy  upon  me,  0  God,  af  t^r  thy  great  good- 
ness: according  to  the  multitude  of  thy  mercies 
do  away  mine  offences. 

2  Wash  me  throughly  from  my  wickedness:  and 
cleanse  me  from  my  sui. 

3  For  I  acknowledge  my  faults :  and  my  sin  is  ever 
before  me, 

4  Against  thee  only  have  I  sinned,  and  done  tliis 
evil  in  thy  sight:  that  tliou  mightest  be  justified  in  thy 
sayings  and  clear  when  thou  art  judged. 
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5  Behold,  I  waa  shapen  in  wickedness:  and  in  sin 
hath  my  mother  conceived  me, 

6  But  lo,  thou  requirest  truth  in  the  inward  parts: 
and  shalt  make  me  to  understand  wisdom  secretly. 

7  Thou  shaJt  purge  me  with  hyssop,  and  I  shall  be 
clean:  thou  shalt  wash  me,  and  I  shall  be  whiter  than 
snow. 

8  Thou  shalt  make  me  hear  of  joy  and  gladness: 
that  the  bones  which  thou  hast  broken  may  rejoice* 

9  Turn  thy  face  from  my  sins :  and  put  out  all  my 
misdeeds. 

10  Make  me  a  clean  heart,  0  God:  and  renew  a 
right  spirit  within  me. 

1 1  Cast  me  not  away  from  thy  presence :  and  take 
not  thy  holy  Spirit  from  me. 

12  O  give  me  the  comfort  of  thy  help  again:  and 
stablish  me  witli  thy  free  Spirit. 

13  Then  shall  I  teach  thy  ways  unto  the  wicked: 
and  sinners  shall  be  converted  unto  thee. 

14  Dehver  me  from  blood-guiltiness,  0  God,  thou 
tliat  art  tlie  God  of  my  health:  and  my  tongue  shall 
sing  of  thy  righteousness. 

15  Thou  shalt  open  my  lips,  0  Lord :  and  my 
mouth  shall  show  thy  praise. 

16  For  thou  desirest  no  sacrifice,  else  would  I  give 
it  thee  :  but  thou  delightest  not  in  bumt-offerings. 

17  The  sacrifice  of  God  is  a  troubled  spirit :  a 
broken  and  a  contrite  heart,  O  God,  shalt  thou  not 
despise. 

18  O  be  favourable  and  gracious  unto  Sion  :  build 
thou  the  walls  of  Jerusalem. 

19  Then  shalt  thou  be  pleased  with  the  sacrifice  of 
righteousness,  with  the  burntrofferings  and  oblations : 
then  shall  they  offer  young  bullocks  upon  thine  altar. 
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Psalm  52.     Quid  gloriaris  f 

WHY  boastest  thou  thyself,  thou  tyrant :  that  thou 
canst  do  mischief; 

2  Whereas  the  goodness  of  God:  endureth  yet 
daily? 

3  Thy  tongue  imagineth  wickedness  :  and  with  lies 
thou  cuttest  like  a  sharp  razor. 

4  Thou  hast  loved  unrighteousness  more  than 
goodness :  and  to  talk  of  lies  more  than  righteousness. 

5  Thou  hast  loved  to  speak  all  words  that  may  do 
hurt :  0  thou  false  tongue  ! 

6  Therefore  shall  God  destroy  thee  for  ever:  he 
shall  take  thee,  and  pluck  thee  out  of  thy  dwelling, 
and  root  thee  out  of  the  land  of  the  living. 

7  The  righteous  also  shall  see  this,  and  fear :  and 
shall  laugh  him  to  scorn ; 

8  Lo,  this  is  the  man  that  took  not  God  for  his 
strength  :  but  trusted  unto  the  multitude  of  his  riches, 
and  strengthened  himself  in  his  wickedness. 

9  As  for  me,  I  am  like  a  green  olive-tree  in  the 
house  of  God  :  my  trust  is  in  the  tender  mercy  of  God 
for  ever  and  ever. 

10  I  will  always  give  thanks  unto  thee  for  that 
thou  hast  done :  and  I  will  hope  in  thy  Name,  for  thy 
saints  like  it  well.

Psalm  53.     Dixit  insipiens. 

THE  foolish  body  hath  said  in  his  heart :  There  is  no 
God. 
2  Corrupt  are  they,  and  become  abominable  in  their 
wickedness :  there  is  none  that  doeth  good. 
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3  God  looked  down  from  heaven  upon  the  children 
of  men  :  to  see  if  there  were  any  that  would  under^ 
stand,  and  seek  after  God. 

4  But  they  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way,  they  are 
altogether  become  abominable  :  there  is  also  none  that 
doeth  good,  no  not  one. 

5  Are  not  they  without  understanding  that  work 
wickedness :  eating  up  my  people  as  if  they  would  eat 
bread  ?  they  have  not  called  upon  God. 

6  They  were  afraid  where  no  fear  was:  for  God 
hath  broken  the  bones  of  him  that  besieged  thee ;  thou 
hast  put  them  to  confusion,  because  God  hath  despised 
them. 

7  Oh,  that  the  salvation  were  given  unto  Israel  out 
of  Sion :  Oh,  that  the  Lord  would  deliver  his  people 
out  of  captivity ! 

8  Then  should  Jacob  rejoice :  and  Israel  should  be 
right  glad. 

Psalm  54.      DeuSj  in  nomine. 

SAVE  me,  0  God,  for  thy  Name's  sake:   and  avenge 
me  in  thy  strength. 

2  Hear  my  prayer,  0  God:  and  hearken  unto  the 
words  of  my  mouth. 

3  For  strangers  are  risen  up  against  me :  and  tyrants, 
which  have  not  God  before  their  eyes,  seek  after  my 
soul. 

4  Behold,  God  is  my  helper :  the  Lord  is  with  them 
that  uphold  my  soul. 

5  He  shall  reward  evil  unto  mine  enemies:  destroy 
thou  them  in  thy  truth. 

6  An  offering  of  a  free  heart  will  I  give  thee,  and 
praise  thy  Name,  0  Lord  :  because  it  is  so  comfortable. 

7  For  he  hath  delivered  me  out  of  all  my  trouble : 
and  mine  eye  hath  seen  his  desire  upon  mine  enemies. 
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Psalm  55.     Exaudi^  Dens. 

EAR  my   prayer^  O   God:   and  hide  not  thyself 
from  my  petition, 

2  Take  heed  unto  me,  and  hear  me: 
in  my  prayer,  and  am  vexed* 

3  The  enemy  crieth  so,  and  the  ungodly  conieth  on 
so  fast:  for  they  are  minded  to  do  me  8ome  mischief, 
so  maliciousl}^  are  the}^  set  against  me. 

4  My  heart  is  disquieted  within  me :  and  the  fear  of 
death  is  fallen  upon  me, 

5  Fearfulness  and  trembhng  are  come  upon  me:  and 
an  horrible  dread  hath  overwhelmed  me. 

6  And  I  said,  Oh  that  I  had  wings  like  a  dove:  for 
then  would  1  flee  away,  and  be  at  rest. 

7  IjO,  then  would  I  get  me  away  far  off:  and  remain 
in  the  wilderness. 

8  I  would  make  haste  to  escape:  because  of  the 
stormy  wind  and  tempest. 

9  Destroy  tlieir  tongues,  0  Lord,  and  divide  them: 
for  I  have  spied  unrighteousness  and  strife  in  the  city, 

10  Day  and  night  they  go  about  within  the  walls 
thereof:  mischief  also  and  sorrow  are  in  the  midst  of  it, 

11  Wickedness  is  therein:  deceit  and  guile  go  not 
out  of  their  streets. 

12  For  it  is  not  an  open  enemy  that  hath  done  me 
this  dishonour :  for  then  I  could  have  borne  it 

13  Neither  was  it  mine  adversary  that  did  magnify 
himself  against  me:  for  then  peradventure  I  would 
have  hid  myself  from  him. 

14  But  it  was  even  thou,  my  companion :  my  guide, 
and  mine  own  familiar  friend, 

15  We  took  sweet  counsel  together:  and  walked  in 
the  house  of  God  as  friends. 

16  Let  death  come  hastily  upon  them,  and  let  them 
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fo  down  quick  into  hell :  for  wickedness  is  in  their 
dwellings  J  and  among  them» 

17  A^  for  me,  1  will  call  upon  God :  and  the  Lord 
shall  save  me. 

18  In  the  evening,  and  morning,  and  at  noon-day 
will  I  pray,  and  that  instantly :  and  he  shall  hear  my 
voice. 

19  It  is  he  that  hath  delivered  my  soul  in  peace 
from  the  battle  that  was  against  me :  for  there  were 
many  with  me. 

20  Yea,  even  Grod^  that  endureth  for  ever,  shall 
hear  me,  and  bring  them  down :  for  they  will  not  turn, 
nor  fear  God. 

21  He  laid  his  hands  upon  such  as  be  at  peace  with 
him :  and  he  brake  his  covenant. 

22  The  wordti  of  hii^  mouth  were  softer  than  butter, 
having  war  in  his  heart:  hiH  words  were  smoother 
than  oil,  and  yet  be  they  very  swords. 

23  0  cast  thy  burden  upon  the  Lord,  and  he  shall 
nourish  thee:  and  shall  not  suffer  the  righteous  to  fall 
for  ever, 

24  And  as  for  them :  thou,  O  God,  shalt  bring  them 
into  the  pit  of  destruction* 

25  The  blood-thirsty  and  deceitful  men  shall  not 
live  out  half  their  days :  neverthelesi*,  my  trust  shall 
be  in  thee,  0  Lord. 
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looming  Pragcr* 

Psalm  56.    Miserere  meij  Dens. 

E  merciful  unto  me,  0  God,  for  man  goeth  about  to 
devour  me :  he  is  daily  fighting,  and  troubling  me. 
2  Mine  enemies  are  daily  in  hand  to  swallow  me  up  : 
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for  they  be  many  that  fight  against  me^  O  thou  Most 
Highe.st. 

3  Nevertlieless,  though  I  am  sometune  afraid :  yet 
put  I  my  tru.st  in  thee, 

4  I  will  praise  God,  because  of  his  word:  I  have  put 
my  trust  in  God,  and  will  not  fear  what  flesh  can  do 
unto  me. 

5  They  daily  mistake  my  words :  all  that  they 
imagine  is  to  do  me  evil. 

6  They  hold  all  together,  and  keep  theuiselves  close: 
and  mark  my  steps,  w4ien  they  lay  wait  for  my  souL 

7  Shall  they  escape  for  their  wickedness:  thou,  0 
God,  in  thy  displeasure  sbalt  cast  them  dowm, 

8  Thou  tellest  my  wanderings;  put  my  tears  into 
thy  bottle :  are  not  these  things  noted  in  thy  book  ? 

9  Whensoever  I  call  upon  thee,  then  shall  mine 
enemies  be  put  to  flight :  this  I  know ;  for  God  is  on 
my  side. 

10  In  God's  word  will  I  rejoice  :  in  the  Lord's  word 
will  I  comfort  me. 

11  Yea,  in  God  have  I  put  my  trust:  I  will  not  be 
afraid  what  man  can  do  unto  me. 

12  Unto  thee,  0  God,  will  I  pay  my  vows:  unto 
thee  will  I  give  thanks. 

13  For  thou  hast  delivered  my  soul  from  death,  and 
my  feet  from  falling :  that  1  ma}'  walk  before  God  in 
the  light  of  the  living.

BE  merciful  unto  me,  0  God,  be  merciful  unto  me ; 
for  my  soul  trusteth  in  thee  :  and  under  the  shadow 
of  thy  wings  shall  be  my  refuge,  until  this  t^  rtmny  be 
overpast. 

2  1  will  call  unto  the  most  high  God :  even  unto  the 
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God  that  shall  perform  the  cause  which  I  have  in  hand.

8  My  heart  is  fixed,  0  God,  my  heart  is  fixed :  I 
will  sing  and  give  praise. 

9  Awake  up,  my  glory ;  awake,  lute  and  harp  :  I 
myself  will  awake  right  early. 

10  I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee,  0  Lord,  among  the 
people :  and  I  will  sing  unto  thee  among  the  nations. 

11  For  the  greatness  of  thy  mercy  reacheth  unto 
the  heavens  :  and  thy  truth  unto  the  clouds. 

12  Set  up  thyself,  0  God,  above  the  heavens :  and 
thy  glory  above  all  the  earth. 

Psalm  58.     Si  vere  iitique. 

ARE  your  minds  set  upon  righteousness,  0  ye  con- 
gregation :  and  do  ye   judge  the   thing  that   is 
right,  0  ye  sons  of  men  ? 

2  Yea,  ye  imagine  mischief  in  your  heart  upon  the 
earth  :  and  your  hands  deal  with  wickedness. 

3  The  ungodly  are  froward,  even  from  their  mother's 
womb  :  as  soon  as  they  are  born,  they  go  astray,  and 
speak  lies. 

4  They  are  as  venomous  as  the  poison  of  a  serpent : 
even  like  the  deaf  adder,  that  stoppeth  her  ears; 
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5  Which  refuseth  to  hear  the  voice  of  the  chaniier: 
chann  lie  never  so  wisely. 

6  Break  their  teeth,  0  God,  in  their  mouths ;  smite 
the  jaw-bones  of  the  lions,  0  Lobd  :  let  theai  fall 
away  like  water  that  runneth  apace;  and  when  they 
slioot  their  arrows  let  them  be  rooted  out. 

7  Let  tliein  consume  away  like  a  snail,  and  be  like 
the  untimely  fruit  of  a  woman :  and  let  them  not  see 
the  sun. 

8  Or  ever  your  pots  be  made  hot  with  thorns  :  so  let 
indignation  vex  hhu,  even  as  a  thing  that  is  raw, 

9  The  righteous  shall  rejoice  when  he  seeth  the 
vengeance  :  he  shall  wash  his  footsteps  in  the  blood  of 
the  ungodly. 

10  So  that  a  man  shall  say.  Verily  there  is  a  re- 
ward for  the  righteous ;  doubtless  there  is  a  God  that 
judge th  the  earth.

8  But  thou,  0  LoBD,  shalt  have  them  in  derision: 
and  thou  shalt  laugh  all  the  heathen  to  scorn. 

9  My  strength  will  1  ascribe  unto  thee :  for  thou 
art  the  Grod  of  my  refuse. 

lU  Grod  showeth  me  his  goodness  plenteously :  and 
God  shall  let  me  see  my  desire  upon  mme  enemies. 

11  Slay  them  not,  lest  my  people  forget  it:  but 
scatter  them  abroad  among  the  people,  and  put  them 
down,  0  Lord  our  defence. 

12  For  the  sin  of  their  mouth,  and  for  the  words  of 
their  lips,  they  shall  be  taken  in  their  pride :  and  why? 
their  preaching  is  of  cursing  and  lies. 

13  Consume  them  in  thy  wrath,  consume  them, 
that  they  may  perish :  and  know  that  it  is  God  that 
ruleth  in  Jacob,  and  unto  the  ends  of  the  world. 

14  And  in  the  evening  they  will  return :  grin  like  a 
dog,  and  will  go  about  the  cil^. 

15  They  will  run  here  and  there  for  meat:  and 
grudge  if  they  be  not  satisfied.

11  0  be  thou  our  help  in  trouble:

3  But  let  the  righteous  be  glad,  and  rejoice  before 
God :  let  them  also  be  merry  and  jo;yiul. 

4  O  sing  unto  God,  and  sing  praises  unto  his  Name: 
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magnify  him  that  rideth  upon  the  heavens,  as  it  were 
upon  an  horse  ;  praise  hini  in  his  Name  JAH,  and 
rejoice  before  him, 

5  He  is  a  Father  of  the  fatherle.s.s,  and  defendeth  the 
cause  of  the  widows :  even  God  in  his  lioly  habitation. 

6  He  Ls  the  God  that  maketh  men  to  l)e  of  one  mind 
in  an  house,  and  bringeth  the  prisoners  out  of  captivity: 
but  lett^th  the  runagates  continue  in  scarceness* 

7  O  God,  when  thou  wentest  forth  before  the  people: 
when  thou  wentest  through  the  wiklerness, 

8  The  earth  shook,  and  the  heavens  dropped  at  the 
presence  of  God :  even  as  Sinai  also  wa.s  moved  at  the 
presence  of  God,  who  is  the  God  of  Israel, 

9  Tliou,  0  God,  sentest  a  gracious  rain  upon  thine 
inheritance :  and  refreshedst  it  when  it  was  weary. 

1 U  Thy  congregation  shall  dwell  therein :  for  thou, 
0  God,  hast  of  thy  goodness  prepared  for  the  poor. 

11  The  Lord  gave  the  word:  great  was  the  company 
of  the  preachers, 

12  Kings  with  their  armies  did  flee,  and  were  dis- 
comfited :  and  they  of  the  household  divided  the  spoil, 

13  Though  ye  have  lam  among  the  pots,  yet  shall 
ye  be  as  the  wings  of  a  dove :  that  is  covered  with 
silver  wings,  and  her  feathers  like  gold. 

14  When  the  Almighty  scattered  kings  for  their 
sake :  then  were  they  as  white  as  snow  in  Salmon. 

15  As  the  hill  of  Basan,  so  is  God's  hill:  even  an 
high  hill,  as  the  hill  of  Basan* 

16  Why  hop  ye  so,  ye  high  hills?  this  is  God's  hill, 
in  the  which  it  pleaseth  him  to  dwell :  yea,  the  Lord 
will  abide  in  it  for  ever. 

17  The  chariots  of  God  are  twenty  thousand,  even 
thousands  of  angels :  and  the  Lord  is  among  them  as 
in  the  holy  place  of  Smai. 
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18  Thou  art  gone  up  on  liigli,  thou  hast  led  captivity 
captive,  and  received  gifts  for  men:  yea,  even  for  thine 
enemies,  that  the  Lord  God  might  dwell  among  them. 

19  Praised  be  the  Lord  daily ;  even  the  God  who 
helpeth  us,  aud  poureth  hin  benefits  upon  us. 

20  He  is  our  God,  even  the  God  of  whom  cometh 
salvation :  God  is  the  Lord,  by  W'hom  we  escape  death. 

21  God  shall  wound  the  head  of  his  enemies:  and 
the  hairy  scalp  of  such  a  one  as  goeth  on  stiU  in  his 
wickedness. 

22  The  Lord  liath  said,  I  will  brmg  my  people 
again,  as  I  did  from  Basan :  mine  own  will  I  bring 
again,  as  I  did  sometime  from  the  deep  of  the  sea, 

23  That  thy  foot  may  be  dipped  in  the  blood  of 
thine  enemies :  and  that  the  tongue  of  thy  dogs  may 
be  red  through  the  same. 

24  It  is  well  seen,  0  God,  how  thou  goest :  how 
thou,  my  God,  and  King,  goest  in  the  sanctuary, 

25  The  singers  go  before,  the  minstrels  follow  after: 
in  the  midst  are  the  damsels  playing  with  the  timbrels, 

26  Give  thanks,  0  Israel,  unto  God  the  Lord  in  the 
congregations ;  from  the  ground  of  the  heart. 

27  There  is  little  Benjamin  their  ruler,  and  the 
princes  of  Judah  their  counsel:  the  princes  of  Zabulon, 
and  the  princes  of  Nephthali. 

28  Thy  God  hath  sent  forth  strength  for  thee  : 
Btablish  the  thing,  O  God,  that  thou  hast  wrought  in  us, 

29  For  thy  temple's  sake  at  Jerusalem :  so  shall 
kings  bring  presents  unto  thee. 

30  When  the  company  of  the  spear-men,  and  multi- 
tude of  the  mighty  are  scattered  abroad  among  the 
beasts  of  the  people,  so  that  they  humbly  bring  pieces 
of  silver :  and  when  he  hath  scattered  the  people  that 
delight  in  war ; 
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31  Then  shall  the  princes  come  out  of  Egypt :  the 
Morians'  land  shall  soon  stretch  out  her  hands  unto 
God. 

32  Sing  unto  God,  0  ye  kingdoms  of  the  earth :  0 
sing  praises  imto  the  Lord ; 

33  Who  sitteth  in  the  heavens  over  all^  from  the 
beginning :  lo,  he  doth  send  out  his  voice ;  yea,  and 
that  a  mighty  voice. 

34  Ascribe  ye  the  power  to  God  over  Israel :  his 
worship  and  strength  is  in  the  clouds. 

35  6  God,  wonderful  art  thou  in  thy  holy  places : 
even  the  God  of  Israel,  he  wiU  give  strength  and 
power  unto  his  people.    Blessed  be  God.

10  1  wept,  and  chastened  my.self  with  fasting :  and 
that  was  turned  to  my  reproof, 

111  put  on  mckcloth  also :  and  they  jested  upon  me, 

12  They  that  sit  in  the  gate  speak  against  me:  and 
the  drunkards  make  songs  upon  me. 

13  But,  IjORD,  I  make  my  prayer  unto  thee :  in  an 

accen table  time.

14  Hear  me,  0  God,  in  the  multitude  of  thy  mercy : 
even  in  the  truth  of  thy  salvation. 

16  Take  me  out  of  the  mire,  that  I  sink  not:  O  let 
me  be  delivered  from  them  that  hate  me^  and  out  of 
the  deep  waters. 

16  Let  not  the  water-flood  drown  me,  neither  let 
the  deep  swallow  me  up :  and  let  not  the  pit  shut  her 
mouth  upon  me.

20  Thou  hast  known  my  reproof,  my  shame,  and 
my  dishonour:  mine  adversaries  are  all  in  thy  sight. 

21  Thv  rebuke  hath  broken  mv  heart;  I  am  full  of 
heaviness :  1  looked  for  some  to  have  pity  on  me,  but 
there  was  no  man,  neither  found  1  any  to  comfort  me* 

22  They  gave  me  gall  to  eat:  and  when  I  was 
thirsty  they  gave  me  vinegar  to  drink. 
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23  Let  their  table  be  made  a  snare  to  take  them- 
selves withal :  and  let  the  things  that  should  have 
been  for  their  wealth  be  unto  them  an  occasion  of 
falling. 

24  Let  their  eyes  be  blinded^  that  they  see  not:  and 
ever  bow  thou  down  their  backs. 

25  Pom*  out  thine  indignation  upon  them :  and  let 
thy  wrathful  displeasure  take  hold  of  them, 

26  Let  their  habitation  be  void:  and  no  man  to 
dwell  in  their  tents.

32  This  also  shall  please  the  Lord  :  better  than  a 
bullock  that  hath  horns  and  hoofs.

2  Be  thou  my  stronghold,  whereunto  1  may  alway 
resort:  thou  hast  promised  to  help  me,  for  thou  art  my 
house  of  defence,  and  my  castle* 

3  Deliver  me,  0  iiiy  God,  out  of  the  hand  of  the 
ungodly :  out  of  the  hand  of  the  unrighteous  and 
cruel  man. 

4  For  thou,  O  Lord  God,  art  the  thing  that  I  long 
for :  thou  art  my  hope,  even  from  my  youth. 

5  Through  thee  have  I  been  holden  up  ever  since  I 
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was  born :  thou  art  he  that  took  me  out  of  my  mother  s 
womb ;  ni}^  praise  shall  be  always  of  thee. 

6  I  am  become  as  it  were  a  monster  unto  many :

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3  And  why  ?     I  was  grieved  at  the  wicked :  I  do 

also  see  the  ungodly  in  such  prosperity. 

4  For  they  are  in  no  peril  of  death :  but  are  lusty 
and  strong* 

5  They  come  in  no  misfortune  like  other  folk : 
neither  tire  they  plagued  like  other  men. 

6  And  thir^  is  the  cause  that  they  are  so  holden  witli 
pride :  and  overwhelmed  with  cruelty. 

7  Their  eyes  swell  with  fatness :  and  they  do  even 
what  they  lust. 

8  They  corrupt  other,  and  speak  of  wicked  blas- 
phemy :  their  talking  m  against  the  Most  High. 

9  For  they  stretch  forth  tlieir  mouth  unto  the 
heaven :  and  their  tongue  goetli  through  the  world. 

10  Therefore  fall  the  people  unto  them:  and  there- 
out suck  they  no  small  advantage. 

11  Tush,  say  they,  how  should  God  perceive  it :  is 
there  knowledge  in  the  Most  High  ? 

12  Lo,  these  are  the  ungodly,  these  prosper  in  the 
world,  and  these  have  riches  in  possession :  and  I  said^ 
Then  have  I  cleansed  my  heart  in  vain,  and  washed 
mine  hands  in  innocency. 

13  All  the  day  long  have  I  been  punished :  and 
chastened  every  morning. 

14  Yea,  and  I  had  almost  said  even  as  they :  hut  lo, 
then  I  should  have  condemned  the  generation  uf  thy 
children. 

15  Then  thought  I  to  understand  this:  but  it  wa« 
'  too  hard  for  me, 

16  Until  I  went  into  the  sanctuary  of  God :  then 
understood  1  the  end  of  these  men  ; 

17  Namely,  how  thou  dost  set  them  in  sUppery 
places :  and  easiest  them  down,  and  destroyest 
them* 
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18  Oh,  how  suddenly  do  they  consume :  perish,  and 
come  to  a  fearful  end ! 

19  Yea,  even  like  as  a  dream  when  one  awaketh:  so 
shalt  thou  make  their  image  to  vanish  out  of  the  city. 

20  Thus  my  heart  was  grieved :  and  it  went  even 
through  my  reins. 

21  So  foolish  was  I,  and  ignorant:  even  as  it  were  a 
beast  before  thee. 

22  Nevertheless,  I  am  alway  by  thee :  for  thou  hast 
holden  me  by  my  right  hand. 

23  Thou  shalt  ^de  me  with  thy  counsel:  and  after 
that  receive  me  with  ^lory. 

24  Whom  have  I  m  heaven  but  thee :  and  there  is 
none  upon  earth  that  I  desire  in  comparison  of  thee. 

25  My  flesh  and  my  heart  faileth:  but  God  is  the 
strength  of  my  heart,  and  my  portion  for  ever.

OGOD,  wherefore  art  thou  absent  from  us  so  long :

2  0  think  upon  thy  congregation :  whom  thou  hast 
purchased,  and  redeemed  of  old. 

3  Think  upon  the  tribe  of  thine  inheritance:  and 
Mount  Sion,  wherein  thou  hast  dwelt. 

4  Lift  up  thy  feet,  that  thou  mayest  utterly  destroy 
every  enemy :  which  hath  done  evil  in  thy  sanctuary. 

5  Thine  adversaries  roar  in  the  midst  of  thy  con- 
gregations :  and  set  up  their  banners  for  tokens. 
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6  He  that  hewed  timber  afore  out  of  the  thick 
trees :  was  known  to  bring  it  to  an  excellent  work. 

7  But  now  they  break  down  all  the  carved  work 
thereof :  with  axes  and  hammers.

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rebuked :  and  how  the  foolish  people  hath  blasphemed 
thy  Name. 

20  0  deliver  not  the  soul  of  thy  tmrtle-do^e  mito 
the  multitude  of  the  enemies:  and  forget  not  tiie 
congregation  of  the  poor  for  ever. 

21  Look  upon  the  covenant :  for  all  the  earth  is  full* 
of  darkness,  and  cruel  habitations. 

22  0  let  not  the  simple  go  away  ashamed :  but  let 
the  poor  and  needy  give  praise  unto  thy  Niune^ 

23  Arise,  0  God,  maintain  thine  own  cause :  remmn* 
ber  how  the  foolish  man  blasphemeth  thee  daily. 

24  Forget  not  the  voice  of  thine  enemies:  tiie 
presumption  of  them  that  hate  thee  increaseth  ew&t 
more  and  more.

Deal  not  so  madly :  and  to 
the  ungodly,  Set  not  up  your  horn. 

6  Set  not  up  your  horn  on  high:  and  speak  not 
with  a  stiff  neck. 

7  For  promotion  cometh  neither  from  the  east,  nor 
from  the  west :  nor  yet  from  the  south. 
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8  And  why?  God  in  the  Judge:  he  putteth  down 
one^  and  *setteth  up  another. 

9  For  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord  there  h  a  cup,  and 
the  wine  is  red:  it  is  full  mixt,  and  he  poureth  out 
of  the  same, 

10  As  for  the  dregs  thereof:  fill  the  ungodly  of  the 
earth  shall  drink  them,  and  suck  tliem  out, 

1 1  But  I  will  talk  of  the  God  of  Jacob :  and  praise 
him  for  ever. 

12  All  the  horns  of  the  ungodly  also  will  I  break  : 
and  the  horns  of  the  righteous  shall  be  exalted.

IN  Jewry  is  God  known  :  his  Name  is  great  in  Israel. 
2  At  Salem  is  his  tabernacle :  and  his  dwelling  in 
Sion. 

3  There  brake  he  the  arrows  of  the  bow  :  the  shield, 
the  sword,  and  the  battle. 

4  Thou  art  of  more  honour  and  might:  than  the  hills 
of  the  robbers. 

5  The  proud  are  robbed,  they  have  slept  their 
sleep :  and  all  the  men  whose  hands  were  mighty  have 
found  nothing. 

6  At  thy  rebuke,  0  God  of  Jacob :  both  the  chariot 
and  horse  are  fallen. 

7  Thou,  even  thou  art  to  be  feared :  and  who  may 
stand  in  thy  sight  when  thou  art  angry  ? 

8  Thou  didst  cause  thy  judgnient  to  be  heard  from 
heaven :  the  earth  trembled,  and  was  still, 

9  When  God  arose  to  judgment :  and  to  help  all 
the  meek  upon  earth. 

10  The  fierceness  of  man  shall  turn  to  thy  praise  : 
and  the  Jierceness  of  them  shalt  thou  refrain. 

11  Promise   unto  the  Lord  yonr  God,  and  keep  it. 
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all  ye  that  are  round  about  him  :  bring  presents  unto 
him  that  ought  to  be  feared. 

12  He  shall  refrain  the  spirit  of  princes :  and  is 
wonderfxil  among  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

Psalm  77.     Voce  mea  ad  Dominum. 

I  WILL   cry   unto  God -with  my  voice:  even   unto 
God  will  I  cry  with  my  voice,  and  he  shall  hearken 
unto  me.  ^ 

2  In  the  time  of  my  trouble  I  sought  the  Lord:  my 
sore  ran,  and  ceased  not  in  the  night-season ;  my  soul 
refused  comfort. 

3  When  I  am  in  heaviness,  I  will  think  upon  God : 
when  my  heart  is  vexed,  I  will  complain. 

4  Thou  boldest  mine  eyes  waking :  I  am  so  feeble 
that  I  cannot  speak. 

5  I  have  considered  the  days  of  old :  and  the  years 
that  are  past. 

6  I  call  to  remembrance  my  song :  and  in  the  night 
I  commune  with  my  own  heart,  and  search  out  my 
spirit. 

7  Will  the  Lord  absent  himself  for  ever :  and  will 
he  be  no  more  intreated  ? 

8  Is  his  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever:  and  is  his 
promise  come  utterly  to  an  end  for  evermore? 

9  Hath  God  forgotten  to  be  gracious  :  and  will  he 
shut  up  his  loving-kindness  in  displeasure  ? 

10  And  I  said,  It  is  mine  own  infirmity:  but  I  will 
remember  the  years  of  the  right  hand  of  the  Most 
Highest. 

11  1  will  remember  the  works  of  the  Lord  :  and 
call  to  mind  thy  wonders  of  old  time. 

12  1  will  think  also  of  all  thy  works :  and  my  talking 
shall  be  of  thy  doings. 
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13  Thy  way,  0  God,  is  holy :  who  is  so  great  a  God 
as  our  God  ? 

14  Thou  art  the  God  that  doest  wonders  :  and  hast 
declared  thy  power  among  the  people* 

15  Thou  hast  nnghtLly  deHvered  thy  people:  even 
the  sons  of  Jacob  and  Joseph. 

16  The  waters  saw  thee,  0  God,  the  waters  saw 
thee,  and  were  afraid  :  the  depths  also  were  troubled, 

1 7  The  clouds  poured  out  water,  the  air  thundered : 
and  thine  arrows  went  abroad. 

IS  The  voice  of  thy  thunder  was  heard  round  about: 
the  hghtuings  shone  upon  the  ground ;  the  earth  was 
moved,  and  shook  withal, 

19  Thy  way  is  in  the  sea,  and  thy  paths  in  the  great 
waters  :  and  thy  foot-steps  are  not  known, 

20  Thou  leddest  thy  people  Hke  sheep:  by  the  hand 
of  Moses  and  Aaron,

Psalm  78,     Attenditey  popide. 

EAR  my  law,  0  my  people:  incline  your  ears  unto 
the  words  of  my  mouth. 

2  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  a  parable:  1  will  declare 
hard  sentences  of  old  ; 

3  Which  we  have  heard  and  known  :  and  such  as 
our  fathers  have  told  us  ; 

4  That  we  should  not  hide  them  from  the  children 
of  the  generations  to  come :  but  to  show  the  honour 
of  tlie  fjORD,  liis  mighty  and  wonderful  works  that  he 
hath  done, 

6  He  made  a  covenant  with  Jacob,  and  gave  Israel 
a  law :  which  he  commanded  our  forefathers  to  teach 
their  children  5 
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6  That  their  posterity  might  know  it:  and  ilie  ^iiSSr* 
dren  which  were  yet  unborn ; 

7  To  the  intent  tiiat  when  they  came  up:  &ej 
might  show  their  children  the  same ; 

8  That  they  might  put  their  trust  in  God :  and  not 
to  forget  the  works  of  God,  but  to  ke^  his  command- 
ments; 

9  And  not  to  be  as  tiieir  forefathers,  a  faithless  and 
stubborn  generation:  a  gei^ration  that  set  not  tiheir 
heart  aright,  and  whose  spirit  cleaveth  not  steadfastly 
unto  God ; 

10  like  as  the  children  of  Ephraim:  who  being  haat- 
nessed,  and  carrying  bows,  turned  themselves  badk  in 
the  day  of  battle. 

11  They  kept  not  tiie  coyenant  of  God :  and  would 
not  walk  in  his  law ; 

12  But  forgat  what  he  had  done:  and  the  wonderM 
works  that  he  had  showed  for  them. 

13  Marvellous  things  did  he  in  the  sight  of  our  fore- 
fathers, in  the  land  of  Egypt :  even  in  the  field  of 
Zoan. 

14  He  divided  the  sea,  and  let  them  go  through: 
he  made  the  waters  to  stand  on  an  heap. 

15  In  the  day-time  also  he  led  them  with  a  cloud : 
and  all  the  night  through  with  a  light  of  fire. 

16  He  clave  the  hard  rocks  in  the  wilderness :  and 
gave  them  drink  thereof,  as  it  had  been  out  of  the 
great  depth. 

17  He  brought  waters  out  of  the  stony  rock:  so  that 
it  gushed  out  like  the  rivers. 

18  Yet  for  all  this  they  sinned  more  against  him : 
and  provoked  the  Most  Highest  in  the  wilderness. 

19  They  tempted  God  in  their  hearts :  and  required 
meat  for  their  lust. 
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20  They  spake  against  God  also,  saying :  Shall  Grod 
prepare  a  tal>le  in  the  wilderness  ? 

21  He  smote  tlie  stony  rock  indeed,  that  the  water 
gushed  out,  and  the  streanis  flowed  withal :  but  can  he 
give  bread  also,  or  provide  flesh  for  his  people  ? 

22  When  the  Lord  heard  this  he  was  wrotli :  so  the 
fire  was  kindled  in  Jacob,  and  there  came  up  heavy 
displeasure  against  Israel ; 

23  Because  they  believed  not  in  God :  and  put  not 
their  trust  in  his  help. 

24  So  he  cooinianded  the  clouds  above :  and  opened 
the  doors  of  heaven. 

25  He  rained  down  manna  also  upon  them  for  to 
eat:  and  gave  them  food  from  heaven. 

26  So  man  did  eat  angeli^s'  food :  for  he  sent  them 
meat  enough. 

27  He  caused  the  east^wind  to  blow  under  heaven : 
and  through  his  power  he  brought  in  the  southwest- 
wind, 

28  He  rained  flesh  upon  them  as  thick  as  dust:  and 
feathered  fowls  like  as  the  sand  of  the  sea. 

29  He  let  it  fall  among  their  tents:  even  round 
about  their  habitation. 

30  So  they  did  eat,  and  were  well  filled ;  for  he  gave 
them  their  own  desire :  they  were  not  disappointed  of 
their  lust. 

31  But  while  the  meat  was  yet  m  their  mouths,  the 
heavy  wrath  of  God  came  upon  them,  and  slew  the 
wealthiest  of  them :  yea,  and  smote  down  the  chosen 
men  that  were  in  Israel. 

32  But  for  all  this  they  sinned  yet  more :  and 
believed  not  liis  wondrous  works. 

33  Therefore  their  days  did  he  consume  in  vanity : 
and  their  years  in  trouble. 
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34  When  he  slew  them,  they  saiu;ht  him :  and  tamed 
them  early,  and  inquired  after  GtML 

35  And  they  remembered  that  God  was  tiidr 
strength :  and  that  tiie  hi^h  God  was  their  redeem^* 

36  Nevertheless,  tiiey  did  but  flatter  him  with  their 
mouth :  and  dissembled  with  him  in  tiieir  toi^e. 

37  For  their  heart  was  not  whole  with  him:  nmiiier 
continued  they  steadfast  in  his  coyenant. 

38  But  he  was  so  merciful,  that  he  fcnrgaye  their 
misdeeds :  and  destroyed  them  not. 

39  Tea,  many  a  time  tamed  he  his  wrath  away: 
and  would  not  suffer  his  whole  displeasure  to  arise. 

40  For  he  considered  tiiat  they  were  but  fiedi :  and 
that  they  were  even  a  wind  ^t  passeth  away,  aad 
Cometh  not  i^^ain. 

41  Many  a  time  did  they  proyoke  him  in  the 
wilderness :  and  grieyed  him  in  the  desert. 

42  They  turned  back,  and  tempted  Gk>d:  and  moved 
the  Holy  One  in  Israel. 

43  They  thought  not  of  his  hand :  and  of  the  day 
when  he  delivered  them  from  the  hand  of  the  enemy ; 

44  How  he  had  wrought  his  miracles  in  Egypt:  and 
his  wonders  in  the  field  of  Zoan. 

45  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood :  so  that  they 
might  not  drink  of  the  rivers. 

46  He  sent  lice  among  them,  and  devoured  them 
up :  and  frogs  to  destroy  them. 

47  He  gave  their  fruit  unto  the  caterpillar:  and 
their  labour  unto  the  grasshopper. 

48  He  destroyed  their  vines  with  hailstones:  and 
their  mulberry-trees  with  the  frost. 

49  He  smote  their  cattle  also  with  hailstones :  and 
their  flocks  with  hot  thunderbolts. 

50  He  cast  upon  them  the  furiousness  of  his  wrath, 
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angeFj  displeasure,  and  trouble :  and  sent  evil  angels 
among  them. 

51  He  made  a  way  to  his  indignation,  and  spared 
not  their  soul  from  death :  but  gave  their  Itfe  over  to 
the  pestilence ; 

52  And  smote  all  the  first-born  in  Egypt :  the  most 
principal  and  mightiest  in  the  dwellings  of  Ham. 

53  But  as  for  his  own  people,  lie  led  them  forth  like 
sheep:  and  carried  them  in  the  wilderness  like  a  flock, 

54  He  brought  them  out  safely,  that  they  should 
not  fearr  and  overwhelmed  their  enemies  with  the 
sea. 

55  And  brought  them  within  the  borders  of  his 
sanctuary :  even  to  his  mountain,  which  he  purchased 
with  hLs  right  hand. 

56  He  east  out  the  heathen  also  before  them:  caused 
their  land  to  be  divided  among  them  for  an  heritage, 
and  nuide  the  tribes  of  Israel  to  dwell  in  their  teots. 

57  So  they  tempted  and  displeased  the  most  high 
God  r  and  kept  not  his  testimonies; 

58  But  turned  their  backs,  and  fell  away  like  their 
forefathers :  st^irting  aside  like  a  broken  bow. 

59  For  they  grieved  him  with  their  hill-alturs:  and 
provoked  him  to  displeasure  with  their  images. 

60  When  God  heard  this,  he  was  wroth :  and  took 
sore  displeasure  at  Israel ; 

fil  So  that  he  forsook  the  tabernacle  in  Silo:  even 
the  tent  that  he  had  pitched  among  men. 

02  He  delivered  their  power  into  captivity :  and 
their  beauty  into  the  enemy's  hand. 

G3  He  gave  his  people  over  also  unto  the  sword: 
and  was  wroth  with  his  inheritance. 

64  The  fire  consumed  their  young  men  :  and  their 
maidens  were  not  given  to  marriage. 
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65  Their  priests  were  slain  with  the  sword:  and 
there  were  no  widows  to  make  lamentation, 

66  So  the  Lord  awaked  as  one  out  of  sleep:  and 
like  a  giant  refreshed  with  wine, 

67  He  smote  his  enemies  in  the  hinder  parts:  and 
put  them  to  a  perpetual  shame. 

68  He  refxised  the  tabernacle  of  Joseph:  and  chose 
not  the  tribe  of  Ephraim  j 

69  But  chose  the  tribe  of  Judah :  even  the  hill  of 
Sion  which  he  loved* 

70  And  there  he  built  his  temple  on  high :  and  laid 
the  foundation  of  it  like  the  ground  which  he  hath 
made  continually. 

71  He  chose  David  also  his  servant :  and  took  him 
away  from  the  sheep-folds, 

72  As  he  was  following  the  ewes  great  with  young 
ones  he  took  him :  that  he  might  feed  Jacob  his  people, 
and  Israel  his  inheritance. 

73  So  he  fed  them  with  a  faithful  and  true  heart : 
and  ruled  them  prudently  with  all  his  power.

OGODj  the  heathen  are  come  into  thine  inheritance: 
thy  holy  temple  have   they  defiled^  and   made

2  The  dead  bodies  of  thy  servants  have  they  given 
to  be  meat  unto  the  fowls  of  the  air :  and  the  flesh  of 
thy  saints  unto  the  beasts  of  the  land. 

3  Their  blood  have  they  shed  like  water  on  every 
side  of  Jerusalem :  and  there  was  no  man  to  bury  them, 

4  We  are  become  an  open  shame  to  our  enemies:  a 
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very  scorn  and  derision   unto  them  that  are  round 

about  U8. 

5  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  be  angry  :  shall  thy 
jealousy  burn  like  fire  for  ever? 

6  Pour  out  thine  indignation  upon  the  heathen  that 
have  not  known  thee  :  and  upon  the  kingdoms  that 
have  not  called  upon  thy  Name, 

7  For  t(jey  have  devoured  Jacob :  and  laid  waste  his 
dwelling-place. 

8  0  remember  not  our  old  sins,  but  have  mercy 
upon  us,  and  that  soon :  for  we  are  come  to  great 
misery. 

9  Help  us,  0  God  of  our  salvation,  for  the  glory  of 
thy  Name :  0  deliver  us,  and  be  merciful  iniU}  our  sins, 
for  thy  Name's  «ake. 

10  Wherefore  do  the  heathen  say :  Where  is  now 
their  God  ? 

110  let  the  vengeance  of  thy  servants'  blood  that 
is  shed  :  be  openly  showed  upon  the  heathen,  in  our 
siglit. 

12  0  let  the  sorrowful  sighing  of  the  prisoners  come 
before  thee :  according  to  the  greatness  of  thy  power, 
preserve  thou  those  that  are  appointed  to  die. 

13  And  for  the  blasphemy  wherewith  our  neigh- 
bours have  blasphemed  thee  :  reward  thou  them,  O 
Lord,  seven-fold  into  their  bosom. 

14  So  wcj  that  are  thy  people,  and  sheep  of  thy 
pasture,  shall  give  thee  thanks  for  ever :  and  wiU 
alway  be  showing  forth  thy  praise  from  generation  to 
generation. 

Psalm  8(1     Qui  regis  Israel. 

HEAR,  0  thou  Shepherd  of  Israel,  thou  that  leadest 
Joseph  like  a  sheep :  show  thyself  also,  thou  that 
sittest  upon  the  Cherubims. 
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2  Before  Ephraim,  Benjamm,  and  Mana.sses:  stir  up 
thy  strength,  and  come  and  help  us* 

3  Turn  u^  again,  0  God :  show  the  light  of  thy 
countenance,  and  we  shall  be  whole. 

4  0  Lord  God  of  hosts :  how  long  wilt  thou  be 
angry  with  thy  people  that  prayeth? 

5  Thou  f eedest  them  with  the  bread  of  tears :  and 
givest  them  plenteou»^ness  of  tears  to  drink. 

6  Thou  hast  made  us  a  very  strife  unto  our  neigh- 
bours :  and  our  enemies  laugh  us  to  scorn. 

7  Turn  us  again,  thou  God  of  hosts:  show  the  light 
of  thy  countenance,  and  we  shall  be  whole. 

8  Thou  hast  brought  a  vine  out  of  Egypt :  thou 
hast  cast  out  the  heathen,  and  planted  it. 

9  Thou  madest  room  for  it :  and  when  it  had  taken 
root,  it  filled  the  land, 

10  The  hUls  were  covered  with  the  shadow  of  it : 
and  the  boughs  thereof  were  like  the  goodly  cedar-trees, 

11  She  stretched  out  her  branches  unto  the  sea; 
and  her  boughs  unto  the  river, 

12  Why  hast  thou  then  broken  down  her  hedge  : 
that  all  they  that  go  by  pluck  off  her  grapes  ? 

13  The  wild  boar  out  of  the  wood  doth  root  it  up: 
and  the  wOd  beasts  of  the  field  devour  it* 

14  Turn  thee  again,  thou  God  of  hosts,  look  down 
from  heaven  :  behold,  and  visit  this  vine  ; 

15  And  the  place  of  the  vineyard  that  thy  right 
hand  hath  planted :  and  the  branch  that  thou  madest 
so  strong  for  thyself. 

16  It  is  burnt  with  fire,  and  cut  down :  and  they 
shall  perish  at  the  rebuke  of  thy  countenance* 

17  Let  thy  hand  be  upon  the  man  of  thy  right 
hand:  and  upon  the  son  of  man,  whom  thou  madest 
so  strong  for  thine  own  self. 
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18  And  so  will  not  we  go  back  from  thee:  O  let  us 
live,  and  we  shall  call  upon  thy  Name. 

19  Turn  ns  again,  0  Lord   God  of  hosts :  show  the 
light  of  thy  countenance,  and  we  shall  be  whole.

SING  we  merrily  unt-o   God  our  strength :  make  a 
cheerful  noise  unto  the  God  of  Jacob. 

2  Take  the  psalm,  bring  hither  the  tabret:  the 
merry  harp  with  the  lute, 

3  Blow  up  the  trumpet  in  the  new-moon  :  even  in

Israel :  if  thou  wilt  hearken  unto  me, 

10  There  shall  no  strange  god  be  in  thee  :  neither 
shaft  thou  worship  any  other  god, 

11  I  am  the  Loed  thy  God,  who  brought  thee  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt :  open  thy  mouth  wide,  and  1 
shall  fill  it.

16  The  haters  of  ike  Lobd  should  have  been  found 
liars :  but  their  time  should  have  endured  for  ever. 

17  He  should  have  fed  tiiem  also  with  the  finest 
whealrflour:  and  with  honey  out  of  the  stony  rodk 
should  I  have  satisfied  iliee.

2  For  my  soul  is  full  of  trouble :  and  my  life  draw- 
eth  nigh  unto  hell. 

3  I  am  counted  as  one  of  them  that  go  down  into 
the  pit :  and  I  have  been  even  as  a  man  that  hath  no 
strength. 
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4  Free  among  the  dead,  like  unto  them  that  are 
wounded,  and  lie  in  the  grave  :  who  are  out  of  re- 
membrance, and  are  cut  away  from  thy  hand.

6  Moses  and  Aaron  among  his  priests,  and  Samuel 
among  such  as  call  upon  his  Name :  these  called  upon 
the  Lord,  and  he  heard  them, 

7  He  spake  unto  them  out  of  the  cloudy  pillar :  for 
they  kept  his  testimonies,  and  the  law  that  he  gave  thein. 

8  Thou  heardest  'them,  0  Lord  our  God:  thou 
forgavest  them,  O  God,  and  punishedst  their  own 
inventions, 

9  0  magnify  the  Lord  our  God,  and  worship  him 
upon  his  holy  hill :  for  the  Lord  our  God  is  holy* 
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Psalm  100.    JubUateDeo. 

OBE  joyful  in  the  Lobd,  all  ye  lands :  serve  fhe 
LoBD  with  gladness,  and  come  before  his  presence 
with  a  song. 

2  Be  ye  sure  that  the  Lobd  he  is  Gk>d :  it  is  he  that 
hath  made  us,  and  not  we  ourselves;  we  are  his  people, 
and  the  sheep  of  his  pasture. 

3  0  go  your  way  into  his  gates  with  thanksgiving, 
and  into  his  courts  with  praise :  be  thankful  unto  him, 
and  roeak  good  of  his  Name. 

4  For  the  Lobd  is  gracious,  his  mercy  is  everlasting: 
and  his  truth  endureth  from  generation  to  generation.

5  A  f roward  heart  shall  depart  from  me :  I  will  not 
know  a  wicked  person. 

6  Whoso  privily  slandereth  his  neighbour:  him  will 
I  destroy. 

7  Whoso  hath  also  a  proud  look  and  high  stomach: 
I  will  not  suffer  him. 

8  Mine  eyes  look  upon  such  as  are  faithful  in  the 
land:  that  they  may  dwell  with  me. 

9  Whoso  leadeth  a  godly  life :  he  shall  be  my 
servant. 
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10  There  shall  no  deceitful  person  dwell  in  my 
house:  he  that  telleth  lies  shall  not  tarry  in  my  sight. 

11  I  shall  soon  destroy  all  the  ungodly  that  are  in 
the  hind:  that  I  may  root  out  all  wicked  doers  from 
the  city  of  the  Lord.

6  I  am  becouie  Hke  a  pelican  in  the  wilderness;  and 
like  an  owl  that  is  in  the  desert. 

7  I  have  watched,  and  am  even  as  it  were  a  spar- 
row: that  sitteth  alone  upon  the  house-top. 

8  Mine  enemies  revile  me  all  the  day  long:  and 
they  that  are  mad  upon  me  are  sworn  together  against 
me. 

9  For  I  have  eaten  ashes  as  it  were  bread :  and  min- 
gled my  drink  with  weeping; 

10  And  that,  because  of  thine  indignation  and 
wrath:  for  thou  ha.st  taken  me  up>  find  cast  me  down. 

11  My  days  are  gone  like  a  shadow:  and  I  am 
withered  like  grass.

2  Thou  deckest  thyself  with  light  as  it  were  with 
a  garment:  and  spreadest  out  the  heavens  like  a 
curtain. 

3  Who  layeth  the  beams  of  his  chambers  in  the 
waters :  and  maketh  the  clouds  his  chariot,  and  waik- 
eth  upon  the  wings  of  the  wind. 
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4  He  maketh  his  angels  spirits :  and  his  ministers  a 
flaming  fire* 

5  He  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth :  that  it 
never  should  move  at  any  time, 

6  Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep  like  as  with  a 
garment:  the  waters  stand  in  the  hills. 

7  At  thy  rebuke  they  flee :  at  the  voice  of  thy 
thunder  they  are  afraid* 

8  They  go  up  as  high  as  the  hills,  and  down  to  the 
valleys  beneath :  even  unto  the  place  which  thou  hast 
appointed  for  them. 

9  Thou  hast  set  them  their  bounds^  which  they 
shall  not  pass :  neither  turn  agam  to  cover  the 
earths 

10  He  sendeth  the  springs  into  the  rivers :  which 
rim  among  the  hills, 

11  All  beasts  of  the  field  drink  thereof:  and  the 
wild  asses  quench  their  thirst, 

12  Beside  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  air  have  their 
habitation:  and  sing  among  the  branches. 

13  He  watereth  the  hills  from  above :  the  earth  is 
filled  with  the  fruit  of  thy  works, 

14  He  bringeth  forth  grass  for  the  cattle :  and 
green  herb  for  the  service  of  men ; 

15  That  he  may  bring  food  out  of  the  earthy  and 
wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of  man  :  and  oil 
to  make  him  a  cheerful  countenance,  and  bread  to 
strengthen  man's  heart. 

16  The  trees  of  the  Lord  also  are  full  of  sap  :  even 
the  cedars  of  Libanus  which  he  hath  planted ; 

17  Wherein  the  birds  make  their  nests  :  and  the 
fir-trees  are  a  dwelling  for  the  stork. 

18  The  high  hills  are  a  refuge  for  the  wild  goata: 
and  so  are  the  stony  rocks  for  the  conies. 
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19  He  appointed  the  moon  for  certain  aeasons :  and 
the  sun  knoweth  his  going  down. 

20  Thou  makest  darkness  that  it  may  be  night: 
wherein  all  the  beasts  of  the  forest  do  move. 

21  The  lions,  roaring  after  iheir  prey:  do  seek  their 
meat  from  Grod. 

22  The  sun  ariseth,  and  they  get  them  away  to- 
gether: and  lay  ihem  down  in  their  dens.  - 

23  Man  goeth  forth  to  his  work,  and  to  his  labour : 
until  the  evening. 

24  0  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy  works :  in  wi9* 
dom  hast  ihou  made  &em  aU ;  the  ^urth  is  full  of  &y 
riches. 

25  So  is  the  great  and  wide  sea  also :  wherein  are 
things  creeping  innumerable,  both  small  and  great 
beasts. 

26  There  go  the  ships,  and  there  is  that  Leviathan: 
whom  thou  hast  made  to  take  his  pastime  therein. 

27  These  wait  all  upon  thee :  that  thou  mayest  give 
them  meat  in  due  season. 

28  When  thou  givest  it  them,  they  gather  it :  and 
when  thou  openest  thy  hand,  they  are  filled  with  good. 

29  When  thou  hidest  thy  face,  they  are  troubled : 
when  thou  takest  away  their  breath,  they  die,  and  are 
turned  again  to  their  dust. 

30  When  thou  lettest  thy  breath  go  forth,  they 
shall  be  made  :  and  thou  shalt  renew  the  face  of  the 
earth. 

31  The  glorious  Majesty  of  the  Lord  shall  endure 
for  ever:  the  Lord  shall  rejoice  in  his  works. 

32  The  earth  shall  tremble  at  the  look  of  him :  if 
he  do  but  touch  the  hills,  they  shall  smoke. 

33  I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord  as  long  as  I  live :  I 
will  praise  my  God  while  I  have  my  being. 
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34  And  so  shall  my  words  please  him  :  my  joy  ehaU 
be  in  the  Lord. 

35  As  for  sinners,  they  shall  be  consumed  out  of 
the  earth,  and  the  ungodly  shall  conie  to  an  end :

OGIVE  thanks  unto  the   Lord,  and  call  upon  Iuh 
Name  :  tell  tlie  people  what  things  he  hath  done. 

2  0  let  your  songs  be  of  hun,  and  praise  him  :  and 
let  your  talking  be  of  all  liis  wondrous  works, 

3  Rejoice  in  his  holy  Name  :  let  the  heart  of  them 
rejoice  that  seek  the  Lord, 

4  Seek  the  Lord  and  his  strength  :  seek  his  face 
evermore. 

6  Remember  the  marvellous   works   that  he   hath 
done  :  his  wonders,  and  the  judgments  of  his  mouth  ; 

6  0  ye  seed  of  Abraham  his  servant :  ye  children  of 
Jacob  his  chosen. 

7  He  is  the  Lord  our  God :  his  judgments  are  in 
all  the  world. 

8  He  hath  been  alway  mindful  of  his  covenant  and 
promise  :  that  he  made  to  a  thousand  generations  ; 

9  Even  the  covenant  that  he  made  with  Abraham  : 
and  the  oath  that  he  sware  unto  Isaac  ; 

10  And  appointed  the  same  unto  Jacob  for  a  law  : 
and  to  Israel  for  an  everlasting  testament ; 

11  Saying,  Unto  thee  will  I  give  the  land  of  Canaan  : 
the  lot  of  your  inheritance  ; 

12  When  there   were  yet  but  a  few  of  them  :    and 
they  strangers  in  the  land ; 
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13  What  time   as  they  went  from  one  nation  to 
another  ;  from  one  kingdom  to  another  people  ; 

14  He  suffered  no  man  to  do   them  wrong:    but 
reproved  even  kings  for  their  siakes ; 

15  Touch  not  mine  Anointed  :  and  do  my  prophets 
no  harm, 

16  Moreover,  he  called  for  a  dearth  upon  the  land : 
and  destroyed  all  the  provision  of  bread. 

17  But   he  had   sent   a   man   before   them :    even 
Joseph,  who  was  sold  to  be  a  bond-servant ; 

18  Whose  feet  they  hurt  in  the  stocks :  the  iron 
entered  into  his  soul ; 

19  Until  the  time  came  that  his  cause  was  known : 
the  word  of  the  Lokd  tried  him. 

20  The  king  sent,  and  deUverefl  him  :  the  prince  of 
the  people  let  him  go  free. 

21  He  made  him  lord  also  of  his  house :  and  ruler 
of  all  hm  substance  ; 

22  That  he  might  inform  his  princes  after  his  will : 
and  teach  his  senators  wisdom. 

23  Israel  also  came  into  Egypt :  and  Jacob  was  a 
stranger  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

24  And  he  increased   his  people  exceedingly :  and 
made  them  stronger  than  their  enemies  ; 

25  Whose   heart   turned   so^    that    they   hated   his 
people  ;  and  dealt  untruly  with  his  servants. 

26  Then   sent   he   Moses   his   servant :    and  Aaron 
whom  he  had  chosen. 

27  And  these  showed  his  tokens  among  them  :  and 
wonders  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

28  He  sent  darkness,  and  it  was  dark  ;    and  they 
were  not  obedient  to  his  word. 

29  He   turned  their  waters  into  blood :   and  slew 
their  fish. 
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30  Their  land  brought  forth  frogs:  yea,  even  in 
their  kings'  chambers. 

31  He  spake  the  word,  and  there  came  all  manner 
of  flies :  and  lice  in  all  theii'  quarters. 

32  He  gave  them  hailstones  for  rain :  and  flames  of 
fire  in  theur  land, 

33  He  smote  their  \nnes  also  and  fig-trees :  and 
destroyed  the  trees  that  were  in  their  coasts. 

34  He  spake  the  word,  and  tlie  grasshoppers  came, 
and  caterpillars  innumerable :  and  did  eat  up  all  the 
grass  in  their  land,  and  devoured  the  fruit  of  their 
ground. 

35  He  smote  all  the  first-born  in  their  land :  even 
the  chief  of  all  their  strength, 

36  He  brought  them  forth  also  with  silver  and  gold : 
there  was  not  one  feeble  person  among  their  tribes, 

37  Egypt  was  glad  at  their  departing  ;  for  they 
were  afraid  of  them. 

38  He  spread  out  a  cloud  to  be  a  covering :  and  fire 
give  light  in  the  night-season. 

39  At  their  desire  he  brought  quails:  and  he  filled 
lem  with  the  bread  of  heaven, 

40  He  opened  the  rock  of  stone,  and  the  waters 
flowed  out :  so  that  rivers  ran  in  the  dry  places, 

41  For  why?  he  remembered  his  holy  promise:  and 
Abraham  his  servant. 

42  And  he  brought  forth  his  people  with  joy ;  and 
hig  chosen  with  gladness ; 

43  And  gave  them  the  lands  of  the  h^athen :  and 
they  took  the  labours  of  the  people  in  possession; 

44  That  they  might  keep  his  statutes:  and  observe 
his  laws. 


F^ahn  106<     Conjitemmi  Domino^  V- 

OGIVE  thanks  unto  the  LorDj  for  he  is  gracious : 
and  his  mercy  endure th  for  ever, 

2  Who  can  express  the  noble  acts  of  the  Lokd  :  or 
show  forth  all  his  praise  ? 

3  Blessed  are  they  that  alway  keep  judgment:  and 
do  righteousness. 

4  Remember  mej  O  Lord,  according  to  the  favour 
that  thou  bearest  unto  thy  people:  O  visit  me  with 
thy  salvation ; 

6  That  I  may  see  the  felicity  of  thy  chosen :  and 
rejoice  in  the  gladness  of  thy  people^  and  give  thanks 
with  thine  inheritance. 

6  We  have  sinned  with  our  fathers:  we  have  done 
amisSf  and  dealt  wickedly. 

7  Our  fathers  regarded  not  thy  wonders  in  Egypt^ 
neither  kept  they  thy  great  goodness  in  remembrance : 
but  were  disobedient  at  the  seaj  even  at  the  Bed 
Sea. 

8  Nevertheless,  he  helped  them  for  his  Name's  sake : 
that  he  might  mdie  his  power  to  be  known. 

9  He  rebuked  the  Red  Sea  also,  and  it  was  dried 
up:  so  he  led  them  through  the  deep,  as  through  a 
wilderness. 

10  And  he  saved  them  from  the  adversary's  hand : 
and  delivered  them  from  the  hand  of  the  enemy. 

11  As  for  those  that  troubled  them,  the  waters 
overwhelmed  them :  there  was  not  one  of  them  left, 

12  Then  believed  they  his  words:  and  sang  praise 
unto  him, 

13  But  within  a  while  they  forgat  his  works :  and 
would  not  abide  his  counsel. 
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14  But  lust  came  upon  them  in  the  wilderness:  and 
they  tempted  God  in  the  desert 

15  And  he  gave  them  their  desire :  and  sent  lean- 
ness withal  into  their  souL 

16  They  angered  Moses  also  in  the  tents:  and  Aaron 
the  saint  of  the  Lord. 

17  So  the  earth  opened,  and  swallowed  up  Dathan: 
and  covered  the  congregation  of  Abiram. 

18  And  the  fire  was  kindled  in  their  company :  the 
flame  burnt  up  the  ungodly, 

19  They  made  a  calf  in  Horeb:  and  worshipped  the 
molten  image, 

20  Thus  they  turned  their  glory:  into  the  similitude 
of  a  calf  that  eateth  hay. 

21  And  they  forgat  God  their  Saviour:  who  had 
done  so  great  things  in  Egypt ; 

22  Wondrous  works  in  the  land  of  Ham :  and  fear- 
ful things  by  the  Red  Sea. 

23  So  he  said  he  would  have  destroyed  them,  had 
not  Moses  his  chosen  stood  before  him  in  the  gap  :  to 
turn  away  his  wrathful  indignation,  lest  he  should 
destroy  them, 

24  Yea,  they  thought  scorn  of  that  pleasant  land : 
and  gave  no  credence  vmto  his  word ; 

2f5  But  munnured  in  their  tents:  and  hearkened 
not  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord. 

26  Then  lift  he  up  his  hand  against  them  :  to  over- 
throw them  in  the  wilderness ; 

27  To  cast  out  their  seed  among  the  nations :  and 
to  scatter  them  in  the  lands. 

28  They  joined  themselves  untx>  Baal-peor :  and  ate 
the  offerings  of  the  dead. 

29  Thus  they  provoked  him  to  anger  with  their 
own  inventions:  and  the  plague  wa^  great  among  them. 
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30  Then  stood  up  FhineeBy  and  prayed:  and  so  the 
plague  ceased. 

31  And  that  was  counted  unto  him  for  righteous- 
ness :  among  all  posterities  ior  evermore. 

32  They  angered  him  also  at  the  waters  of  strife;  so 
that  he  punished  Moses  for  tib^ir  sakes ; 

33  Because  they  provoked  his  spirit :  so  that  he 
spake  unadvisedly  with  his  lips. 

34  Neither  destroyed  they  the  heathen:  as  the  Lokd 
commanded  them ; 

36  But  were  mingled  among  thd  heathen:  and 
learned  tibeir  works. 

36  Insomuch  iiiat  they  worsMpped  their  idolsy  which 
turned  to  tibeir  own  decay:  yea,  they  offered  their  Bcnm 
and  tibeir  daughters  unto  devils ; 

37  And  shed  innocent  bloody  even  the  blood  of  their 
sons  and  of  their  daughters :  whom  they  offered  unto 
ihe  idols  of  Canaan ;  and  the  land  was  defiled  with 
blood. 

38  Thus  were  they  stained  with  their  own  works : 
and  went  a  whoring  with  their  own  inventions. 

39  Therefore  was  the  wrath  of  the  Lord  kindled 
against  his  people :  insomuch  that  he  abhorred  his  own 
inheritance. 

40  And  he  gave  them  over  into  the  hand  of  the  hea- 
then :  and  they  that  hated  them  were  lords  over  them. 

41  Their  enemies  oppressed  them:  and  had  them  in 
subjection. 

42  Many  a  time  did  he  deliver  them :  but  they  re- 
belled against  him  with  their  own  inventions,  and  were 
brought  down  in  their  wickedness. 

43  Nevertheless,  when  he  saw  their  adversity:  he 
heard  their  complaint. 

44  He  thought  upon  his  covenant,  and  pitied  them.

according  unto  the  miiltittide  of  Msi  mercies :  yea,  he 
made  all  those  that  led  them  away  captive  to  pity  them. 

45  Deliver  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  and  gather  us  from 
among  the  heathen:  that  we  may  give  thanks  unto  thy 
holy  Name,  and  make  our  boast  of  thy  pniise*

13  So  when  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in  their 
trouble  :  he  delivered  them  out  of  their  distress. 

14  For  he  brought  them  out  of  darkness,  and  out  of 
the  shadow  of  death:  and  brake  their  bonds  in 
sunder.

16  For  he  hath  broken  the  gates  of  brass:  and 
smitten  the  bars  of  iron  in  sunder.

18  Their  soul  abhorred  all  manner  of  meat:  and 
they  were  even  hard  at  death's  door.

22  That  they  would  offer  unto  him  the  sacrifice  of 
thanksgiving:  and  tell  out  his  works  ^vith  gladness! 

23  They  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships;  and 
occupy  their  business  in  great  w^aters ; 

24  These  men  see  the  works  of  the  Lord  :  and  his 
w^onders  in  the  deep. 

25  For  at  his  word  the  stormy  wind  ariseth :  which 
lifteth  up  the  weaves  thereof. 
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26  They  are  carried  up  to  the  heaven,  and  down 

again  to  the  deep :  their  soul  melteth  away  because  of 
the  trouble. 

27  They  reel  to  and  fro,  and  stagger  like  a  drunken 
man :  and  are  at  their  wit^'  end. 

28  So  when  they  cry  unto  the  Loud  in  their  trouble: 
he  delivereth  ttieni  out  of  their  di8tre8s. 

29  For  he  maketh  the  storm  to  cease :  so  that  the 
waves  thereof  are  still, 

3U  Then  they  are  glad,  because  they  are  at  rest :  and 
BO  he  bringeth  them  unto  the  haven  where  they 
would  be. 

310  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the  Lord  for 
his  gooduei^s :  and  declare  the  wonders  that  he  doeth 
for  the  children  of  men* 

32  That  they  would  exalt  him  al^o  in  the  congrega- 
tion of  the  people :  and  praise  him  in  the  seat  of  the 
elders  !

THE   PREFACE. 

TT 18  evident  unto  all  men^  diligently  reading  Holy  Scrip- 
-^  ture  and  ancient  Authors^  that  from  the  Apostles^  time 
there  have  been  these  Orders  of  Ministers  in  ChrisVs  Church  ; 
Bishops^  Priests^  and  Deacons.  Which  Offices  were  evermore 
had  in  such  reverend  estimation^  that  no  man  might  presume  to 
execute  any  of  them,  except  he  were  first  called^  tried^  examr 
inedy  and  known  to  have  such  qualities  as  are  requisite  for  the 
same  ;  and  also  by  public  Prayer^  with  Imposition  of  JSdnds^ 
were  approved  and  admitted  thereunto  by  lawful  Authority. 
And  therefore^  to  the  intent  that  these  Orders  may  be  con- 
tinued^ and  reverently  used  and  esteemed  in  this  Church ; 
no  man  shall  be  accounted  or  taken  to  be  a  lawful  Bishop^ 
Priest^  or  Beacon  in  this  Churchy  or  suffered  to  execute  any  of 
the  said  Functions^  except  he  be  called^  tried^  examined^  and 
admitted  thereunto^  according  to  the  Form  hereafter  following^ 
or  hath  had  Episcopal  Consecration  or  Ordination. 

And  none  shall  be  admitted  a  Deacon^  Priest^  or  Bishop^ 
except  he  be  of  the  age  which  the  Canon  in  that  case  provided 
may  require. 

And  the  Bishop^  knowing  either  by  himself^  or  by  sufficient 
testimony y  any  person  to  be  a  man  of  virtuous  conversation,  and 
without  crime  ;  and^  after  examination  and  trials  finding  him 
sufficiently  instructed  in  Holy  Scripture^  and  otherwise  learned 
as  the  Canons  require^  ^^y^  ot  the  times  appointed^  or  else^  on 
urgent  occasion,  upon  some  other  day^  in  the  face  of  the 
Churchy  admit  him  a  Deacon^  in  such  manner  and  form  as 
followeth.

And 
let  these  also  first  be  proved ;  then  let  them  use  the  Office 
of  a  Deacon,  being  found  blameless.  Even  so  must  their 
wives  be  grave,  not  slanderers,  sober,  faithful  in  all  things. 
Let  the  Deacons  be  the  husbands  of  one  wife,  ruling  their 
children  and  their  own  houses  well.  For  they  that  have 
used  the  Office  of  a  Deacon  well,  purchase  to  themselves  a 
good  degree,  and  great  boldness  in  the  faith  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus.

VERILY,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  entereth  not  by 
the  door  into  the  sheep-fold*  but  climbeth  up  some  other 
way,  the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  robber.  But  he  that  entereth 
in  by  the  door  is  the  Shepherd  of  the  sheep.     To  him  the 

Eorter  openeth,  and  the  sheep  hear  his  voice;  and  he  calleth 
is  own  sheep  by  name,  and  leadeth  them  out.  And  when  he 
putteth  forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  them,  and  the 
sheep  follow  him  ;  for  they  know  his  voice*  And  a  stranger 
will  they  not  follow,  but  will  flee  from  him  ;  for  they  know 
not  the  voice  of  strangers.  This  parable  spake  Jesus  unto 
them,  but  they  unrlerstood  not  what  things  they  were  which 
he  spake  unto  them.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them  again, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep. 
All  that  ever  came  before  me  are  thieves  and  robbers  ;  but  the 
sheep  did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the  door ;  by  me  if  any  man 
enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in  and  out,  and  tind 
pasture.  The  thief  cometh  not  but  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill, 
and  to  destroy;  I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and  that 
they  might  have  it  more  abundantly.  I  am  the  good 
Shepherd :  the  good  shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the  sheep. 
But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,  whose  own 
the  sheep  are  not,  seeth  the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the 
sheep,  and  fleeth;  and  the  wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scattereth 
the  sheep.

Brethren,  as  well  in  yonr  private  ^ayndna- 
tion,  as  in  the  ezh&rtation  whieh  was  now  made  to  ¥Oii« 
and  in  the  holy  Lessons  taken  oat  of  the  GkMspelt  ana  tiie 
writings  of  the  Apostles,  of  what  dignity,  and  oi  how  great, 
importance  this  Office  is,  whereonto  ye  are  called.  And  now 
again  we  exhort  you,  in  the  Name  of  our  Lord  Jeens  Chrkti 
tnat  ye  have  in  remembrance,  into  how  high  a  DisnitT,  and  to 
how  weigh^  an  Office  and  Charge  ye  are  called:  uurt» is  to 
say,  to  be  Messengers,  Watohmen,  and  Stewards  of  the  LoaaJL; 
to  teach,  and  to  premonish,  to  fidedand  provide  for  Uie  Lord's 
fsmilv;  to  seek  for  Christ's  sheep  that  are  dispersed  abroad, 
and  K>r  his  children  who  are  in  the  midst  of  tiite  naoghtgr 
world,  that  tiiey  may  be  saved  through  Christ  for  ever, 
fiave  always  therefore  printed  in  yonr  remembrance,  how 

Seat  a  tareasnre  is  committed  to  your  chaise.  For  they  are 
e  sheep  of  Christ,  which  he  bought  with  nis  death,  aiid  for 
whom  he  shed  his  blood.  The  Church  and  Congregation 
whom  you  must  serve,  is  his  Spouse,  and  his  Body.  And  if 
it  shall  happen  that  the  same  Church,  or  any  Member 
thereof,  do  take  any  hurt  or  hindrance  by  reason  of  your 
negligence,  ye  know  the  greatness  of  the  fault,  and  also  the 
horrible  punishment  that  will  ensue.  Wherefore  consider 
with  yourselves  the  end  of  your  Ministry  toward  the  chil- 
dren of  God,  toward  the  Spouse  and  Body  of  Christ;  and 
see  that  ye  never  cease  your  labour,  your  care  and  diligence, 
until  ye  have  done  all  that  lieth  in  you,  according  to 
your  bounden  duty,  to  bring  all  such  as  are  or  shall  be  com- 
mitted to  your  charge,  unto  that  agreement  in  the  faith  and 
knowledge  of  God,  and  to  that  ripeness  and  perfectness  of 
age  in  Christ,  that  there  be  no  place  left  among  you,  either 
for  error  in  religion,  or  for  viciousness  in  life. 

Forasmuch  then  as  your  Office  is  both  of  so  great  ex- 
cellency, and  of  so  great  difficulty,  ye  see  with  how  great 
care  and  study  ye  ought  to  apply  yourselves,  as  well  to  show 
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yourselves  dutiful  and  thankful  unto  that  Lord,  who  hath 
placed  you  in  so  high  a  Dignity;  as  also  to  beware  that 
neither  you  yourselves  ofiFend,  nor  he  occasion  that  others 
oJEFend.  Howbeit  ye  cannot  have  a  mind  and  will  thereto  of 
yourselves;  for  that  will  and  ability  is  given  of  God  alone: 
therefore  ye  ought,  and  have  need,  to  pray  earnestly  for  his 
Holy  Spirit.  And  seeing  that  ye  cannot  by  any  other  means 
compass  the  doing  of  so  weighty  a  work^  pertaining  to  the 
salvation  of  man,  but  with  doctrine  and  exhortation  taken 
out  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  with  a  life  agreeable  to  the 
same;  consider  how  studious  ye  ought  to  be  in  reading  and 
learning  the  Scriptures,  and  in  framing  the  manners  both  of 
yourselves,  and  of  them  that  specially  pertain  unto  you, 
according  to  the  rule  of  the  same  Scriptures;  and  for  this 
self-same  cause,  how  ye  ought  to  forsake  and  set  aside,  as 
much  as  ye  may,  all  worldly  cares  and  studies^ 

We  have  good  hope  that  ye  have  well  weighed  these 
things  with  yourselves,  long  before  this  time;  and  that  ye 
have  clearly  determined^  by  God's  grace,  to  give  yourselves 
wholly  to  this  Office,  whereunto  it  hath  pleaded  God  to  call 
you :  so  that,  as  much  as  lieth  in  you,  ye  will  apply  your- 
selves wholly  to  this  one  thing,  and  draw  all  your  cares  and 
studies  this  way;  and  that  ye  will  continually  pray  to  God 
the  Father,  by  the  Mediation  of  our  only  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  for  the  heavenly  assistance  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  that, 
by  daily  reading  and  weighing  the  Scriptures,  ye  may  wax 
riper  and  stronger  in  your  Ministry ;  and  that  ve  may  so 
endeavour  yourselves,  from  time  to  time,  to  sanctify  the  lives 
of  you  and  yours,  and  to  fashion  them  after  the  Rule  and 
Doctrine  of  Christ,  that  ye  may  be  w^holesome  and  godly 
examples  and  patterns  for  the  people  to  follow. 

And  now,  that  this  present  Congregation  of  Christ  may 
also  understand  your  miods  and  wills  in  these  things,  and  that 
this  your  promise  may  the  more  move  yon  to  do  your  duties;

Not  a  novice, 
lest  being  lifted  up  with  pride  he  fall  into  the  condemnation 
of  the  devil.  Moreover,  he  must  have  a  good  report  of  them 
which  are  without ;  lest  he  fall  into  reproach,  and  the  snare 
of  the  devil.

FROM  Miletus,  Paul  sent  to  Ephesua,  and  called  the  Elders 
of  the  Church.  And  when  the>^  were  come  to  him,  he 
said  unto  them,  Ye  know,  from  the  first  day  that  I  came  into 
Asia,  after  what  manner  I  have  been  with  you  at  all  seasons, 
serving  the  Lord  with  all  humility  of  mind,  and  with  many 
tears,  and  temptations,  which  befell  me  by  the  lying  in  wait

And  in  unity  <tf  this  Godhead  there 
be  three  Persons,  of  one  subatanoe,  poweis^ imd  eternity;  the 
Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghoat

THE  Son,  which  is  the  Word  of  the  Flither,  begotten  from 
everlasting  of  the  Fatiier,  the  very  and  eternal  God,  and 
of  one  substance  with  tiie  Father,  took  Man's  nature  in  the 
womb  of  the  blessed  Virgin,  of  her  subatanoe:  so  lluit  two 
whole  and  perfect  Natures,  that  is  to  say^  the  Godhead  and 
Manhood,  were  loined  together  in  one  Person,  never  to  be 
divided,  whereof  is  one  Uhrist,  very  God,  and  very  Man; 
who  tevhr  suffered,  was  orucifled,  dead,  and  buried,  to  reoon- 
dle  his  Father  to  us,  and  to  be  a  saorifioe,  not  only  for  ori^ 
nal  guilt,  but  also  for  all  actual  sins  of  men. 

Art.  III.     Of  the  going  dawn  of  Chri$t  into  HelL 

AS  Christ  died  for  us,  and  was  buried ;  so  also  is  it  to  be 
believed,  that  he  went  down  into  Hell. 

Art.  IV.     Of  the  B-esurrection  of  Chriit 

CHRIST  did  truly  rise  again  from  death,  and  took  again 
his  body,  with  flesh,  bones,  and  all  things  appertaining  to 
the  perfection  of  Man's  nature ;  wherewith  he  ascended  into 
Heaven,  and  there  sitteth,  until  he  return  to  judge  all  Men 
at  the  last  day. 

Abt.  V.     Of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

THE  Holy  Ghost,  proceeding  from  the  Father  and  the  Son, 
is  of  one  substance,  majesty,  and  glory,  with  the  Father 
and  the  Son,  very  and  eternal  God. 

Abt.  VI.     Of   the   Sufficiency   of   the  Holy  Scriptures  for 

Salvation, 
OLY  Scripture  containeth  all  things  necessary  to  salva- 
tion :  so  that  whatsoever  is  not  read  therein,  nor  may  be 
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proved  thereby,  is  not  to  be  required  of  any  man,  that  it 
should  be  believed  as  an  article  of  the  Faith,  or  be  thought 
requisite  or  necessary  to  salvation.  In  the  name  of  the  Holy 
Scripture  we  do  understand  those  canonical  Books  of  the  Old 
and  New  Testament,  of  whose  authority  was  never  any  doubt 
in  the  Church.

All  the  Books  of  the  New  Testament,  as  they  are  com- 
monly received,  we  do  receive,  and  account  them  Canonical. 

Art  VII.     Of  the   Old  Testament. 

THE  Old  Testament  is  not  contrary  to  the  New :  for  both 
in  the  Old  and  New  Testament  everlasting  life  is  offered 
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to  Mankind  by  Christy  who  is  the  only  Mediator  between 
God  and  Man,  being  both  God  and  Man.  Wherefore  they 
are  not  to  be  heard,  which  feign  that  the  old  Fathers  did 
look  only  for  transitory  promises.  Although  the  Law  given 
from  God  by  Moees^  as  touching  Ceremonies  and  Rites,  do 
not  bind  Christian  men,  nor  the  Civil  precepts  thereof  ought 
of  necessity  to  be  received  in  any  commonwealth ;  yet  notr 
withstanding,  no  Christian  man  whatsoever  is  free  from  the 
obedience  of  the  Commandments  which  are  called  Mora]. 

AmT.  Vm.     Of  tA€   Creed$. 

THE  Mesne  Creeds  and  that  which  is  commonly  called  the 
ApostM  Creed,  ought  thoroughly  to  be  received  and  be- 
lievea:  for  they  may  be  proved  by  most  certain  warrants  of 
Holy  Scripture. 

Abt,  IX.      Of  Original  &r  Birth^Sin. 

ORIGINAL  sin  standeth  not  in  the  following  of  Adam^  (aa 
the  PelaAfimiB  do  vainly  talk ;)  but  it  is  the  fault  and 
corruption  of  the  Nature  of  every  man,  that  naturally  13 
engendered  of  the  offspring  of  Adam;  whereby  man  is  very 
far  gone  from  original  righteousness,  and  is  of  his  own 
nature  inclined  to  evil,  so  that  the  flesh  lusteth  always  cen- 
taury to  the  Spirit ;  and  therefore  in  every  person  born  into 
this  world,  it  deserveth  God^s  wrath  and  damnation.  And 
this  infection  of  nature  doth  remain^  yea  in  them  that  are 
regenerated  \  whereby  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  called  in  Greek, 
<P(/ow//*«  caQKogj  (which  some  do  expound  the  wisdom,  soma 
sensuality,  some  the  affection,  some  the  desire  of  the  fleshy) 
is  not  subject  to  the  Law  of  God.  And  although  there  is  no 
condemnation  for  them  that  believe  and  are  baptized ;  yet 
the  Apostle  doth  confess,  that  concupiscence  and  lust  hath 
of  itself  the  nature  of  sin* 

Abt-X.      €f  Free-WilL 

THE  condition  of  man  after  the  fall  of  Adam  is  such,  that 
he  cannot  turn  and  prepare  himself^  by  his  own  natural 
strength  and  good  works,  to  faith,  and  calling  upon  God, 
Wherefore  we  have  no  power  to  do  good  works  pleasant  and 
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acceptable  to  God,  without  the  grace  of  God  by  Christ  pre- 
venting us,  that  we  may  have  a  good  will,  and  working  with 
us,  when  we  have  that  good  wilL 

Art.  XI.   Of  the  Juatljication  of  Man, 

WE  are  accounted  righteous  before  God,  only  for  the 
merit  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  by  Faith, 
and  not  for  our  own  works  or  deservings.  Wherefore,  that 
we  are  justified  by  Faith  only,  is  a  most  wholesome  Doctrine, 
and  very  full  of  comfort,  as  more  largely  is  expressed  in  the 
Homily  of  Justification. 

Art^  XII.     Of  Good  nwk^. 

ALBEIT  that  Good  Works,  which  are  the  fruits  of  Faith, 
and  follow  after  Justification,  cannot  put  away  our  sins, 
and  endure  the  severity  of  God's  judgment;  yet  are  they 
pleasing  and  acceptable  to  God  in  Christ,  and  do  spring  out 
necessarily  of  a  true  and  lively  Faith ;  insomuch  that  by 
them  a  lively  Faith  may  be  as  evidently  known  as  a  tree 
discerned  by  the  fruit. 

Art  XIII.      Of  Workn  before  Juatification. 

TT^ORKS  done  before  the  grace  of  Christ,  and  the  Inspira- 
f  I  tion  of  his  Spirit^  are  not  pleasant  to  God,  forasmuch 
as  they  spring  not  of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ;  neither  do  they 
make  men  meet  to  receive  grace,  or  (as  the  School-authors 
say)  deserve  grace  of  congruity :  yea,  rather,  for  that  they 
are  not  done  as  God  hath  willed  and  commanded  them  to  be 
done,  we  doubt  not  but  they  have  the  nature  of  sin. 

Abt.  XIV*      Of  WorkB  of  Supereroijation* 

VOLUNTARY  Works  besides,  over  and  above,  God's 
Commandments,  which  they  call  Works  of  Supereroga- 
tion, cannot  be  taught  without  arrogancy  and  impiety :  tor 
by  them  men  do  declare,  that  they  do  not  only  render  unto 
God  as  much  as  they  are  bound  to  do,  but  that  they  do  more 
for  his  sake,  than  of  bounden  duty  is  required :  whereas 
Clirist  saith  plainly,  When  ye  have  done  all  that  are  com- 
manded  to  you,  say,  We  are  unprofitable  servants. 
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Aet*  XV-     Of  Chrht  alme  without  Sin. 

CHRIST  in  the  truth  of  our  nature  was  made  like  unto  us 
m  all  thingg,  sin  only  except,  &om  which  he  was  clearly 
voidf  both  in  his  fle^h,  and  in  his  spirit.  He  came  to  be  the 
Lamb  without  spot^  who,  by  sacrifice  of  himself  once  made, 
should  take  away  the  sins  of  the  world;  and  Bin  (as  Saint 
John  saith)  was  not  in  him.  But  all  we  the  rest,  although 
baptized,  and  born  again  in  Christ,  yet  offend  in  many  things ; 
and  if  w©  say  we  have  no  sin,  we  deceive  ourselvci,  and  the 
truth  is  not  in  UB, 

Art.  XVL     Of  Sin  after  Baptimi. 

NOT  every  deadly  sin  willingly  committed  after  Baptism  is 
sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  unpardonable.  Where- 
fore the  grant  of  repentance  is  not  to  be  denied  to  such  as 
fall  into  sin  after  Baptism*  After  we  have  received  the  Holy 
Ghost,  we  may  depart  &om  grace  given^  and  fall  into  sio,  and 
by  the  grace  of  God  we  may  arise  again,  and  amend  our 
Uves.  And  therefore  they  are  to  be  condemned,  which  say, 
they  can  no  more  sin  as  long  as  they  live  here«  or  deny  the 
place  of  forgiveness  to  such  as  truly  repent, 

Aet.  XVII-      Of  Predestination  and  Meetion^ 

PREDESTINATION  to  Life  is  the  everlasting  purpose  of 
God,  whereby  (before  the  foundations  of  the  world  were 
laid)  he  hath  constantly  decreed  by  his  counsel  secret  to  us, 
to  deliver  &om  curse  and  damnation  those  whom  he  hath 
chosen  in  Christ  out  of  mankind,  and  to  bring  them  by  Christ 
to  everlasting  salvation,  as  vessels  made  to  honour.  Where- 
fore,  they  which  be  endued  with  so  excellent  a  benefit  of 
God,  be  called  according  to  God's  purpose  by  his  Spirit 
working  in  due  season :  tney  through  Grace  obey  the  calling: 
they  be  justified  freely;  they  be  made  sons  of  God  by  adop- 
tion :  they  be  made  like  the  image  of  his  only-begotten 
Son  Jeaus  Christ :  they  walk  religiously  in  good  works,  and 
at  length,  by  God's  mercy,  they  attain  to  everlasting  felicity. 
As  the  godly  consideration  of  Predestination,  and  our 
Election  in  Christ,  is  full  of  sweet,  pleasant,  and  unspeakable 
comfort  to  godly  persons,  and  such  as  feel  in  themselves  the 
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workiDg  of  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  mortifyiog  the  works  of  the 
flesh,  and  their  earthly  members,  and  drawing  op  their  miud 
to  high  and  heavenly  things,  as  well  because  it  doth  greatly 
edtablish  and  confirm  their  faith  of  eternal  Salvation  to  be 
enjoyed  throngh  Christ,  as  because  it  doth  fervently  kindle 
their  love  toward  God :  So,  for  curious  and  carnal  persons, 
lacking  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  to  have  continually  before  their 
eyes  the  sentence  of  God*s  Predestination,  ia  a  most  danger- 
ous downfall,  whereby  the  Devil  doth  thrust  them  either 
into  desperation,  or  into  wretchlessness  of  moat  unclean  liv- 
ing, no  less  perilous  than  desperation. 

Furthermore,  we  must  receive  God  s  promises  in  such  wise, 
as  they  be  generally  set  forth  to  us  in  Holy  Scripture:  and, 
in  our  doings,  that  Will  of  God  is  to  be  followed,  which  we 
have  eipresaly  declared  unto  us  in  the  Word  of  God. 

Akt,    XVIIL       Of  ohtaining  eternal  Salvathn  only  bif   the 

Name  of  Chrint, 

THEY  also  are  to  be  had  accursed  that  presume  to  say, 
That  every  man  shall  be  saved  by  the  Law  or  Sect  which 
he  prof  esse  th,  so  that  he  be  diligent  to  frame  his  life  accord- 
ing to  that  Law,  and  the  light  of  Nature.  For  Holy  Script- 
ure doth  set  out  unto  us  only  the  Name  of  Jestis  Christ, 
whereby  men  must  be  saved. 

Art.  XIX.     Of  the  Church. 

THE  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of  faithful 
men,  in  the  which  the  pure  Word  of  God  is  preached, 

and  the  Sacraments  be  duly  ministered  according  to  Christ's 
ordinance,  in  all  those  things  that  of  necessity  are  requisite 
to  the  same. 

As  the  Church  of  Jerumlem^  Alerandria^  and  Antioek^ 
have  erred  ;  so  also  the  Church  of  Rotne  hath  erred,  not  only 
in  their  living  and  manner  of  Ceremonies,  but  also  in  matters 
of  Faith. 

Art.  XX.     Of  the  authority  of  the  Church* 

THE  Church  hath  power  to  decree  Rites  or  Ceremonies, 
and  authority  in  Controversies  of  Faith;  and  yet  it  is 
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not  lawful  for  the  Chureh  to  oxcUin  anyiliii^  tiuA  b  eontmy 
to  Ood*8  Woid  written,  neither  mtj  it  to  ezponnd  one  plaee 
of  Soriptare»  that  it  be  repugnant  to  another.  Whermont 
althongk  the  Chnroh  be  a  witness  and  akeeper  of  Holy  Writ, 
Tet.  as  it  ought  not  to  decree  any  tfaiitt  against  the  samet  so 
beside  the  same  ought  it  not  to  en&roe  any  tiling  to  be 
believed  for  necessity  of  Salvalion.

Abt.  XXn.     Of  FwtgiOwry. 

THB  Romish  Doctrine  concerning  Purgatocy»  Pardons, 
Worshipping,  and  Adoration,  as  well  of  btiages  as  of 
Belies,  and  luso  Invocation  of  Sahita,  is  a  fond  dnng,  vainly 
invented,  and  grounded  J^n  no  warranty  of  Scri]^ue,  bat 
rather  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God** 

Abt.  XXm.     Of  MniHerkig  in  ike  drngrega^im. 

IT  is  not  lawful  for  any  man-to  take  upon  him  the  oflBce  of 
public  preaching,  or  ministering  tibie  Sacraments  in  tlie 
Ooi^pregatkm,  before  he  be  lawfully  called  and  sent  to  uaenta 
tiie  same.    And  those  we  ought  to  jud^  lawfully  called  and 

sent,  which  be  chosen  and  called  to  this  work  by  men  who 
have  public  authority  given  UDto  them  in  the  Congregation, 
to  call  and  send  Ministers  into  the  Lord's  vineyard. 

Abt.  XXIV.     Of  Speaking  in  the  Congregation  in  such  a 
Tongue  as  the  people  understandeth. 

IT  is  a  thing  plainly  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God,  and 
the  custom  of  the  Primitive  Church,  to  have  public 
Prayer  in  the  Church,  or  to  minister  the  Sacraments,  in  a 
tongue  not  understanded  of  the  people. 

Abt.  XXV.     Of  the  Sacraments. 

SACRAMENTS  ordained  of  Christ  be  not  only  badges  or 
tokens  of  Christian  men's  profession,  but  rather  they  be 
certain  sure  witnesses,  and  effectual  signs  of  grace,  and  God's 
good  will  toward  us,  by  the  which  he  doth  work  invisibly 
in  us,  and  doth  not  only  quicken,  but  also  strengthen  and 
confirm  our  Faith  in  him. 

*The  Twenty-fint  of  the  fonner  Articles  is  omitted;  because  it  is  partly  of  a  local 
and  ciTil  nature,  and  is  proTided  for,  as  to  the  remaining  parts  of  it,  in  other  Aiticlet. 
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There  are  two  Sacraments  ordained  of  Christ  our  Lord  in 
the  Gospel,  that  is  to  say.  Baptism,  and  the  Supper  of  the 
Lord. 

Those  five  commonly  called  Sacraments,  that  is  to  say. 
Confirmation,  Penance,  Orders,  Matrimony  and  Extreme 
Unction,  are  not  to  be  counted  for  Sacraments  of  the  Gos- 
pel, being  such  as  have  grown  partly  of  the  corrupt  following 
of  the  Apostles,  partly  are  states  of  life  allowed  in  the 
Scriptures :  but  yet  have  not  like  nature  of  Sacramenta  with 
Baptism,  and  the  Lord's  Supper,  for  that  they  have  not  any 
visible  sign  or  ceremony  ordained  of  God. 

The  Sacraments  were  not  ordained  of  Christ  to  be  gazed 
upon,  or  to  be  carried  about,  but  that  we  should  duly  use 
them.  And  in  such  only  as  worthily  receive  the  same,  they 
have  a  wholesome  effect  or  operation :  but  they  that  receive 
them  unworthily,  purchase  to  themselves  damnation,  as  Saint 
Paid  saith. 


Abt. 


XXVL     Of  the  Unuforthmess  af  the  MinisterSf  which 
hinders  not  the  effect  of  the  Sacraments^ 


ALTHOUGH  in  the  visible  Church  the  evil  be  ever 
mingled  with  the  good,  and  sometimes  the  evil  have 
chief  authority  in  the  Ministration  of  the  Word  and  Sacra- 
ments, yet  forasmuch  as  they  do  not  the  same  in  their  own 
name,  but  in  Christ's,  and  do  minister  by  his  commission  and 
authority,  we  may  use  their  Ministry,  both  in  hearing  the 
Word  of  God,  and  in  receiving  the  Sacraments.  Neither  is 
the  effect  of  Christ's  ordinance  taken  away  by  their  wicked- 
ness, nor  the  grace  of  God's  gifts  diminished  from  such 
as  by  faith,  and  rightly,  do  receive  the  Sacraments  minis- 
tered unto  them;  which  be  effectual,  because  of  Chriat's 
institution  and  promise,  although  they  be  ministered  by 
evil  men. 

Nevertheless,  it  appertaineth  to  the  discipline  of  the 
Church,  that  inquiry  be  made  of  evil  Ministers,  and  that 
they  be  accused  by  those  that  have  knowledge  of  their 
offences;  and  finally,  being  found  guilty,  by  just  judgment 
be  deposed. 
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Abt.  XXVn.    Of  BapHmm. 

BAPTISM  is  not  only  %  sign  of  ptdStmkm^  and  maxk  of 
diffszeiice,  whereby  ChriStiaii  men  are  diaeenied  from 
others  that  be  not  diristened;  bnt  it  is  also  a  sign  of  Bemn^ 
oration  or  New-Birth,  whereby,  as  by  an  instaromenti  mej 
thatreoeive  Baptism  rightly  are  grafted  intotibieChnrdi;  Hie 
loomises  of  tibie  forgiveness  of  ra,  and  of  our  adoption  to  be 
the  sons  of  Ood  by  the  Holy  Ohosti  are  Tisibly  s%ned  and 
sealed;  Ftith  m  eonfirmed,  aod  Gxaoe  inoreased by  Tirtoe  of 
prayer  nnto  Ood. 

The  baptism  of  yoong  children  is  in  any  wIm  to  be 
retained  in  the  Ohnrdi,  as  most  agreeable  withtiieinstitatioii 
of  Christ. 

Abt.  XXVm.    Of  As  Lm^9  £kipp€r. 

r[E  Sni^  of  Hhe  Lord  m  not  mdy  a  sign  of  tibe  Ioto  that 
Christians  ought  to  have  among  uemselTes  one  to 
another;  but  rather  it  is  a  Sacrament  St  onr  Bedemptimi  by 
Christ*s death:  insomnoh  that  to  sueh  as  ri(^tly,  worth&r, 
and  with  faith,  receiye  the  same,  the  Btetd  whiw  we  bresJt 
is  a  partaking  of  the  Body  of  Christ ;  and  likewise  the  Cup 
of  blessing  is  a  partaking  of  the  Blood  of  Christ. 

Transubstantiation  (or  the  change  of  the  substance  of 
Bread  and  Wine)  in  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  cannot  be 
proved  by  Holy  Writ;  but  is  repugnant  to  the  plain  words 
of  Scripture,  overthroweth  the  nature  of  a  Sacrament,  and 
hath  given  occasion  to  many  superstitions. 

The  Body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten,  in  the 
Supper,  only  after  an  heavenly  and  spiritual  manner.  And 
the  mean  whereby  the  Body  of  Christ  is  received  and  eaten 
in  the  Supper,  is  Faith. 

The  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  not  by  Christ's 
ordinance  reserved,  carried  about,  lifted  up,  or  worshipped. 

Abt.  XXIX.     Of  the    Wicked^  which  eat  not  the  Body  of 
Christ  in  the  use  of  the  Ijord*s  Supper, 

THE   Wicked,   and  such  as  be   void  of  a  lively  faith, 
although  they  do  carnally  and  visibly  press  with  their 
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teeth  (as  Saint  Au(fu$tine  saith)  the  Sacrament  of  the  Body 
and  Blood  of  Christ ;  yet  in  bo  wise  are  they  partakers  of 
Christ:  but  rather,  to  their  condemnation,  do  eat  and  drink 
the  sign  or  sacrament  of  so  great  a  thing* 

Akt.  XXX.     Of  hoth  Kimh. 

THE  Cup  of  the  Lord  is  not  to  be  denied  to  the  Lay- 
people  ;  for  both  the  parts  of  the  Lord^s  Sacrament,  liy 
Christ's  ordinance  and  commandment,  ought  to  be  minis- 
tered to  all  Christian  men  aiike- 

Abt.  XXXL     Of  the  one  Oblation  of  Christ  finlnhfd  upon  the 

Cross, 

ri'^HE  Offering  of  Christ  once  made  is  that  perfect  re- 
X  demJ)tion,  propitiation,  and  satisfaction,  for  all  the  sins 
of  the  whole  world,  both  original  and  actual;  and  there  is 
none  other  satisfaction  for  sin,  but  that  alone.  Wherefore 
the  sacrifices  of  Masses,  in  the  which  it  was  commonly  said, 
that  the  Priest  did  offer  Christ  for  the  quick  and  the  dead,  to 
have  remission  of  pain  or  guilt,  were  blasphemous  fables, 
and  dangerous  deceits. 

Art.  XXXIL     Of  the  Marriage  of  Prietta, 

BISHOPS,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  are  not  commanded  by 
God's  law,  either  to  vow  the  estate  of  single  life,  or  to 
abstain  from  marriage :  therefore  it  is  lawful  for  them,  as  for 
all  other  Christian  men,  to  marry  at  their  own  discretion,  as 
they  shall  judge  the  same  to  serve  better  to  godliness. 


Art.  XXXIIL     Of  Exmmmunicate  Pernon^^  how  the^  are  to 

he  avoided* 

THAT  person  which  by  open  denunciation  of  the  Church 
is  rightly  cut  off  from  the  unity  of  the  Church,  and  ex- 
communicated, ought  to  be  taken  of  the  whole  multitude  of 
the  faithful,  as  an  Heathen  and  Publican,  until  he  be  openly 
reconcOed  by  penance,  and  received  into  the  Church  by  a 
Judge  that  hath  authority  thereunto. 
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Abt,  XXXIV.     Of  ikt  Traditions  of  the  ChurcL 

IT  is  not  necessaiy  that  TraditioDs  and  Ceremonies  be  in 
all  places  onet  or  utterly  like ;  for  at  all  times  they  have 
been  divers,  and  may  be  changed  according  to  the  diversity 
of  countries^  times,  and  men's  manners,  so  that  nothing  be 
ordained  against  God's  Word.  Whosoeveri  through  his 
private  judgment,  willingly  and  purposely,  doth  openly 
break  the  Traditions  and  CeremoDies  of  the  Churoh,  which 
be  not  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  be  ordained  and 
approved  by  common  authority,  ought  to  be  rebuked  openly, 
(that  others  may  fear  to  do  the  like,)  as  he  that  offendeth 
against  the  common  order  of  the  Church,  and  hurteth  the 
authority  of  the  Magistrate,  and  wound eth  the  consciences 
of  the  weak  brethren. 

Every  particular  or  national  Church  bath  authority  to 
drdain^  change^  and  abolisk,  Ceremonies  or  Riteii  of  the 
Oliurcb  ordained  only  by  man'a  authorityi  i^  that  all  tbingB 
be  done  to  edifying* 

Aet,  XXXV.     Of  tU  EomilkB. 

THE  Second  Book  of  Homilies,  the  several  titles  whereof 
we  have  joined  under  this  Article,  doth  contain  a 
godly  and  wholesome  Doctrine,  and  necessary  for  these 
times,  as  doth  the  former  Book  of  Homilies,  which  were  set 
forth  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Sixth;  and  therefore  we 
judge  them  to  be  read  in  Churches  by  the  Ministers,  dili* 
gently  and  distinctly,  that  they  may  be  understanded  of  the 
people.

Abt.  XXXVI.     Of  Consecration  of  Bishops  and  Ministers. 

THE  Book  of  Consecration  of  Bishops,  and  Ordering  of 
Priests  and  Deacons,  as  set  forth  by  the  General  Con- 
vention of  this  Church  in  1792,  doth  contain  all  things 
necessary  to  such  Consecration  and  Ordering;  neither  hatii 
it  any  thing  that,  of  itseli,  is  superstitious  and  ungodly. 
And,  therefore,  whosoever  are  consecrated  or  ordered  ac- 
cording to  said  Form,  we  decree  all  such  to  be  rightly, 
orderly,  and  lawfully  consecrated  and  ordered. 

Abt.  XXXVII.     Of  the  Power  of  the  Civil  Magistrates. 

THE  Power  of  the  Civil  Magistrate  extendeth  to  all  men, 
as  well  Clergy  as  Laity,  in  all  things  temporal  but  hath 
no  authority  in  things  purely  spiritual.

AS  we  eonfees  that  yain  and  laah  Sweadx^  k  forbyden 
Christian  men  by  oar  Lord  Jeans  Chzist»  and  Jaim$9  bis 
Apostle,  so  we  judge,  that  Christian  BeI%ion  doiii  not  pro- 
hibit, bat  that  a  man  may  swear  when  tibe  Magistrate  re-
